The founder of the ruling family in Cambay was M;r*a da far Nizam- 
i-Sani, better known an Momiii Khan, the last but one of the Muham¬ 
madan Governors of Gujarat. While lie held the office of gove.rhpr his 
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son-in-law, Nizam Khan, had charge oi Cambay. Mamin Khan died 
in 1742. Hie son, Muftakhar Khan or Nur-ud-din, who had made an. 
unsucuesaful effort to succeed his father in the government of Gujarat, 
wen „ to (Niubay to collect force., to assert his cause, and there basely 
compassed the death of Nizam Khan and assumed tlie government of 
Cambay, which he held till his death in 1734. In the partition of 
Gujarat between the Peshwa and tho Gaekwar in 1752, Cambay fell to 
the I'esUwa’s share'; but the dues which he claimed from it were never 
regularly paid, and Nur-ud-din even levied enactions from the Peshwa s 
riots Of ■ Dhafldhuka. and Kathiawar; captured Ahmedubad, 

and for some time held it against the Mahiat.ln forces. In 1771, when 
British had reduced the piratical Kolia of Talaja, the fort of Tala]a 
was made over (No. .1) to the Now at- of Cambay in consideration of a 
payment of tts. 75,000. Two years afterwards, however, the fort was, 
at the. Nawab’s own request, transferred to the Chief of Bhaynagar,* 
hy whom the sum ol Bs. 75,000 was paid, and whom the Nawab had 
bound himself in 1771 (No. II) not to molest. Nur-ud-din was suc¬ 
ceeded by his ton-in-law, Muliwnmiad Kuli. His claim was disputed by 
Mirzu 1 aivi, ttie illegitimate son of N ur-iid-dui; but alter u severe 
struggle Muhammad Kill) succeeded in expelling his opponent and 
establishing hU own power, lie ruled for six years, and was succeeded 
in 1700 by his son, hatch Ali. 

With the exception of the adjustment of some disputes with the 
Guckwar, the British Government had little to do with the ali airs of 
Cambay. Under the Treaty of Bassibu,t in 1802, the chauth, or fourth 
B hare oi the revenue of Oatobay, Peshwa s rigbts in Cambay, 

ware ceded by him to the British Government. The chmitli had been 
originally granted Gaekwar in. L736, in eomnderahio ince 

rendered hy him to the Nawab in capturing AUmedubad, and had fallen 
to the Peshwa’e share in the partition of Gujarat. After the cession 
of the chttuth to tho British Government, it was, at his request, farmed 
; Xs.wa'b (N't . -I II). The agreement was not renewed . -pi ra¬ 

tion of the form in 1807; but. the eh.nith constitutes the tribute which 
the Nawab now pays to the British Government. 

Fateh Ali died in 1823, and was succeeded by his brother, Bande 
Mi Khan. He died in 1841, and was succeeded by his nephew, Hussain 
Yawar Kban, in whose favour the brother of Fateh Ali resigned bis 

claims. 

Under the Treaty of Rassein the British Government succeeded to 
the chauth or tribute payable by the Nawab of Cambay to the Bcshwa’s 
Government. The principal item of this tribute consisted ol a nominal 
half share in tho sea and land customs, deducting the expenses oi mllvc* 
iitm. In 1853 the British Gover nment ndinqimbed their short- of * h p

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land customs in consideration of the introduction of the excise duty on 
salt into; Cambay territory; but the Nawab retained his share in the 
land customs, although he was admitted to a bali &Uure in the new 
excise duty, lie was, however* asked to revise the highly complicated 
and onerous tariff of sea customs then in force at Cambay; hut* although 
this tariff was highly injurious to trade* some time elapsed before lie 
Nawab consented to introduce reforms. Eventually a committee, ccm- 
posed of two high Indian officials of the British Government uuj some 
officers on the part of the Nawab „ was appointed to settle the matter. 
The principle on which fche committee proceeded was to substitute a 
fixed percentage duty for the multifarious exactions of the Nawab in 
lire shape of sea and land customs. The nature of the arrangements 
finally made will be gathered from the Agreement (No, IV) concluded 
with the Nawab in 1856. Ilovised * arrangements were subsequently 
sanctioned for carrying out the distinction made as regards the treat- 
meiit in British Indian ports of goods arriving from* or destined for, 
Cambay, being the manufacture or produce of that city or intended for 
its consumption, and goods which only passed the town of Cambay in 
transit,f The British (fovermnent consented to forego the annual pay¬ 
ment of Its, 748-0-2 made by the N awab on account of the Golan a and 
Gaiiaua Nakas, as by these arrangements all trade passing through 
them became free. 

In 1862 the liuler of Cambay received an Adoption Sanad (No. Y); 
and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of II guns, 

Hus&ain Yawar Khan died in 1880, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son JTafar Ali Khan, Tatar Ali Khan died on the 21st January 
1916, His son, ALirssa Hussain Yawar Khan* who was bora on the 16th 
May 1911, being a minor, the State is* at present, under British 
udmi ui strati on. 

In March 1881 an Agreement (No. VI), was concluded, which pro¬ 
vided that, in Consideration of an annual payment of Its. 40,009, the 
fAlfcwurks in Cambay should be permanently closed, and measures 
should be taken to prevent the manufacture, collection* importation or 
exportation of illicit salt. 

In November 1881 the Nawab executed an Engagement (No, VII), 
by which he undertook to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the 
manufacture of opium in his State, 

In 1885 a fresh customs Agreement (No. VIII) was concluded, can¬ 
celling the arrangements made in 1856. Under this agreement the

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Nawab adopted the British customs tariff nud system, and the Govern¬ 
ment of India abandoned all claims for chauth and all interference with 
the collections, while referring liberty to resume direct control if the 
Nawab’s management proved unsatisfactory. 

In 1888 the Nawab undertook (No. IN) to remove all restrictions 
on free trade in his State. 

In September 1890 -Jadr AH Shan was obliged to leave bis capital 
in consequence of the occupation of Cambay by a riotous mob, and he 
appealed to the British Government, for aid to restore order. The Poll- 
lical Agent, with a company of Indian troops, proceeded to Cambay; 
and, as the rioters refused to disperse, and even routed the Cambay p< lice 
who were aent against them, it became necessary to employ the, troops. 
Several lives were lost; and, after order had been restored, a minute 
inquiry was instituted, which disclosed a state of bankruptcy and gen¬ 
eral inisgovermnent. A. special officer was sent to advise the Nawab 
and, with the consent of the Chief, the administration was put under 
his control. Xu 1894 the special officer was withdrawn, uml the conduct 
of the administration restored to the Nawab; who, in April 1894, under¬ 
took (No. X) on In-half of himself, his heirs und successors, to abide by 
certain conditions. 

In 1897 a fresh Agjcement (No. XI) was concluded regarding the 
manufacture, consumption anil sale of opium in Cambay. 

In 1900 the State ceded (No, XII.) lull und exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands required by the Oambay- 
Petlud Kailway. 

lu 1901, at the suggestion of the Cambay Durbar, the Government of 
India undertook the conversion of the Cambay silver’ currency into 
British currency, on condition that the Cambay mint, should lie closed 
for 50 years and then only re-opened with the consent of the Government 
of India. The conversion carried out was at the rate of 100 British 
rupees to 129 Cambay rupees. 

In 1902 the Cambay Darbar entered Info an Agreement (No. XIII) 
With the Bombay, Bn rod a and Central India 'Railway for the working 
of the Turapu)■ -Catnhuy sec,.ion of the' Cambay Petlad Railway, lu 
(914 the State entered iuto an Agreement (No. XIX} with the Bombay, 
Baredn and Centre! India Railway for the working of the Cambay 
Bunder Siding, 

By an agreement concluded in 1889 the abknri revenue of Cambay 
was leased to the British Government for a period of ten years from 
the 1st January 1.888, on payment to the Nawab of a compensation of 
R. 3 . 36,00(1 annually iri monthly instalments. The agreement was 
renewed in 1897 for five years; and from the 1st August 19(11, a new 
i»gremnant renewable at the conclusion of ten years with the mutual 
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consent of both parties, came into force. Tinder which the Kawab agreed 
to assimilate his system of abhari u d maids t rut ion to that of British 
districts* In 1903 he agreed to prohibit the cultivation of hemp in his 
State, and leased bis hemp drug revenue to the British Government up to 
the 01st July 1904, As on that date the abhari management reverted to 
the State, the Navvab was also permitted to retain the managemeiiTt of 
hemp drugs on certain conditions, A fresh abhari Agreement was 
concluded in 1920: and this tv as renewed £No. XV) in 1929*

The area of Cambay is about 350 square miles; population* by vhe

Translation- of the Treaty ©Titered with Nawab Momttn Khan, Governor of 
Cambay, for the sale of the Fort of T aura jam, with its Ammunition and 
Defjsn drnoibs,— 1771, 

Article L 

That in consiieratioii of the Honourable Company selling and making over 
to him and his heirs the fort of Tarrajah, its dependencies and ammunition, the 
sa me as when taken from the KooKes, he, the Nawab , agrees to pay them (the 
Honourable Company) the sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand (75,000) in tho 
term of five years, at five yearly equal payments of Rupees fifteen thousand (15,000) 
each ; the first payment of Rupees fifteen thousand (15,000) to be made twenty 
days after th© Nawab’s forces have got possession of Tarrajah fort, and the remainder 
to bo paid punctually by the Nawab on the very same day of every year after as the 
first payment was made, until the whole sum of Rupees seventy-five thousand 
(75,000) is received. 

Article 2. 

As the Honourable Company have been pleased to show their great regard and 
favour to him (the Nawab) in giving hku the fort of Tarrajah, h© most solemnly 
declares he witf on no account enter into any terms or friendship with the Koolies, 
or assist them by either sea or land, or suffer their boats to enter any territories 
belonging to him, or he himself fit or equip any piratical boat*, and look upon any 
enemies of the Honourable Company as Ids enemy also, but will distress such as 
much m possible ; neither will he, on any account whatsoever, deliver the fort of 
Tarrajah, or any part of the country to either the Koolies or any other country 
power whatsoever, without the consent of the Honourable Company first had and 
obtained* 

Article 3* 

That should the Honourable Company at any time hereafter have occasion to 
act against the Koolies of the other districts, the Nawab very willingly agrees to 
let the Honourable Company have the use of the fort of Tarrajah, anti its dependen¬ 
cies for the use of their troops whilst they may be there, and order his people to 
assist them with whatever they may want, provided they do no damage to the fort 
or its pergunnah* which in such ca^e is to be made good by the Honourable Company, 

Article 4* 

Should any power whatsoever attack or disturb him (the Nawab) m his fort of 
Tarrajah and its dependencies, he requests the assistance of the Honourable Com* 
pany to keep him at possession* a© he must now look upon himself m om of their 
servants ; and any charges stained by the Honourable Company by such their 1 
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assistance, he, the Nawab, most readily agrees to defray as booh as he conveniently 
can ; and should the Honourable Company have occasion for his troops, he, the 
Nawab, is very ready to follow their orders with suck a number of forces as they 
my requir* ; end the Honourable Company u to pay each expo nee as may be 
incurred on that account as soon as may be convenient to them. 

AnTiom 5. 

He requests the Honourable Company will mind him a proper convoy for com 
veying his troops to the Kooly coast, and that a sufficient force may meet them on 
the shore-to escort them to and deliver them the fort of Tarmjak ; and he requests 
the Honourable Company will supply him with thirty (30) barrels of gunpowder, 
nud fifty (50) maunda of had, for the use of Tarrajak fort, which he, the Nnwab, 
agrees to pay for. 

Article 6. 

He promises and agrees to make the first payment by the time above mentioned 
unto Mr, John Torlosee by transfer upon the shroffs, and for the remainder lour 
payments he makes over the revenue of the Mac&wfc and Cosbaw ; and should it 
please God to distress the said revenue by want of rain, enemies, or the like he 
(the Nawab) then agrees mid promises to make the same good himself.

Agreement between the Honourable English East India Company and Mom on 

Khan, Nawab of Cambay. 

Agreeable to what I have been requested by Mr. John Tori esse, Resident at 
Cambay, I now do promise that should Gogo at any time again fall into my hands, 
and the Honourable English Company be desirous of having a factory there, I will 
grant it to them, and on no account whatsoever suffer any other European nation 
to settle there ; also from the loug friendship subsisting between the Honourable 
English Company and me, I have hearkened to the recommenda tion they have been 
pleased to give to Eekarajoe and Gop&ljee Servia. I will on no pretence whatever 
meddle with or trouble the ancient possesions of Eckorajea, the eon,of the late 
Bowsimg, nor the town or fort of Bhownagor, and take no more than what has 
always been usual for the possessor of the Bunder of Gogo to take, and what I took 
when I was in possession thereof, and no mote will T demand. And with respect 
to Gopaljee Servia, I wiH give neither molestation ; but I do request that after this 
^gTraiiient, the Honourable Company will not recommend any more persona of 
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that country to me. And by the help of Qod, I and my heira will stand to all agree¬ 
ments hitherto entered into between us.

Memorandum of Arrangements made by His Excellency the Nawab of Cambay 
and the British Government regarding Customs Duties to be levied on goods 
imported into the City o£ Cambay and on goods the produce thereof when 
exported by Sea. 

The manifest of all goods imported by sea, the vessel^ register, and any papers 
received at the port of departure, shall, on the vesseTe arrival, be presented by the 
tindai to the customs officers of both Governments, and they shall make entry 
accordingly in their books, and give orders lor the landing of the cargo, 

2 . The merchant shall write on the said manifest a memorandum to the effect 
that such and such goods (if any} are for transit, and the Custom House officers 
of both Governments shall then send to the officer at the Outside Custom House a 
Memorandum of such goods duly signed and numbered, a corresponding number 
being written on the manifest. 

3. Eot all goods to be imported into, or exported from, the dty, the merchant 
1 ah all present a ' buruttia ’* (a wmten application) duly signed, and the goods 
mentioned therein shall be duly examined, weighed, etc*, in the presence of the 
of beers of both Sircars and the value be determined according to the Bombay tantL 
and duly levied for both Governments together in old Cambay currency, according 
to the schedule hereunto annexed, after which each Government 1 a share shall be 
separated and credited by the officers of both Governments, and a receipt for the 
total signed by both officers given to the merchant* If the description of goods be 
not found in the Bombay tariff then they shall be valued at the bazar price. 

4. TV all goods exported from Cambay, the tindal shall prepare a general mani¬ 
fest in duplicate, and for any goods therein, which are transit goods, a meinoran* 
dum to > hat effect, and showing that duty has been paid thereon, shall he written 
on the general manifests by the officers of the Outside Custom House, which docu¬ 
ments shall then be presented at the Inside Custom House, where they will be com¬ 
pared with the books there, when the manifests shall be sigred by both officers, 
and one given to the tindal and one kept in the Honourable Company's Office, a 
copy being taken by the NawaVa office!* ; the port clearance shall alao be signed 
by both officers, 

5. The officers of both Governments shall also levy anchorage fees from the 
owners or tin dak of vessels according to the rates prescribed in the annexed schedule 
in one sum and in Cambay old currency, and divide their shares after giving to the 
payer a receipt signed by both. 

6 . Goods shall pay duty according to the tables hereunto annexed, but there 
are some articles, such as grain, firewood, timber, etc., which cannot at once be 
brought to the Inside Custom House , these shall, therefore, be taken to the old 
Meerbeer Chowkee, where they shall be examined and duty levied according to the 
tables and a Toceipt from both Sircars granted, the shares being divided after ; 
but although dvities of customs on certain goods are to be levied near the 
Mocrbeer Ohowkee, yet it is clearly understood that all old Meerbeer levies are 
abolished. 
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7. AH goods to the valuA o! Rupees 30* or petty customs, whether at the fn&kle 
Oastom House or at Meerbeer Chowkee. shall pay duty according to the rates in the 
schedules, and shall be examined in the presence of the officers of both Governments, 
and one receipt for the total sum levied granted as above : the all area to be divided 
afterwards. Of these petty customs, one-fourth under the name of kuoirat 
{charity) to be deducted every day, and the balance to be credited under the head 
of Petty Customs *\ The “ khoirat** of both Governments shall be kept in one 
account book, and according to present custom, out of this sum, charity is to be 
dispensed to the lame, fuqueers, blind, etc*, by procuring for them grain, thinking 
wafer, etc., an A the expenses entered In the book by the officers of both Govern¬ 
ments, 

8. All goods, whether import or export, are to be stumped after the duty is 
levied P 

9. The method of conducting the Kavee Ferry is not to be altered, but kept as 
it is by both Governments. 

10. Except the demands authorised by this arrangement entered into by both 
Governments, no other levy of any kind, nor under any name, is to be made by the 
customs officers of cither Government. 

11. A true copy of each general manifest shall remain with the Nawafa s officer, 
while the original and any papers from port of departure shall remain with the 
Honourable Company's officer. The <! buruttia ** or written application, after 
having been examined and signed by both officers, shall be given to the Nawab a 
officer for his records, but shall be shown to any other officer at any time they 
may be required. The duffers of both. Governments shall be kept so as to 
correspond, 

32, With respect to smuggled goods seized, they shall be brought into th© 
Custom House, and the officers of both Governments shall, as usual, make duo 
enquiry into the matter, and the Nawab's officer shall take copies of all the papers 
relating to the enquiry, while the original papers shall be sent to the office of the 
Deputy or Assistant Commissioner, and whatever orders shall bo received with 
respect to each case shall be acted on in the same way as at present; but if the 
decision of the European officer shall seem to the Naw&b to require being modified, 
the Naw&b Khali write Im opinion on the subject, when it will be taken into conab 
deration* 

13. Whenever the NawaVs Darogah Khali scud a note with his signature, that 
such and such provisions are for the us^ of the Durbar or the establishment of the 
Nawab, they shall bo passed free and entered in the hooka as free, and * hatever 
provisions in transit for Europeans, as are at present passed free, so they shall bo 
continued to be passed without any hindrance. Provisions of the value of Rupee# 
15 belonging to travellers, and of the value of Rupees 5 belonging to inhabitants of 
the city, shall be allowed to pass free either way. 

14. The Inner Custom Mouse, now in a dilapidated condition, shall be repaired 
at the expense- of the Nawab, and both Governments shah have therein m office, a 
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Treasury, and a r^oord-room ; and for the Company's officers exclusively another 
eufcehmy for all purposes shall afterwards be built by the Nawfeb. 

15. With the exception of holidays and Sundays, the servants of both Govern¬ 
ments shall attend in the Custom House from 10 A,M. to 5 p,m., and shall not make 
any delay in the transaction of business* 

16. Piece-goods manufactured in Cambay are not in the tariff, and cornel ions 
are put down in the tariff at a very low price ; therefore every three years a com¬ 
mittee consisting of merchants and the officers of both Governments shall enquire 
into the prices of these things in the bazar, and fix the price thereon for the levy 
of duty under the sanction of both Governments, 

IT, In the annexed schedule are laid down the rates of the several hufcs ; accord¬ 
ing to that the sums are to he deducted at the time of dividing the shares of both 
Governments, and credited in a separate account book kept for that purpose, the 
entries being signed by the officers of both Governments—the money to be kept 
in the Naw>ib ? s treasury in the Custom House ; and at the end of every month 
these officers shall give to the hukdars what is due to them, and take their receipts 
for the same, and whatever hukd&rs are doing duty, both Governments shall see 
that they do their duty properly. 

18* No change to bo made in the above arrangements without the consent 
and sanction of both Governments* According to these present arrangements, 
the custom duties shall be carried on ; the old system with regard to weighing, rates, 
etc., to be abandoned.

Amended 11 th Article of the Agreement with the Nawar of Cambay in year 
1856 regarding Rahadaree Collections. 

Amended Article 11, 

Eight annas in each Rupee of the Rahauaree, or transit collections, shall be 
shared equally between the British Government ;;*nd the Nawab, 

The remaining eight anna:; shall be disposed of m follows 

1st .—A fixed establishment, as per margin, 
under the supervision and orders of the Naw&b* 
shall he maintained for the protection of goods 
in transit within the Cambay territories^. 
The strength and pay of this establishment not 
to he changed without the consent of Govern¬ 
ment. 

2nd.—Of the balance one-third shaE be devoted to educational purposes, and 
shall be expended under the direction of the Political Agent of Kahn on account of 
the expenditure bring annually forwarded to His Excellency the Nawab, 

3rd,—The remaining balance to be spent by His Excellency the Nawab in such 
a way as to promote the health and convenience of his subjects. Detailed accounts 
of expenditure to be kept, which the Political Agent- of Kaira shall be entitled to 
inspect when desirous of so doing.

Adoption SmnniD granted to the Nawab of Cambay ,—1882. 

Hor Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses, should be continued, I hereby, 
in fulfilment of this desire, convey to you the assurance that, on failure of natural 
heirs, any succession to the government of your State, which may be legitimate 
according to Mahomedan law will be upheld. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties, 
Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Government

Salt Agreement between the British Government and Nawab Jaffer Am 

Shan of Cambay,—1881. 

Whereas the British Government and Nawab Jailer AU Khan of Cambay are 
equally animated by the desire to draw closer the ancient ties of friendship which 
unite the two Governments, and whereas it has been found expedient to dose the 
salt works in the territory of Cambay, in the profits of which the two Governments 
have hitherto shared, the contracting parties, tak* the two Governments Aforesaid, 
hereby agree together in the manner following :— 

Article L 

The Nawab having, since the 19th day of March 1878, dosed, the Cambay 
salt works and discontinued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to 
seep the said salt works closed and to suppress the manufacture of salt in his terri¬ 
tory. 

Article 2. 

All works in Cambay territory shall be kept flooded, and otherwise effectually 
tendered incapable of yielding or producing salt. 

Article 3. 

The Nawab also undertakes to prohibit and prevent the clandestine manufac¬ 
ture oi salt and collection of natural salt on the banks of the My be river or else- 
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where* throughout liis territory, and also to prohibit and prevent the importation 
into, and exportation from, Lm territory of any salt other than British duty-paid 
•ait. 


Article 4, 


The JTawab furthermore undertakes to continue the payments to Hakdars 
and charitable institutions at the rates and in the maimer provided in the schedule 


annexed to his agreement, specifying the names of the recipients and the amounts 
payable to each, subject to the usages and customs to be observed by, or on the part 


of, the said Hakdars and charitable institutions, respectively, in that behalf 


Article 6. 

In consideration of the faithful and effective discharge of the foregoing obliga¬ 


tions and undertakings, the British Government agreed to pay to the Nawabk 
Government the yearly sum of Rupees 40,000 (forty thousand) in two equal instal¬ 
ments, the first of such instalments of Rupees 20,000 (twenty thousand) shall be 


payable on the 10th day of January, and the second instalment of like sum of 


Rupees 20,000 (twenty thousand) on the first day of July of each and every year. 


Article 6. 


The British Government further agrees to deliver 500 (five hundred) Indian 
mftunds of salt annually free of all charge at the Aiinand Station for the consump¬ 
tion and use of the Durbar, 


Article 7* 


In the event of the re-opening by the British Government of the salt work a 
closed since March 19th, 1878, referred to in Article 1, the yearly payment to he 
made to the NawaVs Government under Articles 5 and 6 shall be discontinued 
from the date of such re-opening, and all the rights and privileges connected with 
the manufacture of, and the levy of duty on, salt enjoyed by the Kawab prior to 
the closing of the salt works shall be restored to him. 

In witness whereof the Nawnb hath hereunto set his hand and seal this 17th 
clay of March one thousand eight hundred and eighty-one.

Translated Substance of copy of an Agreement passed by His Excellency 
the Nawab of Cambay in respect feo the manufacture and sale of Opium in 
that State, without date, and received and. ordered to be translated on the 
3rd November 1881 >— 

L The cultivation of the poppy and the manufacture of opium to be put © stop 

to, 

2. The Nawab should send for from the British Government's depot at Ahmeda- 
bad, or some other place, all the opium required for consumption* Ho other 
person except the Nawab’a Satfear (officials ?) shall sell it from the 1st October 
next, 

3. Sections of the Indian Opium Act bearing on the subject* and the rules framed 
under that Act from time to time, will bo enforced in the Cambay State in accord-* 
ajice with the usage of the NawaVs Court. 

4* The stock of opium or its juice which cultivators or merchants may possess 
should be sold before the 1st October* The Nawab will purchase the stock of opium 
which may remain after that date, and resell it to licensed parties at the cost price, 
and on the payment of the full duty. 

5, After the 1st October the price of opium sold la retail in Cambay should imt 
be loss than that prevailing in Kaira, 

6* A half-yearly account showing the quantity of opium imported into Cambay 
and sold, the proceeds of the sale, and the quantity of opium remaining, should be 
sent to the Political Agent, 
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7. The Nawab will conduct Wtasdf in accordance with the preceding six para¬ 
graphs. The opium cm which the duty has not been paid will not he allowed to be 
imported into Cambay. Opium will not be sold in retail in Cambay at a prico less 
than that, prevailing in Kaira. In lien of this the British Government agrees to pay 
to the Nawab the whole of the duty, nix., Rupees (650) six hundred and fifty per 
chest on the opium which, us stated above, may be imported for consumption in 
Cambay,

Aop.kement between Hits Hiohnnss ,1a y vjsb Am Ivti \n. Naw vr ot Cam b ay , and 
the British Government, in supersession of the agreements entered into by 
the Nawab of Cambay in one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, regarding 
r,he administration of the Customs Department and the levy of Rahdari and 
Transit duties in the State of Cambay,—16S5, 

1. The treaties of one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six are hereby cancelled 
and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows. 

3. His Highness the Nawab of Cambay has, from the first day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, introduced the British customs tariff at 
his sea-ports, and whenever from time to time the British Government may make 
alterations or modifications in such tariff. His Highness the Naweh shall make 
similar modifications in the tariff at his ports. Hi s Highness the Nawab shall further 
follow the system, use the forms and observe the rules in force in British custom¬ 
houses. and shall in all respects assimilate, so far as it may be possible, the procedure 
in his custom-houses therewith. His Highness shall not allow the importation by 
sea into the State of Cambay of any fermented or spirituous liquor or the importa¬ 
tion or exportation by land or sea of any opium except opium duly covered by a 
British pass. 

3. The British share or chouth on sea customs, anchorage fees and miscellaneous 
customs fees is hereby commuted in perpetuity (as the chouth on land revenue has 
already been) for an annual payment by His Highness the Nawab to the British 
Government of two- hundred British Indian rupees. The said payment shall bo 
made by His Highness the Nawab to the British Treasury at Barsad on the first 
of April in each year. 

4. While reserving to themselves all rights of control and management in the 
Department of Customs in the Cambay State, which they hold by right of conquest 
from the Peshwa, the British Government will, from the date of this agreement 
taking effect, hand over to His Highness the Nawab the control and management 
of the custom-house at Cambay, and will withdraw from Cambay territory their 
Sarkarkun of Customs and the iVIahalkari of Cambay, together with the establish¬ 
ments subordinate to these officers, respectively, and will abstain from exercising 
their rights of control and management in the Department of Customs in the State 
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jf Cambay for so long as the arrangement in that behalf made by IIis Highness the 
Naw&b prove satisfactory and subject to the following condittons, namely :— 

(ft) The British Government shall maintain a special officer, who shall be 
allowed a seat in the Cambay Custom-house and shall be authorized 
to inspect and scrutinize and copy all customs documents and books 
and all customs business transacted there and in all other places in 
Cambay territory, as well as to examine all vooda landed or shipped or 
water-borne to be landed oq or from Cambay territory. 

(A) The British Government shall maintain such establishments as they may 
deem necessary for the prevention of salt-smuggling and clandestine 
practices relating to salt in Cambay territory ; but the maintenance of 
such establishments by the British Government shall not affect ihu 
obligations undertaken by His Highness the Nawab himself to prevent 
salt-smuggling of all kinds, as well as the consumption within the limits 
of His Highness's State of aAy salt on which the British excise bas not 
been paid. 

(c) The British Government will resume direct control and management of 
the Department of Customs m Cambay if the arrangements made by 
His Highness the Na wab do not prove satisfactory* 

5* The British Government and His Highness the Nawab of Cambay, respective¬ 
ly, agree to discontinue for ever the joint and separate levy of Rahdari and Transit- 
duties of ail kinds and of all the petty cesses mentioned in the schedule hereto 
attached, as well as of all similar cesses except such as are strictly of a municipal 
character and fall on the consumption or inhabitants of the town of Cambav exclu¬ 
sively ; provided that Hia Highness the Nawab may continue to levy as heretofore 
on bis own account a royalty on mintage, divorce and marriage registration-fees, 
and fees for stamping weights and measures. 

6. The British choutji on the land revenue having been commuted for ever, 
the British Government will not share in any possible increase of land revenue 
following a revision of assessment. 

7. His Highness the Nawab shall pay the Hakdars the same proportion of the 
total customs receipts unfler the British tariff us was allowed to them in the Agree¬

8. This agreement has taken effect from the first day of April one thousand

From—Hta Highness Jaffer Ali Khan, Nawab of Cambay, 

To— W. Porte oos, Esq., C.S., Collector and Political Agent, Naira, 

With reference to the correspondence ending with your No. blH of 1888, dated 
the 29th January 1888, in regard to the removal of restrictions on free trade in 
my State, I have the honour to inform you that on behalf of myself and my succes 
sots T engage myself to abolish within my State from henceforth all tolls and Im ¬ 
posts o)i the import and export of any commodity whatever; Provided that this 
engagement shall not be deemed to affect or prevent the levy by this State of— 

(1) tolls on bridges, roads, ferries, canals or causeways, for the purpose 

of covering the cost of repairing and maintaining such bridges, roads, 
ferries, canals, causeways; 

(2) duties of Octroi for municipal (including police and educational) purposes 

upon articles consumed within the limits of a Municipality ; and

State,— d929, 

Whereas it m considered desirable to place the adminifltration of the abkari 
revenue of the Cambay State on the same footing as that of the abkari revenue 
of the Kaira District adjoining that State, and to prevent injury to the abkari 
revenue of that district as wtjL as of t he State, and whereas it U desirable to place 
on record articles of -mutual agreement V* K. Xamjoshi, Esquire, Administrator 
of the Cambay State, on behalf of the State, hereby agrees to the following articles 
agreed upon between himself and A. Master, Esquire, I.C-S., Collector and 
Political Agent, Katra, on behalf of the British Government, namely:— 


Article L 

During the term of this agreement the spirit of the provisions of the British 
Abfrari Law, Bales and Regulations will be adopted in the Cambay State, subject 
to such modifications as may be sanctioned by the Political Agent with the approve 1 
of the Commissioner of Excise, 

Article tL 

During the term of this agreement the rates of taxation and the retailed sell¬ 
ing price and the strengths of liquor placed on sale and the standard of measures 
used and the ays'em of management followed in the Cambay State shall be the 
same as those sanctioned fr.un time to time in the Kaira District adjoining the 
Cambay State, 

Article III, 

During the teim oi this agreement the contract distillery and separate shop 
system now obtaining in the Kaira District shall be adopted in the Cambay State, 
efficient distillery and preventive establishments being maintained in the State 
for the prevention of illicit distillation and smuggling. 

Article IV. 

During the term of this agreement the Administrator shall furnish promptly 
to the Political Agent all information and accounts relating to the manufacture 
and sale of liquor and system of management followed that may, from time to 
time, bo called for by the Political Agent, and shall give facilities for the ins* 
pection of bia distilleries imd shops and arrangements by an officer not below th 
rank of Excise Inspector, who may be especially deputed for the purpose by the 
Political Agent and who shall report thereupon to the Political Agent- 
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Abttcle V* 

During the term of this agreement as a general principle no shops for the sale 
tri liquor will be allowed at places within three miles’ distance from the frontier 
either in British or Cambay territory. In special r&aes exception to this rule 
may be made with the mutual consent of the Political Agent and the Administrator, 

Article VX 

During the term of thia agreement information respecting arrests made and 
cases tried by officials of the State for offences committed by subjects of the British 
Government against the Abkari Law of the State shall be promptly communicated 
to the Political Agents and in like manner information of arrests made and cases 
tried by British officials for offences committed by subjects of the State against 
f he British Abkari Law shall be promptly communicated to the Administrator, 

Article VII, 

During the term of this agreement the tax on the tapping of toddy trees shall 
be the same as in the Kaira District and the arrangements for the sale and trans¬ 
port of fermented and unfennonted toddy shall be similar. 

Article VIII. 

At the conclusion of one year this agreement shall be terminable or renew* 
able with the mutual consent of both parties. 

Article fX. 

During the term of this agreement the State will carry out ad the stipulations 
of this agreement throughout its territories in alienated an well as in khalsa 
villages. 

Article X, 

The Administrator engages on behalf of the State to conduct the abkari ad¬ 
ministration of his State in accordance with the principles hid down in the fore* 
going articles, vk> % to maintain the same Abkari Law and Bufe-i as may be in force 
in the Kaira District* to impose rates of taxation on liquor equal to these in fore# 
in the Kaiia District, so to manage Ida abkari administration that injury shall 
not be caused by it to the abkari revenue of the British Government and to make 
bis arrangement in consultation with the Political Agent with this view. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the State to any arrangements 
injurious to the legitimate interests of the State revenue, and that the abkari 
administration of the Kaira District shall 1m so managed as uot to cau&e any injurv 
to the legitimate abkari revenue of the Gam bay State.

75,000, and bound himself to keep faith- 
folly the agreement then made with the Peshwa, and not to disturb the 
districts of the British Government. The State of Sachin consists of the 
districts then made over to him. On application to the Emperor of 
Delhi and the payment of a large na/ar, he received the title of Hawaii, 
Bain Mia n died in 1802, and was succeeded by his son, Ibrahim Muham¬ 
mad Yakut Khan. 

In 1SH) an agreement was made by the Agent at Surat with the 
Nawab to ?]\ow British courts to take cognisance of crimes committed 
within his State. But, a* the concessions made were not deemed suffi¬ 
cient, the engagement was not ratified, 

Ibrahim Muhammud J s extravagance involved the State deeply in 
debt, and in 1829 he made over (No. IT) his State to the management of 
the British Government till his debts should bo liquidated, receiving for 
his support a sum of Its. 22,000 a year. He died in 1853, arid was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son. Abdul Karim Khun, to whom the State was restored 
in 1804. 

In 1802 the Euler of Sachin received an Adoption Sanad (see K&ira 
Agency No, Y). 

Ahdul Karim Khan died in 1868 and was succeeded by his eldest 
son. Ibrahim Muhammad Yakut Khan, who died in 1878, and was 
succeeded by his son, Abdul Kadar Khan. During Ins minority the

In 1878 the Bailer of Sachin was granted a permanent salute of 9 
guns.

Whereas you were declared as heir to Jinjeera, Kansa and the Mut^hur 
Talooku. in the Cancan, and yon have voluntarily resigned to government (Pfeiah- 
wa) your claims over these territories through the luedittro, of the British Com¬ 
missioner, Mr. 0. Mulct, it has been agreed, viz . .v- 

Article 1. 

That in consideration of your claims now resigned to government on the afore* 
said forts, with everything contained therein whatsoever, euftm territory in Coze* 
rat, situated on the seashore, is proposed to be given you, yielding a revenue equal 
to that of the territories dependent on Jinjuera, etc. The Value of the territory 
to be ascertained by the average rate of collections for the last ten years.

and peaceably, and raise no disturbances, etc. You are not to unite yourself 
to those who arc hostile either to government or to the English, or to enter into 
or to make any hostilities.

Should any laud be granted in enam or reward to any hufefee for public service, 
the amount of its revenue shall not be deducted from that of your enanu 

In all these three Articles have bam settled, which shall he always regarded 
by both parties.

And that an arrangement be made for my necessary expenses 
from the remaining one-fourth of the revenue, and if one-fourth share shall not 
suffice for my necessary expenses, out of the three-fourths assigned for the liqui¬ 
dation of the Sahoocar’a claims, part may be added to the same.

Agreement entered into by the Baja of Bansua for the farm of the Govern* 

MENT Ohouth ZUKAT, —1858. 

To THE Hon’ble East India Company* 

I, Mali&raooT Humeermngjeo Oodey«bgjee ? filaija of Panada, write that Gov¬ 
ernment possesses the ** Chouth ZuJkat ** in the Bausda territory which used to be 
collected through the Deputy Commissioner of Customs* f 3alt and Opium. 1 
expressed a desire in my letter to the Agent, dated 12th January 1856, to take 
this Ohouth Zukafc for Rupees one thousand and five hundred (Rupee# 1,600) a 
rear, upon which the Agent wrote to Government, and Government acceded to 
uiy proposal* At cordingly, the Agent made over to my possession the said Zukat 
from the 1st May 1857* On this subject I enter into the following agreement with 
Government 

I* Copy of Uraul Dustoor relative to this ftf Ohouth Zukat u has been sent to 
me by the Agent with Ms fibers letter, dated 3rd April 1857, No. 27* I agree 
to abolish the duties on all the items therein specified* with the exception of the

hoondees, I am, therefore, not bo levy the same on the ryots. I am to collect 
only the hoondees on tho villages. 

2. Resides the C? to util Ziikat above described other transit duties ar^ levied 
by me in my territory. An Umul Dustoor of these, including the above-said 
hoondees, was forwarded to the Agent under my signature, with my letter, dated 
23rd November 1856. I have been furnished with copy of that Umul Dustoor* 
authenticated with the Agent’s signature. As therein written* the transit duties 
and the Hoondees will be levied by ne. I am not to levy auy more duties on 
anything, nor am I to make any new impositions. It will be optional with Gov¬ 
ernment to institute enquiries and satisfy itself I do not act contrary to this clause, 
in such way as it may think proper, and to this end I will show my accounts when 
called on by the Agent, 

X The Chouth Zukat having been relinquished by Government has been made 
over to my possession as above, and in return for this I am to cause to be paid 
through the Agent into the Surat Custom House Company’s Rupees one thousand 
live hundred (Rupees 1 >500) a year by three instalments. The first instalment 
of Rupees five hundred (Rupees 500) to be paid in the month of Jesht (Slay and 
June), the second in K article (October and November), and the third in Falgoon 
(February and March) ; I am to pay these accordingly. 

So Jong as I continue to act in conformity with the above conditions the Huk- 
too (agreement) come to with Government is to have effect* and the amount is 
to be received from mo every year, in case, however, I do not behave accord¬ 
ing to these conditions, that is, if 1 increase the rates of duties specified in the 
Umul Dustoor, or if 1 snake any new impositions, or if I realize any of the said 
Chouth Zukat, excepting the hoondees, or if I fail fco pay in the amount every 
year according to the instalments, Government may cancel this agreement, or 
hold me otherwise pecuniarily responsible by increasing the annual amount pay¬ 
able os above m they may think proper, I execute this agreement through the 
Agent at Surat with my own free will, and have attached my seal and signature 
thereto. This writing is to have effect from the 1st May 1857. Dated 16th March 
iS58.

ftiSL^-Tke farm of the Chouth Zukat given to me by the Government is to 
have effect m long ns it may please them, and Government are fully authorized 
to terminate this Agreement at any time it may deem desirable, I will not fake 
any objection on that score.

With regard to tho duties levied in our State by the Customs Dopurfmonl of 
the British Government under the name of Chouth and annually farmed by public 
auction, we some time ago pointed out certain inconveniences and expressed a 
desire that the amount of the Chouth might be fixed. Enquiries ensued resulting 
in Government Resolution No, 1199, dated. 20th March 1869, in consequence of 
which it- has been determined that the transit duties of both the Governments 
should be remitted and in lieu of the British Government’s share in the rest of the 
customs and dues, we agree to make to the British Government an annual pay¬ 
ment of Rupees 9,000 in British currency, which amount we will pay annually 
through you, the Agent to His Excellency the Governor at Surat, into the Treasury 
of the British Government, in instalments as written below---

We agreed in our previous letter, dated Fagtio Yml 6in Samwat 1926, to 
abolish that portion of the transit duty which we levy on oar territory and to 
accept in lieu thereof as compensation from the British Government a sum cal¬ 
culated on the average income for the Inst ten yearn, but in consequence oi your 
not again visiting Bausdft, the amount to be paid has not been determined. 

You have now come to Canada and on examining all accounts yon as well 
as 1 consider Queen’s Rupees 8,&98 equitable as an average amount. We have 
therefo re decided that the British Government should pay me the above sum from 
their Treasury and I should accept it Deduct mg the above from the Ohouth and 
Tribute which 1 have to pay every year, there is a balance of Rupees 153-8, one 
hundred and fifty-three and annas eight, which shall be sent every year by me 
to the British Treasury. 

In consideration of the payment to m© by the British Government of the above 
sinn I will abolish the levy of my portion of the above duty : that is to say, with 
the exception of the Hoond&s on villages, and the proceeds of Rulwadas and the 
pilgrimage of Oonai, as atao the value (or price) of the Timber cut in my own 
jungles, I will not levy Khcmnti, Ghcthi or duty of any description whatever 
now leviable or permitted hy my [Jmul Dustoor, and will not stop or offer obstacles 
to any carts in transit. But there k nothing m this agreement to prevent my 
levying under the name of Ivhootdan any price for the Timber from my villages 
which 1 think proper in lieu of the Khoofcdan and transit duty combined, which 
is now levied tinder the Umul Dustoor on Timber from my villages* As stated 
above this agreement does not include the Hoomlas on villages and the proceeds 
of Hntwadaa and the Ooxmi pilgrimage, and l shall continue to levy them in 
accordance with the Umtil Dustoor formerly received from Government, 

If any complaint is made regarding anything having been done in contraven¬ 
tion of this Agreement, you (the Agent) may take cognizance of the complaint. 
We will render the requisite explanation and produce our accounts if necessary. 

If we become aware of any smuggled opium, salt or other dutiable article 
passing through our territory, wo will detain such article and report the matter 
to the British Government and make over the thing so detained. 

This agreement shall take effect from the 1st of Kartak Vud Sumwafc 1930 
(22ud October 1873 A.D.), and shall be acted on from year to year. The British 
Government are, however, hereby empowered to cancel this agreement at any 
time without assigning any reason for it, and in the event of such cancellation 
the mutual rights and custom between the two Governments are to bo considered 
as again in force just as they arc at present.

AdRRBMENT between Boss Awymm Leslie Moo he, Esquire, I.C.S., Aom to His 
Excellency the Governor at Surat acting under the authority of His 
Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council on behalf of the British 
Government and Maha Raul Shut Pratapsinghjee Gulabsingiuke, Baja 
of Bahspa oh behalf of ISukself, his heirs and succes^ora regarding the manu¬ 
facture, consumption, and sale of opium in the Bansda State, — 1807, 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Bansda State the cultivation of poppy and manufacture of opium 
arc prohibited in the Ranada State and no opium may be consumed in the said 
Bansda State other than opium on which there has been paid to the British Govern¬ 
ment the duty at the time payable to the mid Government in respect of opium 
consumed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in consideration of the cove¬ 
nant on the part of the Baja of Bansrla hereinafter contained the British Govern¬ 
ment has agreed to relinquish one-fifth of the said duty on all opium that shall be 
hereafter conveyed into the said Bansda State for consumption therein in accordance 
with the said covenants, 

2, The Raja of Bansda agrees with the British Government with reference to 
all former agreements on the same subject matter as follows viz. :~ 

(I) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within bis 
territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely);— 

(a) by direct importation from Malwa and Kajputana oc 

(b) by purchase in Bombay or 

(e) by purchase at any convenient opium depot of the British Government 
and that all opium so procured shall be imported into transported 
through or exported from British India as the case may require in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India inf o 
through or from which such import transport or export is necessary. 
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(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 
British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier. 

(Z) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be con¬ 
ducted by licensed vendors only or dcpartmentally by State servants, 

f 4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors 
except on payment of a price which is not leas than the price at wltioh 
at the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the British 
District of Suit 1 •. 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time bo permitted 
to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors are at the time being authorised to sell it in the British 
District of Surat* 

(fi) That the system for the vend of opium in his territoiy shall be hence¬ 
forward assimilated in its genera! features to that in force in the British 
District of Surat, 

(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory’ the regulations 

published under Government Resolution in the Revenue Department 
Ho. 7207 dated 18th September 1895 and will hereafter from time to 
time adopt and enforce any change in the eaid regulations or any new 
regulation similar in effect to any provision of the law or rules regarding

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February md 1st August-to 

the British Political authorities of Surat in such form na the Governor

3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Bansda duly

Articles of agreement leasing the liquor revenue of the Sachin State to the 
British Government for a term of ten years from the 1st April one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-six to the 31st March one thousand nine hundred aad thirty 
six. 

Preamble .—Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administration of 
the Abkari revenue of the Sachin State on the same footing as the administration 
of the Abkari revenue of the British Collectorate of Surat adjoining the Sachin 
State, which has been improved in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay 
Abkari Act, 1378, especially with a view to prevent injury to the Abkari revenue 
of either the Surat Collectorate or the Sachin State by illicit manufacture of liquor 
or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into the other the following Articles 
have been agreed on between Major His Highness Nawab Sidi Ibrahim Mohomed 
Yakut Khan, Mubazarat Dawla Naurat Jung Bahadur, Nawab of Sachin on behalf 
Of himseff, his keiw and successors, on the one part and J. E. B. ITartshornc, 
Esquire, I.C.S., Political Agent, Surat, for the time beiug on behalf of the British 
Government on the other. 

Article I t 

His Highness the Nawab of Sachin engages that the management of the liquor 
revenue of the Sachin State, shall be carried on in accordance with the Bombay 
Abkari Act, 1878, or other law for the time being in force relating to Abkari rev¬ 
enue and the rales and orders thereunder; provided that no modification or amend¬ 
ment of the Bombay Abkari Act, 1873, or such other law or the rules and orders 
thereunder which might adversely affect the interests of the State shall be applied 
to the State without the consent of His Highness, The decision of Govern meat 
as to whether any such modification or amendment is or is not one whieli might 
adversely affect the interests of the State shall bo final. 
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Article IT. 

In that the Abkari administration of the Sachin State may be carried 

on in accordance -with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari Act, 1878, or other 
law for the time being in force relating to Abkari revenue and the rules and orders 
thereunder, His Highness the Nawab of Sacliin engages hereby to assign to the 
Government of Bombay the management of the liquor revenue of his State for a 
period of ten years commencing from the 1st April 192(5 to the Slat March 1936 
and, subject to the provisions of Article VI, to accept in consideration, thereof from 
ihat Government an annual payment of Its, 96,000 (ninety-sis thousand rupees) 
payable monthly in twelve equal instalments of Rs. 6,000 (eight thousand rupees) 
each on the 1st of each month. Account* of actual liquor receipts to be made 
up monthly as beiore and communicated to His Highness the hTawab, Any receipts 
in excess of the guaranteed amount of Rs. 96,000 (rupees ninety-six thousand) 
in any year to be paid to His Highness the Nawab within four months from the 
dose of the year; deficit in any year from the stipulated amount of Rs. 96,000 
shall be borne by the Government of Bombay. 


Article III, 

The management of the liquor revenue of the Sachin State during the term of 
thiB lease shall be carried on by (1) the Political Agent, Surat, (2) the Superinten¬ 
dent of Excise, Surat Sub-Division, (3) the Excise Inspector, Surat City and Chorasi, 
(4) the Excise Sub-Inspector, Sachin, for all shops except those at Wtwan and 
Vedchha, and (5) the Excise Sub-Inspector, .Talalptir, for the shops at Wasen and 
Vedchha, in accordance with the following rules:— 

(a) The rate of duty on liquor sold in the Sachin State shall not be higher 

than that prescribed for the adjoining Surat Collertoiate ; 

(b) the facilities for the supply of liquor for the use of the subjects of the Sachin

(c) the maximum selling price if any fixed for country spirit sold by retail

During the tern, of this lease the officers mentioned in Article ID will commit 
His Highness the Eawab regarding details of management of liquor revenue such 
us the number and position of liquor shops and will consider the wishes of His 
Highness on such points.

TLera is no accurate accoun t to "bo obtained of the rise of the Jawhar 
family; but it is believed that up to the time oi the Muhammadan inva¬ 
sion of the Deccan, and a little later, the greater part of the northern 
Konkan was held by Koli Chiefs. Jay a ha Maltha was one of the most 
prominent of these, and had Jawhar for his headquarters. His son, 
himshah, was recognised as Raja of Jawhar by the Emperor of Delhi in 
or about '$343, and the present Chief is believed to be directly descended 
from him, and to be almost tbe last, if not the last, of the Chiefs of the 
Koli caste. Sim shah's country is said to have contained 22 forte and 
yielded 1) lakhs of revenue. Emm the time of Nimshah very little was 
heard of the Jawhar State for three or four hundred years. The 
Moghuls never appear to have attempted to exercise any authority over 
it, and the Portuguese, who held the const of the northern Konkan 
during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, never interfered in the 
affairs of the inland districts more than was necessary to prevent aggres¬ 
sion on their own. Shivaji ami his descendants, m like manner, left 
this wild country to take care of itself; and it was not until tbs power of 
the Peshwas was well established that they interfered. After they had 
taken the coast of the Northern Konkan from the Portuguese in 1739-40. 
they began to annex finch of the inland districts as seemed of anv value, 
and in this way they gradually took a good part of the possessions of the 
Raja of Jawhar, whose revenue before this is said to have been about 
3-} lakhs. But- in .1782. after constant aggression on the part of the 
Mali raft ay, Raja Pa tang Shalt II was glad lo enter into an arrangement 
with the Pfsshwa, by which, in return for an animal tribute of R>. l,fi(Jt) 
iiml a rtuzi.ru na on the investiture of every new Kvja. he and his family 
were confirmed in the small remainder of their possessions, yielding a 
revemn; of about Bs. 20,000, 

On the death of Pah-mg Shah IT in 1708 the Peshwu allowed Ids oldest 
.son, Vikrani Shah III, to succeed, but made hiui agree to man age his 
affairs in submission to the Peshwa*s Government; to pay a atiopMsion 
toe of Rs. 3,000: and O) be subject to the supervision of the Mamlotdar 
of Trimbuk. Viltram Shah TIT died Without heirs in 1821, lm+ shortly 
after his death a son, named Patting Shah, was liorn. The succession 
was disputed by the widows of two brothers of Vikram Shah, To pre¬ 
vent disorder, the Collector of the Northern Konkan was directed to 
proceed to Jawhar and to make such arrangements as might seem neces¬ 
sary respecting the succession and the administration of the State.

♦he siipervipinit of the Go Hector and Political Agent, Tbaua, The 
Regent died in 1875, and the direct management of the State was then 
ah sinned by the Political Agent. Patang Shah was entrusted with full 
administrative powers in 1877, 

In 1880 he entered into an ahknri Agreement (No. IT) hv which* 
among other conditions, he undertook that his entire abkari revenue 
should he farmed to the Bombay Government for a term of five years, 
in consideration of an annual payment of R$, 83,000 for all abkari rights 
in the Jawhar State. The Agreement was periodically renewed, the 
present Agreement (led Southern Mahratta Country Agency No. XX) 
having been concluded for a period of ten years from the 1st August 
1924 in consideration of a provisional amount of emiipensation of 
lis. 68,000. per annum, subject to adjustment by u lump sum payment 
in accordance with the actual revenue realised at the end of the third, 
sixth and tenth years, on the uurn-refunding that there wfcruld be no 
such adjustment if the actual revenues realised fell -short of the aggife* 
gate fmrvirional eoinpeiixatinn up to date, and tlini the aggregate com¬ 
pensation paid for the ten years of the should not be less than ten 

times the provisional annual compensation fixed at the begian rag of the 
lease. 

Ln 1881 an Agreement (No. TIT) was entered into between Hie Jinvluir 
State and ihe British Government, by w Inch both parties agreed fo 
Abstain from levying any kind of transit duty or toll on Hie road train 
TaTavli to Dahnmi Station, provided that ihe British Gov or run nt (con¬ 
structed the road and kept it in good repair. 

In 1888 an Agreement (No. TV) was entered into between the Jawhar 
State and the British Government regarding the extradition and punish¬ 
ment of subjects of the Jawhar State, who might be charged with 

having committed certain offences in Portuguese India. 

1’u 1890 the Ruler of Jawhar received a San ad of Adoption (No. V), 

In 1881 the Raja had entered into an agreement by which he under¬ 
took to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and the illicit importation 
of opium into his State. A fresh Agreement (No. VI) was made in 
1898. 
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In 1904 the Kaja made over the management of the hemp drugs 
farms of his State to the British Government, and it ■was subsequently 
agreed that Ihis arrangement should continue in force up to the end oi 
March 1900 ft h is been extended from time to time, am! at present 
covers lit© period ending the 3J <l March 1935, with an annual payment 
of Bfl, 783 as cpmpeaaatiun, subject fo subsequent adjustment according 
to actual realisations 

Pat&ng Shah died in 1905 and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Krishna Shah* 

In 1912 he entered into an Agreement (No. VII) by which ho sur¬ 
rendered hh right to manufacture s&lt in the Jaw bar State, on payment 
of a lamp gonf nf Rs. 15,000. 

Krishna Shah died in 1917 without any male heir, and was succeeded 
by his brother Martandrao alias Vi k ram shah. 

In 1921 the Ruler of Jnwhar was granted n permanent salute of 9 
guns. 

Viknunshall died on the 10th December 1927. and was succeeded by 
liis son Yashwantrao alias Dada Sahcb, born on the 11th Do< ember 1917. 
During his minority the administration is being carried on by an 
Administrator. 

The Raja enjoys plenary Jurisdiction, that is power to try for capital 
offences, without perm ia si on from the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Europeans, including; European British subjects, 
Americans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

The Raja pars no tribute to the British Government or to anv other 

State.

Sugoona Bai Ranee- will conduct the affairs of the Jowar government in behalf 
of the Kujah, but should any violent proceedings be resorted to by any person in 
the Snwaathan Jowar, including the pergmuah Gimjad, assistance will, if necessary 
be rendered by the British Government to quell such acts*

with that State having had mature consideration, m well as the revenue derivable

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Iiftd its hill weight of consideration it will be recommended to the Honourable 
the Governor in Council of Bombay in this instance to waive the British Govern¬ 
ment’s right of demanding and receiving a nuzziir in the present investiture of 
Puttung Shah Rajah to the guddee of his ancestors, bat the power of remitting 
it rests with that authority. 

Article 6. 

Independent of the differences that e.xisted in regard to the Pergunnh Gunjad, 
there are some petty quarrels in the family of the Suwasthan, to which Sugoona 
Bai Ranee should give due attention, and settle them amicably between the several 
parties. If this is not effected mutually the character of the Suwasthan will bo 
lowered and my intentions go unfulfilled. The different members should always 
be friendly together that no disturbance may exist. 

Article 6. 

Dhewba Rao Mooknay Eajkoovur should avoid for the future his seditions 
and other illegal acts of conduct. To effect this object Sugoona Bai Ranee should 
keep a watchful eye over his acts, and if he resorts to illegal measures in the 
Suwasthan Jowar, lie is to be immediately imprisoned there, or receive such other 
punishment as the Jaws of the country direct, or should he come within my juris¬ 
diction the Comavishdar of the district in which lie may be to be writ to, who will 
give every assistance to secure him : to this end separate orders will be addressed 
to Comavishdars of Soubahs in my jurisdiction. Moreover, the said Dhewba Rao 
having been, under date the 14th of the present month, allowed an annual sum of 
rupees two hundred, payable by the Suwasthan, which is considered sufficient 
for his subsistence, ho was verbally directed to discharge the armed men he raised, 
with the exception of two, which he was allowed to retain, within live days from 
the above dale. Whether or not this order is conformed to by the Mooknay, 
Sugoona Bai Ranee ia to make herself personally satisfied with. 

Article 7. 

8 ago on a Bai Ranee will personally exert herself to the maintenance of the 
peace and welfare of the territory under the Suwasthan ; will look to the bringing 
of land into cultivation, as its appearance seems to indicate great fertility. 

Article 8. 

For the preheat a Soubahdar and a party of sepoys arc sent to Jowar with the 
view to preserve the Rajah and the Suwasthan; this party will remain at that 
station two or three months, or until I am satisfied that Sugoona Bai Ranee can 
by her own authority aud means fully execute the charge which has devolved 
upon her in behalf of her non Puttung Shah Iiajah. The above Soubahdar 
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Luxmon Man ay and his party have been instructed by Captain "Wood as to the 
manner of their conduct; a copy of these instructions I send you separately. 
By this you will oe satisfied of the desire which the British Government feels for 
the prosperity of yourself and Suwaatliau.

Agreement between the Political Agent of Thana, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Vicehoy and Governor-General in Council. 
on behalf of the British Government on the one hand, and Patanostia Vikram- 
sha. Rajah or Jawhar, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors on the 
other hand, regarding the Abkari administration of the Jawhar State — 
1880. 

Whereas the agreement between the above-mentioned parties, under date 
January 28th, 1880, recited in full below, on the subject of the Abkari adminis¬ 
tration of the Jaw bar State, ceased and determined on March 31at, 1885, it is hereby 
provided, and the respective parties agree, that it be continued in all particulars 
as before for a further period of years or from April 1st, 1885, to July 31st, 1894. 

Agreement, dated 28th January 1880 . 

The object of this agreement is the improvement of the administration of the 
Abkari revenue of the Jawhar State on the same principles on which the admin¬ 
istration of the Abkari revenue of the Thana Collcctorate adjoining the Jawhar 
State has recently been improved in accordance with the provisions of the Bom¬ 
bay Abkari jict of 1878, and especially with a view to prevent injury to the Ab¬ 
kari revenue of either the Collectoratc or the Jawhar State by illicit manufac¬ 
ture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into the other. 
With this object it is agreed as follows : 

1. The Raja of Jawhar engages that the law of his territory as regards Abkari 
shall be Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law which may hereafter be sub¬ 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2. In order that the new sy stem of Abkari administration in Jawhar may fce 
effectually organized on the principles of the Bombay Abkari Act, the Raja engages 
hereby to farm his entire Abkari revenue to the Bombay Government for a term 
of five years, from 1st April 1880 to 31st March 1885, in consideration of an annual 
payment of Rs. 32,000 for all Abkari rights in the Jawhar State. This sum to be 

a % 
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paid in equal moieties, half-yearly from the Tiuui# Treasury on 10th September 
and 10th March of each year. 

3. During the term of the farm the administration of the Abkari revenue of 
Jawhar will be conducted by the Political Agent on the following principles: 

(а) The rates of taxation of liquor in the Jawhar State and in the Collect orate 

tu be equivalent. 

(б) Reasonable facilities for obtaining a supply of liquor for consumption to 

U afforded to the people of the Jawhar State as to the people of the 
Colleetorate, 

fc) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the Jawhar State and 
in the CoLlectorate so as to remove any inducement to the people of 
one territory to consume liquor sold in the other territory on account 
at its being cheaper. 

Note.— Under the hist stipulation it will not he necessary to forbid sale of 
liquor in Jawhar shops to British rayats or vice vetsti. 

4. But during the term of the farm the Political Agent will consult the Raja 
regarding details of Abkari admin Atia+imi, such as the number and position of 
liquor shops, the persons to receive retail licenses, and the lilce, and will, consider 
the wishes of the Raja on such points. 

5. It is understood that the farm conveys to the Government-, of Bombay DO 
right of ownership in palm and other toddy-producing trees, or in the land on 
which they stand. 

6. On his part the Raja engages cordially to co-operate in carrying out the 
provisions of the Abkari law and rules, an 1 to do his best by himself and bis officer 
to preveut all illicit possession, manufacture, sale, transport, etc., of liquor or of 
the materials or implements used for its manufacture in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Act and of any rules which may be made under it. 

7. It is understood that all offences against the Abkari law will be cognizable 
under section 51 of the Abkari Act by the Jawhar Criminal Courts in the same 
manner as other offences are cognizable. 

8. Daring the texm of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Jawhar State will 
be kept separately from those of the Thaiia Collectorate, and an annual account 
given to the Raja for his information. 

9. At the conclusion of the five years’ farm the management of the Abkari 
revenue of the State will revert to the Raja. 

10. He engages thereafter to conduct his administration of it in accordance 
with the principles kid down in the preamble of this agreement, namely,— 

To maintain the same Abkari law and rules as may be in force in the Thana 
Collect orate: 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force iu 
the Collectors te:

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So to manage his revenue as that injury shall not be caused by it to the Abkari 
revenue of the Colleetorate and to make his arrangements in consults 
tiou, when necessary, with the Political Agont with this view or to again 
sell the farm of the State Abkari to the Brit.sh Government for what¬ 
ever may, at the expiration of five years, appear a lair and reasonable 
price to both Governments. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Baja to any arrangements 
injurious to the legitimate interests of bis State or revenue, and that it is under* 
stood that the Abkari revenue of the Coliectorate will in like maimer he eo 
managed as not to cause injury to the legitimate Abkari revenue of the Raja-

Agreement between the Political Agent, Trana, acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Governor op Bombay ir Council, on behalf of the 
British Govern neat, and Raja Patangsiia Vikkamsua op Jawhar on behalf 
of himself, his heirs ami successors, regarding the manufacture, consumption 
and sale of opium in the Jawhar State, —1898. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Raja of Jawhar, the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture of 
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opium are prohibited in the Jawhar State and no opium may be consumed in the 
said Jawhar State other than opium on which there has been paid to the British 
Government the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect of 
opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay; and whereas in consideration 
of the covenants on the part of the Raja of Jawhar hereinafter contained, the 
British Government haa agreed to relinquish 20 per cent, of one-fifth of the said 
duty on all opium that shall he hereafter conveyed into the said Jawhar State for 
consumption therein in accordance with the said oovenants- 

2. Raja Pairing ah a Yikranisha of Jawhar agrees with the British Government 
vith reference to all former agreements on the same subject-matter a follows, 
viz. : — 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 

territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only, 
namely:— 

(а) by direct import ifcion from Malwa and Raj put ana ; or 

(б) by purchase in Bombay ; or 

(e) by purchase at any convenient opium tlepdt of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; 

and that all opium so procured shall he imported into, transported 
through or exported from British India, as the case may require, in 
accordance with the law and rules regarding import, transport and 
export of opium at the time in force in the part of British India 
into, through, or from which such import, transport or export is 
necessary; 

(2) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Government to be necessary for effectually preventing any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his frontier ; 

(3) That the sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward be 

conducted by licensed vendors only or departmcutally by State 
servants; 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors except 

on payment of a price, which is not less than the price at which, at the 
time being, licensed vendors are being supplied in the British district 
of Narik; 

(5) That no licensed vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 

to sell opium at a price which is lower than the lowest price at which 
licensed vendors ere at the time being authorised to sell it in the British 
district of Narik; 

(ft) That the system for the vend of opium in his territory shah be hencefor¬ 
ward assimilated in its general features to that in farce in the British 
district of Nasik; 
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(7) That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in his territory the regula¬ 

tions published under Clove mm cut Resolution in the Revenue Depart¬ 
ment* No* 7207, dated 18th September 1805* and will hereafter from 
time to time adopt and enforce any change in the mid regulations or 
any new regulations similar in effect to any provision of the law or 
rules regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, which 
the Governor in Council of Bombay shall, in the interests of the British 
opium revenue, desire him to adopt and enforce; 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year ott the 1st February and 1st August 

to the British Political authorities of Tliana and Nasik in such form 
as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Com- 
mfssioner of Customs, Balt, Opium and Abkari from time to time pres¬ 
cribe, accurate accounts of the opium transactions of his territory. 

3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Jawhar duly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants 2U per cent, of one fifth of the duty payable to the 
British Government on any opium conveyed into the territory of Jawhar in accord¬ 
ance with the relations between the British Government and him as recited in the 
preamble to this agreement, shall be remitted, or if duty has already bran paid 
on any imch opium as if the same were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bora- 
bay, then that the 20 per cent, or one-fifth of the amount of the duty which 
has been so paid shall be refunded to the Raja of Jawhar. 

Provided that nothing in this agreement shall affect the ultimate right of the 
British Government as paramount authority on occasion arising, to alter the rate 
of duty or the proportion thereof to be remitted or refunded under this clause, 
and that no such alteration shall release the said Raja of Jawhar from any of the 
covenants performs Me by him under this agreement. 

4. And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word * f opium ** shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (I of 1878) 
or in any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay,

Jawhae Salt Agreement ,---1912. 

Agreement between the Political Agent of Thana acting under the authority 
of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay on behalf of the British Government 
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on the one band and Krislmashah, Raja of Jnwhar on behalf o! himself, his heirs 
and successors on the other band, regarding the surrender on receipt of compensa¬ 
tion of the Raja's rights to manufacture salt in the Jawhar State* 

Whereas it has been found expedient to prohibit the re-opening of ihe salt 
pans belonging to the Jawhar State situated in the village of Pala near Dahaou 
in the territory of Jawhar and whereas the Raja has agreed to hand over to the 
British Government on payment of compensation ail the rights of the State to 
manufacture salt in Jawhar territory, it is hereby agreed as follows 5 — 

1, The Raja engages that the law of liis territory as regards salt shall be 

Bombay Salt Act, IT of 1890, or any law which may hereafter be sub¬ 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 

2, The Raja abandons all. rights to manufacture salt in liis territory. 

3, Tbe Raja, having since the year XS63 closed the State salt pans and dts- 

continued the manufacture of salt, undertakes henceforward to keep 
the said salt pans closed to the manufacture of salt and suppress the 
manufacture of salt in hie territory, 

4, The Raja also undertakes to prohibit and take every reasonable care to 

prevent the clandestine manufacture of salt and collection of natural 
salt throughout his territory and also to prohibit and take every rea¬ 
sonable care to prevent the importation into, and exportation from, 
his territory of any salt other than British duty-paid salt. 

5, In consideration of the extinction of the Raja’s rights of manufacture of 

salt in Mb State and of the discharge of the foregoing obligations and 
undertakings by the Raja, the British Government agrees to pay to 
the Raja a lump sum of Its. 15,000 as compensation such sum to be 
payable immediately on the conclusion of this agreement. 

6, The Raja undertakes to make no claim on account of past years. 

This agreement shall take effect from the 24th February 1912.

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IV.—KOLABA AGENCY. 

Janjj&a. 

It is not known at what time the Abyssinia ns established themselves 
on the western coast of India; but at a very early date the Sidis were 
admirals of the Muhammadan fleet, and held jagirs from the kings 
of Bijapur, The great maritime depdt was Band a Rajpuri, in the 
middle of which stands the island of Janjfra. At the time of ShivajPa 
rise the principal Abyssinian was Wazir Batch Khan, one of ShivajFs 
most formidable enemies, against whose fort of Janjira the Mahrattaa 
erected batteries for many successive years. Seduced by the promises 
and threats of Shivaji, Fateh Khan was on the point of joining the 
Mahratta cause when he was seized and put in confinement by three of 
his subordinate officers, one of whom, Sidi Sambal, assumed command 
and put the Bijapur fleet and the jagir under the authority of the 
Emperor of Delhi. 

In 1678 Sidi Sambal, who had received the title of Yakut Kiiim from 
Aurangzeb, was superseded in the command by Sidi Kasim Yakut Khan, 
who held the fort against all the efforts of the Mnh ratios, and mads 
frequent inroads into their districts, from which he levied contributions. 
Sidi Kasim died in 1707, and was succeeded by Surur Khan, with whom 
the British Government entered info an offensive and defensive alliance 
(No, I) in 1733, the main object of which was to put a stop to the 
piracies committed by the Chiefs of Kolabu amt to procure the restora¬ 
tion of territories taken from the Sidis by the Malirattns, From this 
time the Sidis were firm allies of the British Government, whose ships 
were spared in the general piracies which they committed, Sidi Surur 
died about 1734, leaving several sons, the eldest of whom, Sidi Abdulla, 
was murdered by his brothers, who usurped the government. Sidi 
Rahman, one of the brothers, who was absent from Janjira and was not 
concerned in the conspiracy, threw himself on the support of the Peshwa 
fiaji Rao. The Peshwa besieged Janjira and, although unable to take 
the place, compelled the Usurpers; to enter into a treaty giving up seven 
districts to Sidi Rahman and ceding five of their forts to the Mahrattas. 
Sidi Rahman was removed from power in 1739, and his brother, Sidi 
Hasan, waa appointed in his place. On Sidi Hasan's dent h in 1745, the 
Chief ship of Janjira was for a time usurped by one Saiyid Allana, but 
was recovered in the following year by the rightful heir, Sidi Ibrahim 
Khan, In 1762 Sidi Ibrahim was murdered by hi* slave, Yakut, who 
usurped the Chief ship to the prejudice of Sidi Ibrahim's brother Sidi 
Ahdur Rahim, who was generally considered the nearest heir. Ineffec¬ 
tual endeavours were made by the British Government to compromise 
the dispute, but Ahdur It a him would yield nothing of his claim, A 
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military force was scut by the British Government to compel him to 
submit, whereupon he fied to Poona. Another unsuccessful attempt 
was made in 1768 to effect a compromise; but in 1772, as it was feared 
that the Peshwa might support Ahdtir liuhitii* an uccommudation (No. 

II) was effected, by w h ich Abdur italum was put in possession, of Danda 
Ilajpuri la subordination to Sidi % abut, who also promised him the 
succession to Janjiia. Albdur II a him accordingly succeeded Sidi Yakut, 
and on his death in 1784 bequeathed the principality to his eldest eon, 
Abdul Karim Khan, called Pnlu Mian. But Sidi AahuCe will bad 
bequeathed the State to Abdur RahirrPs second son who, during his 
minority, was to be under the guardianship of Sidi Jauhar, a personal 
friend of Sidi Yakut and Governed of the fort of Janjira* Sidi Jnuhar, 
with the view of seeming his own regency, asserted the pretensions of 
the youth; but llalu Mion fled to Poona, taking bis younger brother 
with him. It had always been the ambition of the Pesbwa to obtain 
possession of Janjira, and ho was now preparing to reduce it when the 
British Government, after the conclusion of the alliance with the 
Peshwa against Tipu, intervened* Circumstances had rendered it 
impracticable any longer to preserve with consistency their offensive and 
defensive alliance with Jaqjira, which they desired to dissolve: and 
in 1791 they accordingly negotiated and ratified an Kngageinent (No. 

III) between Balu Mian and the Paahwa, by which Balu Mian ceded 
to the Peshwa Janjim and his other jjossessionB, receiving lauds near 
Surat yielding; Us. 75,000 a vear, to be afterwards increased to the 
value of the revenues of Janjira and its dependencies as collected m the 
most productive of the ten preceding years. 

The Peshwa, however, does not appear ever to have been able to 
establish his influence in tlanjira, and the State remained virtually in¬ 
dependent, at least in its internal administration. Ibrahim Khan, to 
whom in all probability the government was resigned by Sidi Jauhar, 
was succeeded in 1826, after a rule of about 24 years, by his eldest sou, 
Sidi Muhammad Khan* 

In 1834 the British Government declared Jairjira to be subject to the 
British power: and, in virtue of the British supremacy, abolished the 
Native mint, from which debased coinage had been i&sued. 

In 1848 Sidi Muhammad abdicated in favour oi his son, Sidi Ibrahim 
Kb am In 1867 a warning was conveyed to the Chief of tfanjira, in 
consequence of his oppressive ire atm ent of one of his subjects, that the 
British Government would hold him responsible for any abuse of power 
which might be brought home to him : and he was urged to provide an 
independent tribunal for the trial of serious offences. Two years later 
another instance oenurred of the cruelty of the Hhief, which resulted in 
the death of two men. He was therefore deprived of all criminal juris¬ 
diction, and a British officer, with limited judicial powers, was appointed 
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to the political charge o£ the State. The civil ami revenue jurisdiction 
left in the bunds of the Chief, 

fu 1870, during the absence of the Chief at Bombay, the adminis¬ 
tration of civil justice fell into disorder, and the irregularity in the 
collection of revenue gave rise to numerous disputes. The Sidi Sardurs, 
indignant at the Hawaii s prolonged residence in Bombay, at his extra¬ 
vagance, and at his employment of Hindus instead of Muhammadans, 
formally deposed the Nawab, and elected his son as Chief in his stead, 
pleading in justi filiation of their proceedings that by ancient usage they 
had t right to interfere in the government of the State. A British 
officer was deputed to Janjira to enquire into the relations between the 
N&wab and his Sardars, the alleged dissatisfaction of the people with 
the NawaVs rule, and the conditions under which liis authority might 
be re-established. The result of this enquiry was to establish the fact 
that, although the Sardars had from time to time exercised an irregular 
power of interference in the government, no claim to exercise this power 
had been preferred since the establishmeat of the paramount authority 
of the British Government, by which the Hr.wah has always been treated 
as the sole responsible ruler. Although a certain amount of discontent 
was found to exist at Janjira, (he general disaffection did not appear 
to be such as should preclude the return of the Chief under proper 
security for the better management of the State. Accordingly it was 
decided to restore the Hawaii on. certain conditions. These''were em¬ 
bodied in a f< rmal Agreement (No, IV) and accepted by the Hawaii 
who was formally reinstated in December 1870. 

In 1878 the Ruler of Janjira was grouted a permanent salute of 9 
guns. 

On the death of Sidi Ibrahim Khan in 187& the succession was con¬ 
tested by his eldest illegitimate sou, Sidi Muhammad Khan Bafchahi. 
Government, however, recognised the claim of the youngest and only 
legitimate soil, Sidi Ahmad Khan, who accordingly succeeded to the 
Chief ship. 

In 1884 the Hawab entered into an. Agreement (No. V), by which 
he undertook to assimilate bis customs system to that in force in British 
India; to prohibit the manufacture of illicit salt, and its importation into 
Ids dominions; to prevent, the cultivation of the poppy in his State, and 
the importation of illicit opium; ami to make over to the British Govern¬ 
ment, on certain conditions, the management of the abkari revenue of 
his country. In consideration of these concessions lie receives Rs. 18,000 
a year from the British Government, and is supplied with salt and opium 
on favourable term a. 

In 1890 the Ruler of Janjira received an Adoption Sanad ism Kaira 
Agency Ho. V). 
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A further Agreement (No. VI) between the Nawab and the British 
Ucverimieiit, in modification of and in continuation oi the agreement of 
1884/ was ratified in 1894, by which the management oi the abhuri 
revenue was made over to the State on certain conditions. 

In 1903 the permanent salute of the It tiler of Jaiijira was enh anced 
to 11 guns : and in 1921 the Ruler was granted a permanent local salute 
of 13 guns within his own dominions. 

In 1910 the Nawab entered into an Agreement (No, VII) for the 
effective control and discipline of his Imperial Service troops when 
serving beyond the frontiers of his State, In 1917, however, the 
Imperial Service units of the State were disbanded, 

Sidi Ahmad Khan died in 1922 and was succeeded by Ms son the 
present Nawab Sidi Muhammad Khan, during whose minority the State 
is administered by his mother as Regent, with the aid of the Div/un, 

The area of Janjira is 324 square miles; the. population, according 
to the Census of 1921, is 87,544; and the gross revenue amounts to 
Its, 6,89/600, The State pays no tribute to the British Government. 
The N a wab a ho owns the depen deucy of Jafrubad in Kathiawar,* 
which yields a gross revenue of about Rs. 824599 and has an area of 
53 square miles, and a papulation, by the Census of 1921, of 10,996. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 75 Armed Police 
and 13 Artillery men, with 11 serviceable and 168 unserviceable guns.

Articles by which the English Nation and the Seeders of Jtnjeeua of Hajajo 
vom have adjusted &ti Alliance, Defensive and Offensive, on the Coast 
of India,—1733* 

For to establish upon a firm a ml lasting foundation a perpetual alliance and 
sincere friendship betwixt the governmen ts of Jin jeer a and Bombay* Sendee Saut, 
Seed ee Oraibar Ailaja, Seedee Mossoot, and the other principal Seedees residing 
in the said Jinjeera, have agreed and settled with the Honourable Robert Cowan, 
Esq., President and Governor for the Honourable English OompAny, etc*, in 
Council, 

Article 1, 

That thwy fchall make a league against all the enemies of both governments 
in India (Europeans, subjects of the kings of Hindustan, Persia, Arabia, and China 
excepted), and particularly against Angria, both governments making a vigorous 
war by sea and laud, not regarding spy offers of peace from that enemy, and neither 
of the two allies shall hear alone nor particularly anything relating to peace, unless 
both are present at the same time anything is proposed, and are to resolve on 
nothing without the consent of both governments. 

Article 2. 

That in case one of the two government# may have an enemy that is in amity 
with the other, in such case the league is only to be defensive, and must not fail 
on any pretence to assist them that ate invaded ; and in case of any invasion, 
the government that is in amity with the aggressor shall interpose their good 
offices as mediators to accommodate the differences that have happened. 

Article S. 

As to the union of the forces of Bombay and Jittjeera in their actions against 
Angria, as well by sea as by land, all the marine forces of Bombay are to be In con¬ 
junction with those of Jmjeeru, who are to bo commanded by their own proper 
officer, yet be is to act a a subordinate to the chief command er of the English forces, 
as being more experienced in sea-fighting, and the fleet of Bombay of greater force; 
and as m Bombay there is no more infantry than is sufficient for their garrisons, 
the necessary land forces are to be provided by the Seedee of Jinjeera, 

Article 4, 

And likewise, in ease the territories of the Soedee should be invaded by any 
power that is an enemy to both governments, they are to be assisted with all 
the marine force of Bombay , aud in case that the Government of Bombay should 
fco invaded by any power that is an enemy to both governments, they shall be 
assisted from Jinjeere with thirty fighting galiiv&ts and two thousand sepoys.

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Art^oie 

That all that is taken in tills war by sea by the united farces of both govern¬ 
ments shall be given to the English, and what shall be taken by land shall be given 
to the Seedees, according as is expressed in the fiih and 7th Articles, 

Article 6* 

And if God shall he pleased to give this alliance the desired success, and that 
Angria shall he expelled the fort of Cundary by the united forces of both govern¬ 
ments, that place shall be given to the English with all the ammunition and artil¬ 
lery that shall be found therein, ami ah the other forts that shall be taken from the 
said enemy shall be given to the Seedee with all the ammunition and artillery found 
in them, except Col&ba, which shall be entirely demolished with all its bulwarks 
and batteries, so as one stone shall not be left above another, and shall never be 
.rebuilt without the consent: and pleasure of both governments ; and the revenues 
and produce of the lands annexed to that fort, and whatever tribute belongs 
to it (except royal grants and possessions in the hands of the ancient proprietors), 
shall be annually and equally divided, half to the English and the other half to the 
Seedeea of Jinjeera, and the care and security of those lands is to bo provided for 
by both. 

Article 7* 

In the place called Mopaut, betwixt the livers of Nagotan and Penn in the 
district of Colaba, the English may build, if they think proper, a warehouse and 
small fort with artillery sufficient for the better security of those lands and their 
roads, and the conveniency of merchants trading, putting a garrison therein, 
and the customs and other rents that shah be recovered shall be annually and 
equally divided, half to the English ^and half to the Smlees of Jinjeera, and like¬ 
wise they shall equally pay the charges of building the fort, and its garrison, and both 
governments shall take care to encourage trade and preserve the subjects. 

Article S„ 

That all the ammunition that shall be expended in the war, as well by sea 
as by land, by either of the governments, shall be on their respective accounts, 
and in case one should be necessitated to take of the other, if they can spare it, 
they are to give it for its just price. 

Article 9. 

If any robberies arc committed on either aide, restitution is immediately to 
be made to the persons wronged. 

Article 10. 

That deserters who put themselves under the protection of either govern¬ 
ment shall not be delivered up if they have committed a crime worthy of death 
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Article 11, 

That the Sendees of Jinjeera shall upon no pretence hereafter issue out their 
passes to the flopping and people of Angria, 

Article 12, 

That after Colaba is taken with its dependencies, if it should he attacked bv 
the enemy* the charges of the forces that shall bo left for its defence shall be equally 
defrayed by both governments* 

Article 13* 

That after the ratification of these Articles, by which the league is adjusted, 
we arc immediately to put them in execution.

Agreement between the Honourable United English East India Company 
and the Pi-hshwa Madho Rao Karaxn Pundit Purdhaun Bahadur, settled 
by Mr. Charles Warren Malet, Resident of the said Honourable United 
East India Company at the Court of Poona, by virtue of the full powers 
delegated to him by the Right Honour able Charles Earl Cornwallis, 
k.g., Govern or -General in Council, appointed by the Honourable the 
Court of Rirectobs of the said United Company to direct and control all 
their affairs in the East Indies relative to the Ports op Jinjeera, Chun da, 
Rajepore, Consaw, and Medour, with their dependencies in the country 
of Co run, now in the possession of the Abyssinians, and of which SJeedeb 
Abdool Kureem Khan, commonly styled Balloo Me eh, was heir, but who 
has by his own free will and consent resigned, by a written instrument, all 
claim thereto agreeably to the following Articles,—1791. 

Article i. 

T, Sendee Abdool Kureem Khan, have by a written instrument tedgnod lie 
the Sirkar of Kao Pundit Purdhaun Bahadoor all claim to my hereditary territory* 
wuh its forts, alid alt effects, gieat afid small, contained therein, the said Kao 
Pundit Purdhaun Bahadoor having on his part agreed to grant me and my heirs 
for ever, free from all claim or meumbruuce, and without reserve, a territory 
under the denomination of altumgah, in the province of Guzerat, on the Bea coast 
in one quarter, and as far as possible contiguous in its parts, yielding a revenue 
(to be computed from the best collection of the collections of ten preceding years 
dhdeif the Peishwa’s government) equal to the revenue of Jinjcera and ita depend¬ 
encies aforesaid, as collected in the most productive year of te« years preceding 
the present A portion of the said territory, producing the .yearly revenue of 
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Rupees seventy-five thousand, is to be granted me in altumgabi; at present the 
remainder to be put in. my possession in the same year that the aforesaid forts 
and districts may fall into the possession of the Sircar of the said Pundit Purdhaun, 
in which the condition of contiguity to the former grant Is to be observed with 
all possible punctuality. 

Article 2. 

I agree to proceed with my brother, relations, and dependants to reside on 
the territory previously granted to me, on which, and on that hereafter to be 
granted, I agree not to construct any fort or place of greater strength than may 
be necessary for my protection against Grassias and freebooters. I engage to 
conduct myself peaceably and justly, to create no feud-: or disturbances, to join 
no enemy of the Honourable English Bast India Company or of Rao Pandit Pur- 
dhaun Bahadoor, nor to act hostilely towards them. 

Article 3. 

If Rao Pundit Furdbaun Bahadoor should permit any part of ray above-men¬ 
tioned hereditary territory to remain in the possession of any Abyssinian or other 
person for the promotion of his owq objects, or should he, after getting possession 
of the said territory, dispose of any part thereof by gilt or otherwise, no deduc¬ 
tion is to be mads on that account from my altumgah, of which I am to be put 
in fuU possession on the cessation of hostilities between the Paishwa and the said 
districts of Jinjeera, according to this agreement, on a calculate of the foil pro¬ 
duce of the revenue of the dependencies of Jinjeera as above-mentioned. The said 
Seedee Abdool Kureem Khan having, by the foregoing three Articles, relinquished 
all his hereditary titles and possessions to Rao Pundit Furdhaun, and an engage¬ 
ment being thereby entered into between the parties, neither is to deviate there¬ 
from. And Rao Pundit Furdhaun is at liberty to pursue such modes and at such 
timea as he htay think proper to get possession of the aforesaid forts and depend- 
anoies that are at present in the hands of other Abyssinmns, to whom no assist¬ 
ance will be given by the Honourable Company. This being agreed to by the 
Sircars of the Honourable Company and Rao Pundit Pitrdbaim Bahadur, written 
instruments executed by Rao Pundit Purdh&tm on one part, and Mr. Mfilefc on the 
other, specifying the same, have been exchanged ; the said Mr. Malet having 
engaged to procure and deliver to Rao Pundit Purdhaun Bahadur a copy 
ratified by the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council, on the 
delivery of which the Treaty executed by Mr. Malet shall ba returned

Whereas His Excellency Nawab Sendee Ibrahim Khan has applied to the 
British. Government to reinstate him in the administratioii of the State of Jinjeers, 
and whereas Government ate willing to reinstate him subject to such conditions 
as will secure the well-being of the people and a better administration of the affairs 
of the State, Ilia Excellency Nawab Ibrahim Khan hereby agrees to observe the 
following Articles of Agreement:— 

Article L 

In alt matters of importance the Nawab of Jinjeero agrees to follow the advice 
of the British Government as conveyed by the Political Officer representing that 
Government at Jinjeora, 

Article 2 . 

The Nawat will defray all expenses connected with the Agency, the amount 
of such exp&nses being fixed by Government from time to time according to what 
may appear to them necessary for the dues exercise of the control now vested in 
thera. 

Article 3, 

The Nawab will give all proper assistance to the Political Agent and his As¬ 
sistant in the exercise of the Criminal jurisdiction now vested in them, and for 
this purpose will appoint a competent Magisterial Officer, to be approved by Gov¬ 
ernment, to exercise powers similar to those of a subordinate Magistrate of tho 
first class, and to commit cases for trial by the Political Agent and his Assistant, 

Article 4, 

The Nawab will maintain an efficient Executive Police force of a strength 
approved by Government, Tho officer in charge of such force will bo under tho 
control of the Nawab -s magisterial officer, and will be his Assistant for Police 
purposes, 

xArticle 5, 

The. Nawab agrees to draw up a code of Rules ior the guidance of his revenue 
officers* prescribing the mode of assessing and realising the revenue and of dealing 
with defaulters. Such rules when approved by Government to be recognized 
us the only legal procedure, 

A.RTICLE 6. 

The N-twah agrees to entertain a competent tutor, to be approved by Govern- 
meat, for rite education of bis son, Seedee Ahmed K ha % and will retain hia services 
so long at Government consider it advisable* 
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Article 7, 

All complaints and claims brought by the Nawnb against Seedeo Hussein 
Jaburtee and others in cormeeticm wttli the recent usurpation, and all complaints 
and claims which may up to tin* date of tire present Agreement have been brought 
by Soedee Hosaein Jaburtee and others against the Nawab, shall, if not already 
settled by the orders of Government,, be submitted $d t he arbitration of the Political 
Agent, subject to the confirmation of Government, 

Article 8. 

The Nawab agrees to dismiss Hajoe Mahomed Thangay from his service, and 
engages not to re-employ him either in a public or private capacity.

Agreement between Sxm Ahmet> Kba.y Nawab of Jaxjira and His Excellency 
the Governor of Bombay in Council regarding administration of the Db- 
pabtments of Customs, Balt, Opium and Abkari in Habsan, —1884, 

All conventions* agreements or arrangements of whatever khd relating to 
Customa, Salt, Opium and Abfcari existing prior to this agreement aie hereby 
cancelled and in lieu thereof it is mutually agreed as follows 

Article L— Agio Cuttoms, 

(а) The Nawab of Habsan ah all. from the date of the execution of this agree¬ 
ment, adopt the British Customs Tariff at all ports in H&baan, and whenever from 
time to time the British Government may make alterations or modifications in 
such Tariff, the Nawab shall make similar modifications in the tariff at Habsan 
ports. The Nawab shall further follow the system, u.^c the forms and observe 
the roles in force in British Custom-houses, and shall in all respects assimilate 
therewith, so far us it may be possible to do so, the procedure in th i Habsan Custom¬ 
houses. 

(б) The cordons of Preventive and Customs stations heretofore maintained 
by the British Government and the Nawab on the land frontier shall be removed 
from the date of this agreement coming into force, and all land customs and 
transit duties un traffic passing from the dominations of the one Government 
to that of the other shall be abolished from the same date ; except with the con¬ 
sent of both Governments such land customs and transit duties shall not be 
revived. 

(e) The Nawab ah all levy port-dues at all Habaau ports on the scute for the 
time being in force at the southern group of ports on the Bombay Presidency 
entered in Part IV of the first schedule of the Indian Ports Act. of 1875, 

(d) All articles import ed into Mabs&n rorta bond fide for the me. of the Nawah 
and his family shall he free of duty. 
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(e) The Nawab shall manage Habsan Custom-housefl: Provided that the 
Political Agent or any officer authorized by him for that purpose shall have au¬ 
thority, from time to time, to inspect- the boohs kept at the, Hainan Custom-houses 
■with a view to satisfy himself that the British Tariff and the Butish Customs 
system aud mode of transacting business are being enforced. 

Article 2.— As to Salt. 

{a) The Nawab shall suppress all salt-works in Habsan and shall prohibit 
the manufacture of salt and collection of salt-earth in HabBan territory. The 
Nawab shall also take measures to prevent the spontaneous generation of salt 
in Habsan and to destroy such salt as soon as : .t may appear. 

(6) The Nawab shall prohibit the import into all Halmn ports of any but 
British excise salt covered by British permits. 

(c) The Agents of the Nawab may annually select and purchase at the British 
excise salt-works at TJran salt to the amount of ten thousand six hundred and 
fourteen nmunds for the domestic consumption of the inhabitants of Habsan, 
and the British Government will levy no duty on the salt thus annually purchased 
by the Nuwab’s agents for such purpose. 

(d) The Nawab shall retail the salt thus supplied for the domestic consump¬ 
tion of the inhabitants of Hfthsan through licensed vendors at such price as he 
may think fit. 

(e) The Nawab shad establish fish-curing yards wherein salt will be supplied 
by the British Government- to fishermen only for hsh-euring at ten and two-third 
annas per m&und. These yards shall be under the control of British Salt officers. 

Article 3.— Annual Payment . 

In consideration of the stipulations contained in the above two articles and 
conditional on the effectual prevention by the Nawab’s Government of all con¬ 
traband trade or practices or smuggling of salt, opium and liquor, the British 
Government shall pay annually to the Nawab of Habsan the sum of Rupees thirteen 
thousand. The said payment- shall bo made on. the first May of each year. 

Article 4.—As to Opium. 

(a) The Nawab shall continue to prohibit the import of opium into Habsan 
whether by land or by sea, and shall also prohibit all poppy cultivation in Habsan 
territory. 

(fi) The Nawab shall obtain the opium necessary for the consumption of the 
inhabitants of Habsan only from the Commissioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and 
Abkari, at Bombay, or in such other manner as Government may from time to 
time direct. 

(c) The Commissioner shall allow a drawback on all such opium at a rate equal 
to one-fifth Of the duty actually levied by the British Government on all opium 
supplied to or obtained by the Nswab. 
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Article b—AstoAbkari. 

(a) Ihe Nawab shall continue to prohibit the import into any portion of Ms 
territory of all liquor from Portuguese territory. He shall also absolutely pro¬ 
hibit the export of all spirit from H&bsan to any other place. 

(/>) The British Government undertakes the management of Urn ibkari rev¬ 
enue of Habsan on the British system for a term of (10) ton years from the first 
August one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, and the Nawab undertakes 
to afford all facilities to the officers appointed by the- British Government in that 
OehalL 

(c) After deducting the actual cost of management from the gross sum atr 
anally realized* the British Government undertakes to pay the balance into the 
kiWfth'S treasury. Such payment to be made in the month of August of each 
year, 

(rf) Except in the higher grades, the officers employed by the British Gov¬ 
ernment in the management of the Abkari revenue of Habsan shall, as far as mny 
be practicable, be selected from the servants of the ftabsan State, 

This agreement shall take effect from the first August one thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-four.

Whereas it is desired to modify the terms of clause (c) of Article I and 
clauses (o) and (e) of Article XI of the Agreement of 1884, and whereas the 
arrangements made under clauses {b) t (c) and (<£) of Article V terminate on the 
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first of August eighteen hundred and ninety-four, it is hereby agreed gs 
follows:— 

I,—In lieu of Art hie I, clause (c), is substituted the following 

The Navab aha,II levy port dues on the scale for the time being in force at 
the southern group of ports in the Bombay Presidency under the 
Indian Ports Act for the time being in force, or on any lower scale 
which may be approved by the Government of Bombay. 

II—In lieu of Article I!, clause (c), is substituted the following 

The agents of the Navab may annually select and purchase at the British 
Excise Salt Works at TJran and Kar&nja for the domestic consump¬ 
tion of the'inhabitants of Habsan salt; to an amount calculated 
to allow 12 lbs. avoirdupois weight for each head of the population of 
Janjiia as computed at the last preceding decennial General Census 
and the British Government will levy no duty on the salt thus annually 
purchased by the Navab’s agents for Such purpose.

Whereas His Highness Sidi Sii Ahmed Khtm Bid! Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of 
lanjira, maintains a fofee of Imperial Service troops for the purpose of co-operat¬ 
ing, if need be. in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imperial Service l'roops of Janjira State, when 
associated with the troops of the British Army, sin mid be Under the orders 
of the Officer Commanding the combined forces, and subject to the like 
discipline and control as the officers and soldiers of His Majesty’s Indian Army, 
and 

Whereas it is not the vdsSh or intention of the Government of India that a 
British officer should bo appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service 
Troops, though British officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the 

said troops. 

It is hereby agreed between the Governor-G enersl of India of the one part 
and His Highness Sidi So- Ahmed Khali Sidi Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of Janjirn, of 
tho other, as follows, namely 

1 Whenever tlm said troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State, they shall he attached to the command and 
under the eiders of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent, 
or Pome in which they are employed, and such officer shall by virtue 
of this agreement, be authorized to administer in respect to the said 
troops, so serving, the military laws and regulations to which they are 
subject under the laws of the said State, and for that purpose and for 

the due preservation of discipline among the same, to convene ail such 

courts, and to memo ftU such orders and to pass all such judgments 
ami sentences and generally to exercise all such 'authority as may he 
lawfully convened, issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of 
Jinjirx State, when the said troops are serving within the territorial 
limits ot the said State : Provided always that the execution of every 
sentence so passed M British territory shall be carried out under the 
orders of His High nets the Nawah of Janjira or of mtiie person to whom 
the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 
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2. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops, 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with 
His Majesty’s forces, the said Hifc Highness Sidi Sir Ahmed Khan 
Sidi Ibrahim Khan, Nawab of Janjira, has embodied in the Disciplinary 
Law of Ms State, applicable to the said Imperial Service Troops when 
employed on active service either within or without British India, 
the provisions, fimtatis mutandis* of the Indian Articles of War for the 
time being in force. The due application and enforcement of the 
said provisions in respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid 
shall bo carried out under the authority of the Officer Commanding 
the District, Contingent or Force aforesaid.

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THE SATARA JAGIRDARS, 

By tlio Till article of the Satara treaty of 1819* tlie possessi&ft# of the 
Jagirdars within the territory of the Baja of Satara were guaranteed 
by the British Government, who engaged to secure that the Jagirdars 
should perform the service they owed to the Baja according to estab¬ 
lished custom. The Jagirdars thus guaranteed were I bo Baja of A hah 
kof., the Bant Saehiv of Bhor, the Pant Pratimdhi of Aundh, tlie 
Daphle of Tath, the Nirnhalkar of Phaltan, and Shaikh AGra Waikar, 
The tenures of these Chiefs are held to date from the period when their 
agrceinents were made with the British Government, and not from the date 
of the grants mode by the Rajas of Satain- In 1839* on the accession of 
Rhahuji, the Jagirdars were placed under the direct management and 
control of the British Government* their contingents and pecuniary pay¬ 
ments being reserved to the Baja on the scale fixed in 1819. They have 
not the power of life and death. All serious criminal cases, involving 
the punishment of death or transportation for life* or offences punishable 
with seven years 1 imprisonment in certain cases, are tried in a court 
presided ovtw by a British officer in association with the Jagirdar or the 
minister of the Tagtrdar within whose territory the offence was com¬ 
mitted, and the confirmation of the British Government is required 
before the sentence can be carried into effect* The Jagjrdara maintain 
a few sowars and sepoys for police and revenue duties, but have no 
regular troops. The political control over these jagira vests in the 
Political Agent and Collector at Shoiupur in the case of Abalkot: at 
Poona m the case of Bhor: at Satara in the cases of Aimdh and Phaltun : 
at Bijapur in the case of Path : and with the Agent for the Sardars of 
the Dec can in the case of the Waiksir, 

In 1880 the manufacture of eartlusalf. was prohibited throughout the 
fagtrs, and compensation has been granted to the jagirdars on this 
account.

In 1797, when Snhuji, grandson of Shivaji of Satara, was engaged 
in battle with Tara Bat for the recovery of his rights, a woman, whoso 
husband had been slain in action, threw her child before the Raja, 
calling nm that she devoted him to the Raja’s service* Sahuji 
took charge of the child, and named him Fateh Singh Bfhonsla, in 
commemoration of his victory* In 1719 this lad received the jagir of

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Akalkot and the title of Raja—a title which has been recognised by

Fateh Singh was succeeded in 1T60 by bis adopted son, Sahuji, and 
he in turn by a second Hatch Singh, who was the .Jatfrdar with whom 
the British Government formed engagements in 1*20 {No. I), tie was 
succeeded by his son Maloji R»o, and ho in 1828 by his son Sahuji, who 
died in 1857. The misrule and Incapacity of his successor, M.ftluji, 
necessitated the intervention of the British Government, and in 1888 the 
Baja was set aside and the State was placed under Government manage- 

ment. . TT

The j&ghires, etc,, held hj you have come into the possession of the British 
Government along with the lest of the country, \n consideration, however, 
of the antiquity and respectability of your family, whatever was held by you up 
to the war is, with the exception of the Mogulaee Urrmls, not appertaining to the 
villages at present held by you, graciously restored to you by Government, As 
your jaghires, etc., come within the limits of the territory of His Highness the 
Baja Chutruputee of Satara. according to the Treaty, you are to he considered a 
jaghrredar of His Highness’s Government. The following Articles are therefore 
agreed upon between you and the British Government :— 

Article 1* 

Fergunnah Akulkote and other districts, and omuls hold by you up to the 
war, with the exception of the Mognlaee Umiijfi, not appertaining to the villages 
at present held by you, are now restored to you and confirmed- Inuring 5 he Gov¬ 
ernment of the Peishwa you had to furnish a body of horse, but as you ha vie been 
deprived of the Mogulaee Umuls, and as the jag hire territory is in a had state, 
and m you should have enough for your own maintenance, and for 1 the expense of 
the contingent of horse to be kept in a complete stai c of equipment and in readi* 
ness to serve at all times of the year, government have dispensed with tho lOffiiet 
pumber and fixed the contingent at 10G horse, which must be constantly in the 
service of His Highness’s government. 

Article 2, 

The horses md men forming the contingent are to he good. The horses, of 
the value of from Rupees 300 to 400, to be always present in the service of His 
Highness, and to proceed without delay or remonstrance wherever their services 
may be required. They are to be mustered whenever m ordered, and should there 
be any deficiency in the number, such deficiency must be made good at the annus!

stauccB will be made by His Highness’s Government to the Agent of tho British 
Government, and his concurrence obtained. 

Article S. 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war under a requisition from 
the British Government, and should any men ar horses in consequence be killed 
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or wounded, it is to bo clearly understood that nothing in the way of equivalent 
shall be paid by the Government of His Highness ; risks and casualties of all kinds, 
as well as the furnishing of ammunition, are included in the allowance. 

Article 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without refer¬ 
ence to what is incurred by keeping up the horse. As the territories of the British 
Government and of flia Highness adjoin the jaglure* it is therefore determined 
that, in the event of any disturbance taking place in them, on the requisition of 
the mamlodars of either Government, rid shall be furnished by a ready co-opera* 
tion with all the disposable police of the jsghirc P 

Article 5. 

Whatever villages, wuttuns, etc., wore held by you up to the war within the 
territories of pho British Government or of His Highness, shall, with the excep¬ 
tion of the Moguhee fTrnul* not appertaining to the villages now held by you, 
be continued, and whatever items of revenue belonging to His Higliness*s govern¬ 
ment may be within the jaghire, shall be continued to be paid. All doomala 
villages and lands, wurshasun, dburmadaos, dewasthana, mslndats, khyrat, nem- 
nooks, etc., and jaghire and karkoonee held by durukdars, within your mekaW, 
must be continued on the same tenure as hitherto. Grants under government 
title deeds uru to be continued ; notwithstanding the temporary interruption m 
regard to them, care must be taken that no cause of complaint may be brought 
forward in such points* In case my of the persons holding the abovementurned 
rights shall behave improperly, or die without heirs, it will be necessary to ac¬ 
quaint the Agent of the British Government, who will intimate to His Highness's 
government what course is to be pursued cither in respect to the punishment or 
resumption, when His Highness’s government will adopt necessary measures. 
Should zemindars raise any disturbance against yon or commit any offence against 
the public peace, of should any one die without heirs, you will resume the wofctan 
as may feetm expedient, and report the same to government, when His Highness’s 
government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, will send 
orders, which must be conformed to. 

Article G, 

The inhabitants of the jaghire territory must be protected, justice properly 
dispensed, and a good police upheld to detect thefts, murder, or disturbance, and 
suppress gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the country be without 
justice, bo that people are obliged to complain the government of His Highness, 
with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, having investigated the 
matter, will decide on such subjects, and their decisions must be attended to ; 
and further should such decisions not be attended to, so that the country fall 
into a state of misgovernin'ml, and robberies and other crimes become of very fre¬ 
quent occurrence, in such an event, whatever may appear to be the most proper 

i 2 
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measures ah&il bo suggested by the Agent of the British Government, and corre¬ 
sponding arrangements will be made by His Highness’s government. 

Article 7, 

Family dispute about your respective shares of property, which arose between 
you and Toolj&jee Rajah Bhonslay, was settled in the time of Bajeo Rao and 
deeds of division were given by each of you. Agreeably to the same deeds, ar¬ 
rangements are made by the British Government; both of you should, therefore, 
abide by them. 

Article 8. 

Without orders from Government no extra troops ate to be levied, and none 
assembled for the purpose of making war on any one. In matters of family dis¬ 
putes concerning relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can be permitted, 
but the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British Government, who 
»iil communicate with the Government of His Highness, and whatever decision 
is given must be reckoned binding. 

Article 9. 

With the exception of. persons under the government of His Highness, no 
intercourse or communication by letter is to be entered into with such parties 
as Bajee Rao gahfb, or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor 
is any aid or assist nee by joining the troops of any one to he given. This Article 
forms the basis of the present agreement, and. should what is written above be de¬ 
parted from, the jaghire will not be continued. 

Article 10. 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, who may 
take shelter in the territories of the British Government or His Highness, shall 
be delivered over to you, after information has been given to the Agent of the 
British Government, and by him communicated to the British Government, or 
to the Government of His Highness, as the case may be ; and, in like manner, 
all criminals from the territories of the British Government or of His Highness 
shall be apprehended and delivered up by you to their respective governments 
and assistance, must be rendered to people of either government who may be sent 
for the apprehension of such offenders. 

Article II. 

\\ hiist you shall continue to fulfil the terms of your eertice in good faith, in¬ 
tegrity, and fidelity, your jug hire shall be continued without any interruption from 
His Highness ’h government: on this point, the British Government i e vote guar¬ 
antee. 
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Aatict® 12. 

All title* and forme, of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall bo continued 
by tfao Agent of the, British Government and His Hi-hnoss’s government. All 
requests on the part of the jaghiredar, which may be reasonable and proper, shall 
be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be acceded to. 

Article 13. 

An the jaghire district* adjoin the territory of His Highness, and it may bo 
necessary tu effect exchanges of items of revenue or land, for the purpose either 
of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore, on u representa¬ 
tion from tlie government of His Highness, the Agent of the British Government 
will arrange such exchanges as may be necessary, provided they are not injurious 
to the interests of the jaghiredar, and such exchanges must be made accordingly. 

The above 13 Articles must be observed.

Agreement entered into on the 11 th July 1820 by His Hiun-vriss the Rajah of 
8ata.ra with the Rajah of Akulkgtb. 

Ai'iukejient on the part of His Hramsss the Rajas of Sataka respecting 'Furrefl 
Sisan Bhonsi.ay of AkULicote, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghires, etc., enjoyed by you have, with the rest, of the country, 
reverted to the British Government ; but as that government has been pleased, 
in consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to you the villages 
held up to the war (including those situated in the Hiram's country now in your 
possession), save. Mogukec Umnle, by a Yad of 13 paragraphs executed to 3 00 by 
Gaplain James Grant, the British Resident, and as His Highness has received his 
country from the British Government according to Treaty, and your lands arc 
situated therein.. His Highness approve* of the Tad executed to you by the British 
Government, and, for the continuance of your lands, determines as follows, W. 

AwTtCIiB 1. 

The pefguimah of Altulkote and other mehals and umnls held by you up 
to the war (including the villages situated in the Nizam's country now in your 
possession), save Mogula-m Omuls, are hereby continued and confirmed to you. 
Formerly you had to maintain a contingent of horse for the service of the Peiahwa's 
government, but as you have now been deprived of your muulo in the Nizam’s 
country, and sustained loss in the mehals, His Highness, to enable you to support 
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jonmii and to keep the horse a ad men of your contingent in good order for service 
throughout the year, fixes the contingent at 100 horse, which you are to maintain 
for the service of the Satara State. 

Article 2, 

The contingent is to be efficient, the homes to bo of the value from Rupees 
S00 to 400, and the men in' ft complete at-afre of equipment. The contingent to 
be always kept present for the service of His Highness ; they should attend muster 
when called upon, and proceed to whatever place directed* without delay or remon¬ 
strance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any number of the contin¬ 
gent is deficient. His Highness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
oblige yoa to refund, in the proportion of Rupees 300 per annum a horse, for the 
whole period of such deficiency, according to the terms of the agreement entered 
into with you. 

Article 3, 

In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness, with 
tfan concurrence of the British Resident, no remuneration on recount of the 
wounded and >]«in will be granted ; but ail such risks and casualties, a n well as 
the supply of ammunition, arc included in the grant. 

Article 4. 

You ore to defray the expense of your village establishments, as well as of the 
eputingeot. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts, either 
of His Highness the Rajah, or of the British Government, you are, on the requi¬ 
sition of the mamluidars of iHier government, to aid and co-operate with them 
with Uie Police in your jnehals. 

Article 5. 

The villages, mams, wufctons, etc., in His Highness the Rajah's country held 
by you up to the war, together with the umuis and villages io the Nizam’s country 
now in you : possession, will bo continued to you, this government also retaining 
its umuls in your territory. All dooitiak villages, lands, wurskisuris, dhurmadaos, 
dewaethans, rozindars, kbyrntn, nemuooks, as also the jagbiros of d&rukdars and 
karkoonce, etc., arc to be continued to the several parties as heretofore, without 
objection, together with the lauds held by virtue of Sumiuds, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die Intestate, you are to report the same to 
this gov eminent, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resi¬ 
dent, will award such punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the 
landaa may appear expedient. If any landholder creates a riot, or raises a re¬ 
bellion in yom country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy. or if a wut- 
tundar dies intestate, von should attach his wufctun and report the matter to 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue such orders as may appear expedient, and to which you are to conform 
accordingly. 
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Article 6, 

You should endeavour to make your subjects happy, distribute justice im¬ 
partially, and adopt measures f or the prevention of theft, murder and other crimes. 
Tf these are not done, and if justice is not administered properly, and complaints 
are made to this government, His Highness, in conjunction with the British Resi¬ 
dent, will enquire into the complaint, and issue such orders as may appear neces¬ 
sary, to which you are to conform ; but if you do not do so, and the country con¬ 
tinue in a state of niisgovernineat, and crimes arc of frequent occurrence, His High¬ 
ness will, with the concurrence of the British Resident, adopt such preventive 
measures as may appear expedient to him* 

Article 7* 

During the adminiefcration of Bajee Urn Tinghoonath a dispute having arisen 
between you and Tooljajee Bh on slay for division of property, the same waa de¬ 
cided, and deeds of acquittance passed by you both, which are approved of and 
confirmed by this government, and you both are to abide by the same accordingly* 

Article 8* 

You should not, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person* If any dispute arises among you 
respecting Bbaoopocma rights, etc. you should quietly refer tfc matter to this 
government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue the necessary orders in the case, and to which you are to conform. 

Article 9. 

With the exception of the subjects of this government, you are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajee Kao ItugboonaUi or any 
other Prince or Chieftain. If you do, your country will bo resumed. 

Article 10* 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territories of 
His Highness, you are to report the same to this (h eriunent, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and m*k him over to you. In like 
manner offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British Government, 
taking shelter within your lefials, should be immediately apprehended arid de¬ 
livered up by you to whichever government they may belong* Further, you are 
to aid and assist the officers of either government who may enter your jurisdic¬ 
tion In pursuit of offenders. 

Article 11, 

So long as you continue in good faith and render faithful service, your niehals, 
etc., will be continued to you uninterruptedly by this government, for which you 
have the guarantee of the British Government, and which is agreed to by Hia 
Highness. 
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Article 12. 

AH titles and customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by yon shall be eon- 
tinaed. You are to represent all your affairs to this government: such requests 
as are reasonable will lie granted, and such as are not will he refused. 

Article 13, 

As the country of His Highness adjoins your territory, it might he neces¬ 
sary at a future period to effect certain territorial exchanges, with the advice 
of the British Resident, for the good of the country, and lor the purpose of defin¬ 
ing distinctly the boundaries of the two governments, care being taken to secure 
you from loss. You are required to agree to this arrangement*

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties,

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Raja of Akalkot, the cultivation of poppy and the manufacture 
of opium is prohibited in the Akalkot State and no opium may be consumed in the 
said State other than opium on which there has been paid to British Government 
the duty at the time payable to the said Government in respect of opium cou- 
mimed in the Presidency of Bombay and whereas in consideration of the covenants 
on the part of the Raja of Akalkot hereinafter contained the British Government 
has agreed to relinquish one-fifth of the said duty on all opium that .dialI lie here¬ 
after conveyed into the said State for consumption therein in accordance with the 
said covenants. 

2. The Raja of Akalkot agrees with the British Government with reference 
to all former agreements on the saute subject-matter as follows, viz *:— 

(1) That the opium from time to time required for consumption within his 
territory shall be obtained in one of the three following ways only 
(namely)— 

(a) by direct importation from Alai w a, Me war, Marwad, and RajpuUna 
or 

{(*) by purchase in Bombay, or 

(a) by purchase at any convenient opium dopftfc of the British Govern¬ 
ment ; 

ami that all opium so procured shall he imported into transported 
through or exported from British India m the case nay require 
in accordance with the law and rules regarding import transport 
and export of opium at the time in force in the part of the British 
India into through or from which such import transport or 
export is necessary, 

(3) That he will adopt such measures as shall from time to time appear to the 

British Government to bo necessary for effectually ore venting any 
export and any illicit import of opium across his Irontiei 

(3$ That the retail sale of opium within his territory shall henceforward 
be conducted by licensed vendors only or depart mentally by State 
servants, 

(4) That opium shall not be supplied to any of the said licensed vendors ex¬ 

cept on payment of a price which is not less than the price at which 
it the time being licensed vendors are being supplied in the British 
Uiatrict of Skol&pur. 
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(0) That no licenced vendors in his territory shall at any time be permitted 
to sell opium by retail at a price which is lower than the lowest price 
at which licenced vendors are at the time being authorized to sell it in 
the British District of Skolapur. 

(6) That the system for the retail vend of opium in his territory shall be 
henceforward assimilated in its general feat urea to that in force in 
the British District of Sholapur. 

(7} That he will forthwith introduce and enforce in hi* territory the regula¬ 
tions published under Government Notification No. 4472-A., dated 
3rd June 1885 {lievenue Department), and will hereafter from time 
to time adopt and enforce any change in the said regulations or any 
new regulation similar in effect to any prevision of the law or rules 
regarding opium for the time being in force in British India, which the 
Governor ia Council of Bombay shall in the interests of the British 
opium revenue desire him to adopt and enforce. 

(8) That he will furnish every half-year on the 1st February and 1st A ugust 
to the British Political authorities of the State in such form as the 
Governor in Council of Bombay shall after consulting the Commis¬ 
sioner of Customs, Salt, Opium and Ah karri, Bombay, from time to 
time prescribe accurate accounts for the opium transactions of iiis 
territory. 

3. The British Government agrees that so long as the Raja of Akaikot duly 
fulfils the foregoing covenants one-fifth of the duty which would be leviable by the 
British Government under the law and orders at the time being In force on any 
opium conveved into the territory of the Raja of Akaikot in accordance with this 
agreement. If the same were required for consumption in the Proud on c.y of Bombay i 
ahall be remitted, or if duty has already been paid on any such opium, as if the same 
were to be consumed in the Presidency of Bombay, then that the one-fifth of the 
amou nt of the duty which has been so paid shall be refunded to the Raja of Akaikot 
provided that the British Government may at any time hereafter with or without 
the consent of the said Raja of Akaikot alter the rate of duty to bo remitted or 
refunded under this clause, and no such alteration shall in any way release the 
said Raju of Akaikot from any of the covenants perfonuable by him under this 
agreement. 

■1, And it is further agreed between the parties hereto that in this agreement 
the word ** opium :I shall have the same meaning as in the Opium Act (1 gf 1878) 
or any other law regarding opium for the time being in force in the Presidency 
of Bombay.

Articles of Agreement for leasing the Abkari revenue of the Akalkot State 
to tile British Government for a term of ten yea re from first August, ono 
thousand eight hundred and ninety dour to thirty-first July one thousand 
nine hundred and four. 

Prmmhle .—WKerens it is considered desirable to place the Administration 
of the Abkari revenue of the Akalkot State on the same footing as the Adminis¬ 
tration of the Abkari revenue of the British Collect mat ea adjoining the Akalkot 
State which has recently been improved in accordance with the provisions of 
the Bombay Abkari Act, 1878, and especially with a view to prevent injury to the 
Abkari revenue of either the CoIIectorates or the Akalkot State by illicit manu¬ 
facture of liquor or by the smuggling of liquor from one territory into the other, 
the following articles have been agreed on between Me her ban Shahaji Maloji alms 
Baba Saheb llaje Bhonsle, Chief of Akalkot, on behalf of himself, his heirs, and 
successors on the one part, and C. B. Winchester, Esq., I.C.S., Political Agent, 
Sholapar, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government, on the other. 


Article I. 

The Kaje Saheb engages that the law of the Akalkot State as regards Abkari 
shall be the Bombay Abkari Act of 1878, or any law which may hereafter be sub¬ 
stituted for that Act in the Bombay Presidency. 


Article II, 

In order that the new system of Abkari administration in the Akalkot State 
may be effectually organized on the principles of the Bombay Abkari Act, the 
Raje Sabeb engages hereby to farm the entire Abkari revenue of the State to the 
Bombay Government for a term of ten years from 1st August one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-four to 31st July one thousand nine hundred and four, in 
consideration of an annua! pavrnent of (Rs, 6,609-15-10; aix thousand six hundred

(c) The retail selling price of liquor to be the same in the Akaikot State and 
in the OolJectorates m as to remove any inducement to the people of 
one territory to consume liquor sold in the other territory on account

Article IV. 

But during the tern of the farm the Officers appointed by Government will 
consult the Raje Saheb regarding details of Afekari administration, such as the 
number and position of liquor shops, the persons to receive retail license*, and 
the like, and will consider the wishes of the R.aje Sahefe on such points. 


Article V, 

It is understood tba+ the farm conveys to the Government of Bombay no 
right of ownership in palm and other toddy-preducing trees or in the land on which 
they stand,

It is understood that all offences against the Abkari Law will be cognizable 
under section 51 of the Abkari Act by the Akalkot State Criminal Courts in the 
same manner as other offences are cognizable* 

Article VIII. 

During the term of the farm the Abkari accounts of the Akalkot State will, be 
kept separately from thereof the adjoining CoIlectOrates, and .m annual account 
given to the Eaje Sahel for his information, 

Aetiole IX, 

At the conclusion of the ten years* farm the management of the Abkari revenue 
of the State will revert to the Raj e Sahel* 

Ann ole X, 

The Eaje Saheb engages on behalf of himself, his heirs* and successors there¬ 
after, to conduct the administration of it in accordance with the principles laid 
down in the preamble of this agreement, viz .:— 

To maintain the same Abkari Law aid Buies as may be in force in the neigh¬ 
bouring Cofiectorates, 

To impose rates of taxation on liquor equivalent to those in force in the Col- 
lectorates. So to j manage his revenue that injury shall not ho caused by it to the 
Abkari revenue of the Collcotorates and to make bis Agreements in consultation 
when necessary with the Political Agent, Sholapur, for the time being with this 
view. 

Provided always that this article does not bind the Raje Saheh to any ar¬ 
rangements injurious to the legitimate interests of the State or revenue* and that

Tlie Pant Sachiv of Bhor is one of the eight hereditary ministers of 
the old it ah rat hi empire. Chimnaji Sachiv, with whom the first 
Engagement (No. I) was made hv the British Government in 1820, was 
one of the earliest, to abandon the cause of Baji Rao alter the proclama¬ 
tion of the lltK February 1818. He died in 1821, and was succeeded 
by his adopted son, Raglmuatb. Rao Ghimuaji, with whom an Engage¬ 
ment (No. XI) for the exchange of territory was concluded in 1830. 

Chimnaji Raghuuath was adopted by his uncle, Kaghunatn Rao, on 
the latter's death-bed in 1837. A new Engagement (No. Ill) was con¬ 
cluded with Cliiinnaji in 1839, by which he undertook among other 
things to abolish all transit duties in his territory. On his adoption he 
was required to pay a nazaruna of Rs. 53,021 to the Raja of Satara, 
and Rs. 27,703 to the British Government, 

In 1802 the Ruler of Bhor received a Sanad of Adoption (sea Shola- 
pur Agency No, II). 

Chimnaji Raghunath died in 1871, and was succeeded by his son, 
Shankarruo. In 1874, on the understanding that be was not at liberty 
to impose any new taxation without the consent of Government, he was 
entrusted with the management of his State. The family enjoys ail 
assignment of approximately six per cent, on the revenues of certain 
villages in the Deccan and Khandesh, and a considerable jagir to the 
south-west of Poona. 

In 1871 the Pant Sachiv agreed to an exchange of lands in connec¬ 
tion with the Kadakwasla lake. 

With a view to assimilating the abkari administration in Bhor to 
the system in force in the adjoining British districts, the Pant Sachiv 
entered into an Agreement in 1885 (No. T V) by which the management 
of the abkari revenue of the State was transferred to the British Govern¬ 
ment up to the 31st duly 1894, in consideration of an annual payment 
of Rs. 12,448-13-8. This agreement was renewed in 1894 for a 
further period of ten years, the annual payment being increased to 
Rs. 19,148-6-3. The toddy revenue of the talnkns of the Bhor State 
above the ghats, which was excluded from the scope ol the previous 
agreement, waft also transferred. The agreement was again renewed 
for further periods of ten years in 1904 and 1914, when the annual pay¬ 
ment was increased to Rs. 38,150. Negotiations are in progress for a 
further renewal (including foreign liquor), for another period oi 10 
years from the 1st August 1924. 

In 1890 the Pant Sachiv entered into an Agreement (No. V) to 
abolish all taxes or imposts on the import, expot and : easurement of 
commodities other than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs.

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I. ii© arrangements for assinni&tmg the system of taxation and control 
o£ hemp drug? to the British system were accepted in 1908 by the Pant 
Saehiy, in consideration of an animal payment of Its, 1,781-7-11* 
Ihis arrangement has teen renewed from time to time, the last renewal 
being for a period of 10 years from the 1st April 1925, on an annual 
payment to the State of Ii.?., 14 ? 95fi subject to adjustment so as to bring 
the total compensation up to the actual revenue realised. 

In 1880 he entered into an agreement by which be undertook to 
prohibr the cultivation of the poppy in Bhor, and the illicit importa¬ 
tion of opium into his territory. This was renewed with certain altera¬ 
tions in 1887, and hi J897 a further Agreement (No. VII) was made 

In .1882 the Chief surrendered certain lands required for the Bhatghar 
reservoir in connection with tbe $ir-a canal works, but tbe formal 
Agreement (No. VI) was not executed til! 1897. 

Saankairao died on the 17 th July 1922 and was succeeded Tjy his 
only son the present Pant Sachiv Ltagkunathrao, born on the 291 b 
September 1878. 

Land in 38 villages in Bhor State, measuring 5,206 acres and assess¬ 
ed at Us. 3.198, was acquired in 1924-25 for the extension of the Bhat- 
gkar reservoir. I he question of compensating the Pant Sachiv for this 
loss of territory is under consideration. 

The Pant Sachiv enjoys plenary jurisdiction, tlnv is power to try 
for capital offences, without permission from the Political Agent, all 
persons in his territories except Europeans, including European British 
subjects, Americans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

In 1927 the lluler of Bkor ■was granted a permanent salute of 9 grins. 

The area of Bkor is 925 square miles; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 130.420; and the gross revenue about II,. 6,00,000. 
The Pant Sachiv pays a tribute of Bs. 4,684 to the British Government 

The armed forces of the State consist (1926) of 23 Cavalry, 48 
Infantry and 132 Armed Polka.

The possessions of the Punt Suckeo came under the British Government along 
with the rest of the country, but the antiquity and respectability of the family 
having been duly considered, the British Government have freely bestowed and 
made over to him the whole of his possessions a a formerly held up to the war. with 
the exception of his possessions within the territory of the Nk&ni. The districts 
of the Punt being within the iiraits of the territory mado over by Treaty to His 
Highness the Rajah of Safeara, the Pont, therefore, is placed under the government 
of His Highness. The British Government is the guarantee, and the terms are 
fixed m follows !— 

That the inhabitants of tho cmmtjy under tho Punt Sacheo may be 
protected, justice urns be properly administered, and a proper police establish'd 
for the prevention and detection of thieves and robbers ; hut if this is not attended 
to and people are obliged to bring forward complaints in consequence of the want 
of police and justice, in that ea^e, whatever orders may be given on the subject 
by His Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent of the British Govern¬ 
ment, must be carried into effect. 

2nd.—Aj\ effective police must be established i a the country of the Pimt Sucheo 
sufficient to prevent any inhabitants of his districts from committing robberies 
within the territories of the British Government or of His Highness, and whenever 
stolen property may be pointed out within the country of tho Punt, or thieves 
traced into it, both the property and the thief must he delivered over to whichever 
of the governments may demand them, and assistance must be afforded to officers 
of either government who ruay be sent for the apprehension of criminals and 
offenders. In the event of a failure in these respects taking place, all arrangements 
mad© by the government of His Highness, at the recommendation of the Agent 
of the British Government, must bo carried into effect, 

3rd.—Excepting tlK»se under the government of His Highness, no intercourse 
or communication by letter can be allowed with any Chiefs, such as Bajec Eao 
Sahib or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it permitted 
to send aid to any one whatever. This Article forms the basis of the agreement; 
and if it is departed from, all advantages appertaining to the Punt by virtue of tho 
present agreement shall be forfeited. 

4tJi t _Without the knowledge and permission of government no extra troops 

are to be levied, or war entered upon with any one. In all domestic disputes 
about relationship, and such like, no appeal to arms will be permitted, but infor¬

with the Punt Sucheo. 

Agreement on the part of Hih Highness the Rajah o? Satara respecting Ra- 
jeshree CnrwNA.iEE Pundit Sucheo, to whom these commands are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and bestowed 
through the liberality of the British Government, and an agreement, consisting 
of ten Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by Captain James Grant 
Bahadoor, on the part of the British Government. Your country has come within 
the limits of the territory made over to His Highness by the Treaty with the British 
Government, and the terms fixed by the British Government having been approved 
of, the Hoozoor, for the purpose of confirming you in possession has determined 
as follows :— 

Article L 

Should any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness or of the 
British Government which adjoin your country, aid must be afforded, by sending 
all disposable police in your district, on the requisition of the mamlutdars of either 
government. 

Article 2. 

All wuttun and other allowances hitherto possessed by you within the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness shall be continued ; and in like manner, all items of revenue 
belonging to His Highness’s government within your country shall continue to be 
paid ; all dpomala villages and lands, wursb&suns, dhurmadaos, dowasthans, 
rozindars, kliyrata, nem nooks, d&rnfcs, and all other allowances hitherto enjoyed 
within your country, must be continued without interruption; and should at 
present any investigation be carried on respecting the rights or possessions of those 
holding them on government deeds, decisions must be given upon the fixed prin¬ 
ciples of justice, so that no complaints may be made. Should persons Iitnding 
inheritances of the above-mentioned description raise or excite disturbances, or 
commit offences against the public peace, or should persons possessed of such 
inheritances die without heirs, you will fully investigate the matter and state 
what may appear really just, when His Highness’s government, with the advice 
of the Agent of the British Government, will send such orders as may appear fit, 
which must be conformed to. 
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Article 3* 

That the inhabitants oi your cmiutry may be protected, justice must bo honestly 
administered, and a proper police must be established for the prevention and 
detection of thieves and robbers; but if this is not attended to, and unjust decisions 
given, or thefts and robberies become of so frequent occurrence, so that people 
may bo obliged to bring forward complaints, in that case, whatever orders may, 
in consequence, bo issued by His Highness's government, with the advice of the 
Agent of the British Government, these must be carried into effect. 

Article 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to be 
levied or war entered upon with any one* In all cases of domestic disputes about 
relationship and such like, no appeal to anus will be permitted, but information 
ie to be sent to government, when such orders as may be sent on the subject, with 
the advice of the Agent of the British Government, must be considered binding. 

Article 5. 

Excepting those under the government of His Highness* no intercourse or 
communication hy letter can be allowed with my Chiefs, such as Bajee Bao Sahib, 
or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is if permitted to send 
aid to any one, or to become concerned in any assemblage of troops whatever* 
This Article forms the basis of the present agreement, and if it i& departed from, 
with the advice of the British Government, your possession shall not be continued. 

Article 6. 

All offenders and criminals fiom your country, who may take shelter in the 
territory of His Highness, shall be delivered over to you ; and in like manner ah 
offenders and criminals from the territories ol His Highness, or of the British 
Government, who may enter your territory, shall he given up and delivered over 
to whichever government they belong ; and assistance must be rendered to all 
officers or people oi both government** who may go into your district in pursuit 
oi such offenders* 

Article 7. 

Whilst you remain and perform the condition# of your sendee in good faith, 
Integrity, and fidelity, your pesmsions shall be continued without interruption 
on the part of His Highness's government, and on this point the British Govern¬ 
ment is your guarantee, which His Highness f s government approves of and agre@s 
to.

All titles and honors formerly enjoyed by you shall be continued, and all re¬ 
quests forwarded by you shall bo attended to, and if reasonable and proper, they 
will ho granted, but if otherwise, rejected.

Agreement between tbs Honourable Hast India Company anti the Punt 
Socheo, dated the 3rd February 1839. 

ihc late Punt Stieheo Rughoopath JRao having on his death-bed adopted the 
son of his half-brother, Ramjee Appa, ne his heir, which adoption, after a full 
consideration of the case, the Right Honourable the Govemor-General of India 
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hAs boea pleaded to recognise* and orders having berm received to this effect, from 
the JT onourable the Governor in Domicil of Bombay, as well ns that the present heir, 
Dhi m nu j ee E ughoona th, being of tender years, a Kar bares should ho appointed 
to manage the affairs of the jaghire. a communication was transmitted to Bhore 
on this subject, and in accordance with this communication, Dainodiir Mo resit* 
war, VVnkajec Rungnath, and Sud&shea Khimdi Rao, baying weited on the Bcsi- 
drat with full powers to make the arrangements pointed out by Government, the 
following Articles are hereby agreed to by the undersigned on the part of Chim- 
najec Eughoonsth Punt Suchco 

Article 1, 

By the 1st and 2nd articks of the Treaty between tie British Government and 
the Punt Suelieo, under date the 22nd April 1820, the Pimfc ia bound to provide 
for the establishment, in his jughire, of a good police; as also that whenever stolen 
property may he pointed out within the country of the Punt, or thieves traced 
in to it, both the property and the thief must bn delivered over to whichever of the 
governments may demand tjhern, and i^ietfince must be afforded to the officers 
of either government who may be sent for the apprehension of criminals and 
offenders. In elucidation of this Article, it is now also agreed that the Punt fully 
recognizes the right of the officers of the British Government to enter his territory 
in pursuit of offenders and stolen property ; that he will aid these officers to the 
utmost of his ability in the performance of tins duty ; and that all such offender- 
and stolen property will be given up without demur to the British Government. 
All such evidence, etc., also as may he required for the trial of British subjects 
before British Courts, for crimes committed in the Punt’s country, arc immediately 
to he forwarded, as pointed out by the British authorities. 


Article 2, 

It is also hereby understood aud agreed to by tiro Punt that the entire juris¬ 
diction, civil and erimmnb of the village of Payet, of the Poona Zillah and of the 
kusba of Neegkoft, of the Ahmodriuggur ziliah, shall l*e ceded to the British Govern- 
meat. These two villages being surrounded by the Company's territory, and <p. he 
detached from that of the Punt Sucheo, justice will henceforward he administered 
according to the rules and regulations in force in the British territory. 


Article 3 . 

Whereas for the promotion of trade and commerce, the British Government 
has abolished all transit duties* the Punt Sttcbeo, with the same object, consents 
to abolish those levies within his territories. The Punt also hereby agrees to 
adopt the same system as may be a dopted by the British Government with respect 
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to tho compensation to be granted to alt parties possessing hubs oa the duties to 
be abolished by this Article. 

Ajotolr 4- 

It is also understood and agreed to that the settlement made by the 
late Hnghoonath Bao Punt Sitoheo with the bankers, for the payment of the debts 
of the estate, is to h : strictly adhered to, and that no further debt is to be con¬ 
tracted on any account whatever without the sanction of the British Government, 


AtmoLK 5. 

Tt >a also understood and agreed to that the annual allowances of Radha Bai 
and Bhuwanae Bai, the grandmother and mother of the late Punt Sucheo, are to 
be duly pawl in the same manner as during the lifetime of Eughoonath Rao, 


Article 6, 

It is also hereby declared and agreed to by the. Punt, Sucheo that the Com¬ 
pany’s Rupee shall be the current coin within tho Punt's territory, in the same 
manner as in the Company’s country. 

Article 7, 

ne undersigned having been named by Gungabai Sucheo as Karbarew for the 
management of the estate, they hereby agree that they will faithfully and hnnestlv 
discharge their duty so as to give satisfaction to tho British Government, to the 
Punt, and inhabitants at large ; yearly accounts of the receipts and disbursements 
of the jag hire are also to be rendered. And it is clearly understood that these 
Karbarees may be removed or changed as Government may deem expedient 


Article 8. 

I'inally, it is: understood that the above agreement refers to the territory of 
the Punt Sucbeo within British jurisdiction.

Preamble, 

Whereas the Chief of Bhor declared on the 1st August 1887 his intention 
to abolish the duties on export and import known as Stidmod and Sthalbliarit, 
and whereas it is considered by the Governor of Bombay in Council desirable to 
0 utain an engagement from the Chief of Bhcr that he will continue this, policy 
in regard to free trade, the following article in this view is agreed upon between 
Holier ban Shankarrao Pandit, Pant Sachiv, Chief of Bhor, on behalf of srimself 
and hie heirs and successors ou the one part, and W. A* East, Political 

Agent of Poona, for the time being, on behalf of the British Government on the 
other. 

Article 1. 

The Pant Saotdv engages to abolish within Iris territory from Henceforth 
all taxes or imposts on the import, export or measurement of commodities other 
than snuff, sulphur and poisonous drugs: Provided that nothing contained in this 
article shall be construed to prevent the levy of any tolls on bridges, roads, feme*, 
canals or cause way a for the re]) air or maintenance of the same, or ol any Octroi 
levied upon articles consumed within Municipal limits or of any tAlcoa constituting 
the Afok&ri revenue.

Article I, 

The Pant, in consideration of the concessions to be made to him by the British 
Government in accordance with Article 4 of this Agreement, agrees to surrender 
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to the British Government the lands defeated in a sketch plan signed by the 
parties to this Agreement and deposited in the office of the Chief Secretary to the 
Government of Bombay, and more particularly described in the list marked " A ” 
appended to this Agreement, aud signed by the parties hereto, together with all 
proprietary and other rights possessed by him in and over the same. 


Article II. 

The Pant, at the request of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council, 
also authorizes such officers* as His Excellency in Council may from time to tuns 
appoint, to perform the duties of Police Officers, and to exercise civil and criminal 
jurisdiction for and on behalf of himself within the limits of the said lands.

Agreement between the Poiithut, Aq^mt of Poona, acting under ib& authority 
of His Excellency the Governor of Bombay in Council on behalf of the 
Bbtcibh Government and JIeujetoba'k SttpNKBlj Rao Bandit Pant Saouiv, 
Chibp ot BuOBj on behalf of himaelf \m heirs and successors togat ling the 
manufacture, consumption and sale of opium in p Bhor State. 

Whereas in accordance with the existing relations between the British Govern¬ 
ment and Meherban Shuaker Rao Pandit Pact Sachiv Chief of Bhor the oultiva * 
tion of poppy and the manufacture of opium are prohibited in the Bhor State and 
no opium may be consumed in the mid Bhor State other than opium on which 
there has been paid to the British Govern in exit the duty at the time payable to the 
said Government in respect of opium consumed in the Presidency of Bombay; 
and whereas in conskl oration of (lit* covenants on the part of the Chief of Bhor 
hereinafter contained the British Government baa agreed to relinquish the portion 
of the mid duty on all opium that shall be hereafter conveyed into tha said Bhor 
State for consumptiun therein in accordance with the said covenants. 

2, The riiief of Bhox agrees with the Ufitkih -'Government with reference to all

•* the likeness and representation of the Raja.” was conferred by Raja- 
m»n when, during the misfortunes which followed the death of Khivaji, 
he established a court at Giugi on the plan of the court of bis father, 1 he 
title is higher than that of Peshwa. Parasram Pandit had held the 
jagir for about forty years before the overthrow of the Peshwa Raji Bao, 
In 1847 he adopted a won, Srinivas Parasram, on which occasion he was 
required to pay a nastarsuui of Rs. 25,000 to the Iln.ja of Sahara. Sriaivas 
Parasram succeeded his father m 1848, 

In 1803 the Ruler of Aundh received a Sanad of Adoption (sec Simla- 
pur Agency No. II), 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement by which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy in his State, and the illicit im¬ 
portation of opium into In? territory. This agreement was renewed with 
sum.' modifications in 1880 and 1M17 (see Sural Agency. No. IX;. 

in 1880 the Chief entered into an Agreement (see No. Ill), ceding 
full jurisdiction over the lands in his State occupied or thereafter to be 
occupied by the Southern MahrsPta Railway.

Srinivas Parasram died in 1901, and his eldest son, Parasram Ran 
Srinivas alias Paduauhib. was installed in 1902. He died in 1905, and 
was succeeded by bis son Meherhan Gopal Krishna Rao alias Nammaluh. 
He was deposed in 1907 after trial by a commission. He receives an al¬ 
lowance of He. 600 a month and is required to reside at Bhavwar. 

Passing over Gangadliar Rao alias Tatyasahib, second son of Srini- 
vas Parasram, Government selected TatyasahiVs younger brother BhaW* 
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amno alius Balnea hib, to succeed liitt ne|>hew Nttimsahib. lie web in- 
stalled in 1909- after the State had been administered for two years by 
the Political Agent, and is the present Ruling Chief of Auadh. 

The cultivation of ganja has been prohibited in the State, and the 
management of the contract of hemp drug** was handed over in 1903-04 
to the British Government, in consideration of ah annual compensation of 
Ba* 784-12-lb This arrangement has been periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation \ it- was last renewed in 1925, 
for a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Rs, 31,814, 

The area of Aurnlh, which is composed of various isolated Estates, 
is about 501 square miles; the population, according to the Census of 
1931, 64*560; and the total revenues Rs, 3,66,318. 

The Chief pays no tribute to the British Government. 

The State possesses (1926) 11 Cavalry, 81 Inlantry and 53 Armed 
Police. 

The State was liable to the operation of the nazarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Harbor, all each levies were 
abolished. 

2, PlEALTAN". 

The Chief of Phaltan, styled Ximbaikur, belongs to an ancient 
family, which long held the district of Phaltan. under the Jtnliaminadan 
rulers of Bijapur, Jail Rao, with whom the British Government form¬ 
ed an Engagement (No, II) in 1820, died in 1827, He was succeeded 
by Rajaji Xaik ? who paid a nazarana of Re. 30,090 to the Raja of 
Satara. Bajaji Naik died in 1841, when his widow was permitted to adopt 
Mudhoji Naik, a nazarana of Its. 30,000 being paid to- the Raja of 
Sat a ra. He succeeded to the gaddi in 1860, The Sta te became embar 
rassed through the mismanagement of the Chief, and in 1882 the govern¬ 
ment was entrusted to two joint-administrators- In 1885, order having 
been to some extent restored, the Jagirdar was reinstated. 

In 18G2 the Euler of Phaltan received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Sholapur Ageucv No, II), 

In 1879 the Chief entered into an agreement by which the manage¬ 
ment of the abkari revenue oi the State was transferred to the British 
Government. The agreement has been periodically renewed, the present 
Agreement (see Southern Mahratta Country States Agency No. XX) 
having been Concluded m 1924 for a period of ten years, in consideration 
of an annual payment of Its. 9,000. 

In 1880 the Chief entered into an agreement by which he undertook 
to prohibit the cultivation of poppy in the Stale, ami the illicit importa¬ 
tion of opium into his territory. This agreement was renewed with 
eorae inodifications in 1887 and 1897 (see Surat Agency No, IX). 
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In 188ti the Chief entered into an Agreement (No. Ill) ceding fail 
jurisdiction over the lands in the PI:a!tan State occupied by the Southern 
Kahratta RniB'ay. In 1921 he entered into another Agreement (No. 
IY) ceding jurisdiction over the lands in the State to be occupied by the 
Ihrrei Light Boilway. 

In 1887 the Chief abolished the duties 1 sUvahnod ' (import duties} 
and ‘ sthalbbarit, ' (export duties). 

The cultivation of gauja baa been prohibited in the State, and the 
management of the contract of hemp drugs was handed over in 1903-0 V 
to the British Government, in consideration of an annual compensation of 
Es. 1,505. This arrangement has been periodically continued, on a 
gradually increasing scale of compensation: it was last renewed in 1925, 
for a period of ten years, at an annual compensation of Rs. 6,729, 

Sludhoji Naik died on the 17th October ItHd, havi the State 

for nearly 57 years. Mis only sou Vyankatrao, born in 1861, hud pte« 
deceased him in 1387. The .present Chief Malo.j ira.o nlw* Nanaaahib. 
born in 1898, was adopted in 1899 by Mudhnji Naik. He was installed, 
with the full powers appertaining to the Ruler of the State, oil tie 
15th November 1917. 

The area of Phaltan is 397 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1931, 43,286, and the total revenues Es. 3,74,236. 

The Chief pays an annual tribute of R . 9,600 to the British Govern- 
meat, in lieu at a service of 75 liorac. 

The State possesses (1920) 5 Sowars and 25 Armed Police.

Pmms fixed by Captain James Gract Sahib Baeauooiu mi the part of rim 
Honourable Company, for Kio Sahib Mimimm Meherbak Purashram 
Pundit jrRtTUEE Kidhee, 

The posaesriom of the Punt Prithee Nidheo camo into the possession of the 
British Government along with the rest of the country * hut in consider a tion of 
the antiquity and respectability of the family, they have been freely restored in 
the same manner m they were held up to the period of the war. Bui ay the greater 
part of the country of the Prithee Nidhee is within the limits of the territory made 
ovei by Treaty tc* Ilia Highness the Rajah of Satara, the Prithee Nidbee therefore 
h placed tender the government of His Highness. 

The British Government ia the guarantee, and the terms fixed are ta follows :-— 

Article 1* 

That the inhabitants of the country under the Pirthee Sfidhee may be pro¬ 
tected, justice must be properly administered, and a police established for the 
prevention and detection of thieves and robbers. Should justice not b& honestly 
dispensed, and thefts and robberies, from the meftieieucy of the police, become 
so frequent that people may be obliged to complain ; in the event? of such being 
the ease, the Government of Mis Highness will, with the advice and assistance of 
the Agent ot the British Government, issue directions on the subject which must 
be attended to. 

Article 2, 

Am efficient pqfico must be established, so that; no inhabitants of the country 
under the Punt Prithee Nidhee may commit thefts m robberies within the terri¬ 
tories of the British Government or of Bis Highness. Should at any time Melon 
property be found, or thefts traced by Magistrate within the country of the Puog 
Prithee Nidhee, the thief md stolen property must be made over to whichever 
government may demand thorn. People of cither government, who may enter 
the country of the Prithee Nidhee for the purpose of apprehending criminals and 
other offenders must have every assistance given to them. If this is not attended 
to, then whatever appears to be the projy measures shall be suggested by the 
Agent of the British Government, and corresponding arrangements will be made 
by His Higtmeea’s government. 

Article 3, 

Excepting t hose under the government of Hid High ness, no intercourse or 
communication by letter can be allowed with any Chiefs, such as Bajee Rao Sahib, 
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or other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it permitted to give 
aid or assistance to any one* This article is the basis of the present agreement, 
and a departure fron it will occasion the forfeiture of all advantages possessed by 
virtue of this agreement* 

Article 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to be 
entertain^ or war entered upon with any one.

The sum of rupees two thousand (2,000) formerly paid yearly by the Prithee

All allowances in the country of the Prithee Nidliec, such as doom ala, dhur* 
madaa, inams, wurahasima, dewasfchan, rorindar, nenmook, duruk, and others 
of the Like kind, must be continued as they at present exist. there ought to be no 
complaints on this head.

As the British territories ami those of His Highness adjoin the country of the 
Prithee Nidhce, it in necessary that in all cases of disturbance occurring in them, 
assisiance shall be rendered on the requisition of the mamlutdars of either govern¬ 
ment.

Agreement between the Rajah of Satara and the Punt Prithee Nujbee,— 

July 1820 . 

Agreement on the part of Hia Highness the Rajah of Sat aba respecting 
Rajbsb.ee PtmusHftAM Pundit Prithee Nidhee, to whom these commands 
are issued. 

The country formerly possessed by you has been freely restored and bestowed 
through the liberality of the British Government* and an agreement, consisting 
of 10 Articles, has been made out and delivered to you by Captain James Grant 
Sahib Bahadoor on the part of the Brit tab Government. The greater part of your 
country has t ome within the limits of the territory made over to ffia Highness 
by the Treaty with, the British Government, and the terms fixed by the British 
Government haying been approved of* the Hoozuor, for the purpose of confirming 
you in possession, has determined m follows:— 

Article 1* 

biiould any disturbances take place in the territories of His Highness or of the 
British Government which adjoin your country, aid roust be afforded by sending 
all the disposable police in your districts on requisition from the uiamlutdars of 
either government. 

Article 2. 

All wuttun and other allowances hitherto possessed by you within the territory 
of His Highness shall be continued, and in like manner all Items of reveriut belong¬ 
ing to His High ness’s government within your country must be continued to be 
paid* A II doomalla villages and land, wurshasnna, dhurm&dao, dewasthau, rosindar, 
khyrat, nemnook, durtik, and all other allowances hitherto enjoyed within your 
country mmt be continued without interruption, and should at present any in¬ 
vestigation b* 1 carried on respecting the rights or pojseasions of those holding 
them on government deeds, decisions must be given upon the fairest p ri nciples of 
justice, so that no compleinte may be made* Should persons holding inheritances 
of the above mentioned descriptions rain© or excite disturbances, or commit offen¬ 
ces against the public peace, or should persons possessed of such inheritances die 




without heirs, you will folly investigate the matter and state what may appear 
really just, when His Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent of the 
British Government, will send such orders as may be fit and proper, which must 
be conformed to. 

Aktiojle 3. 

That the inhabitants of your country may be protected, justice must be honestly 
administered, and a proper police established for the prevention and detection of 
thieves and robbers; but if unjust decisions are given, and no good police kept 
up, so that thefts and robberies become of frequent occurrence, and people iu 
consequence may fee obliged to bring forward complaints; in the event of such 
being the case, whatever orders may in consequence be issued by His Highness’s

Article 4. 

Without the knowledge and orders of government no extra troops are to be 
levied or war catered upon with any one* In all cases of domestic disputes about 
relationship and such like, no appeal to arms will be permitted, but information 
is to be sent to government, when such order* as may be sent on the subject, with 
the advice of the Agent of the British Government, must be considered binfling* 

Article 5. 

Excepting those under the government of His Highness, no intercourse Or com¬ 
munication by letter can be allowed with any Chief, such as Bajee Rao Sahib or 
other Princes, Chieftains, Commanders, and others, nor is it permitted to send aid 
to any one ; or to become concerned in the assemblage of any troops whatever. 
This article forms the basis of the present agree merit, and if it is departed from, 
with the advice of the British Government, your possessions shall not be conti* 
aiied. 

Article 6* 

All offender*; and criminals from your country who may take shelter in the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness shall be delivered over to you, and in like manner all offenders 
and criminals from within the territories of His Highness or of the British Govern¬ 
ment, who may enter your country, shall be given up and delivered to whichever 
government they belong. Assistance must be rendered to people of both govern¬ 
ments who may enter into your country in pursuit of such offender*. 

Annate 7, 

Whilst you remain and perform the conditions of your service in good faith 
integrity, and fidelity, your possession* shall he continued without interruption 
on the part of His Highness government, and on this point- the British Govern¬ 
ment is your guarantee, which His Highness’s government approves of and agrees 
to.

Agreement between the Honourable Bhj$i India Company and the Derhmook 
of Phulton; commonly called the Nimbalkur, dated the 22nd April 1820. 

Terms fixed by Captain Jambs Grant Sahib Bahadook on the part of 
the Honourable Company for Rao Sahib Mbherban Jan Rao Naie 
Ntubalkur, Deshmook of Phultun, by which the PRR&utmiH of Pui’ltun 
is made over to him, as ho enjoyed the same fformerly in personal and military 
jaghire, 

Tins district, along with the rest of the country, ha ving come into the posses¬ 
sion of the British Government, it is now freely bestowed as a military jaghire 
in consideration of the antiquity and respectability of the family $ but as, according 
to the terms of the Treaty concluded with His Highness the Rajah of Satara, 
this jagkirs is within the limits of his territory, therefore Jan Rao NaiL Nimhalkur 
is to be considered a jughiredar of His Highnew’s government, but under the 
guarantee of the British Govern merit. 
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The following' Articles are agreed to on the part of ilia British Goverikment 
and Jan Kao Naik 

Article L 

The Pfiiiitun porgUDnaJi haying been possessed up to the war as a persona] 
and military allowance, in like manner it i$ now restored and confirmed. During 
the government of the Peishwa, the contingent was fixed at three hundred and 
fif ty (350) horse, bur in consequence of the country not being in a flourishing state, 
service to the full amount of this number was not insisted upon* 

That Jan Rao Naik may live in affluence and comfort, and also be enabled to 
keep rip his contingent in the most compiet Hate of equipment and nu 1 illness 
for the service, Government have fixed the amount of it at ninety (90) florae, of 
which number seventy-live (75) must always remain in the service of His High¬ 
ness the Rajah of Satara* and the remaining fifteen (15) with the Naik, 

Article 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to be good, the horses of the 
value of from Rupees 3*X) to 100, and to bo always kept ready in the service of 
His Highness^ government. Wherever their services may be required, they are 
to proceed Without any delay or remonstrance. They are to be mustered when¬ 
ever so ordered, and should there be any of t he number deficient } such deficiency 
must be made good at the annual rate of Rupees 300 for each horse, calculated 
from the period at which the former muster took place ; but previous to enforcing 
the demand. His High ness's government will make a representation of the circum¬ 
stances and obtain the concurrence of the British Government* 

Article 3. 

In the event of the contingent being employed in war, under a requisition from 
the British Government, should any hortvs or men in consequence be killed or 
wounded, it in to be dearly understood that nothing in the way of an equivalent 
shall be paid by His Highness’* government. Risks and casualties of ail kinds, 
including the furnishing of ammunition, are included in the allowance. 

Article A . 

The w&ole expense of managing the jaghixe is to be defrayed without any 
ref crimes, to what h Incurred by keeping up the horse. The territorial of the 
British Government and of His Highness being situated dose to the jaghire, in the 
event of any disLurban* o taking place* on the requisition of the inamlutdar of either 
of the Governments, aid must be furnished hy a ready co-operation with all the 
disposable police of the jaghire.

Should persons holding such inheritance or allowance raise 
or excite any disturbance, or commit any offences against- the peace of Ihe^public-, 
or should persons possessed of such rights die without heirs you will fully investi¬ 
gate the matter, and state what may appear really just, when His Highness’s govern¬ 
ment, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, will send such 
orders asniay seem fit., and which must be conformed to. 

Article fi. 

That the subjects of the j ay hire territory may hare protection, justice must 
be prope.rlv administered, and a good police upheld to detect theft* arid to sup¬ 
press gang robberies. 1 f this is not attended to. and the country hctvithou*- justice, 
bo that people ace obliged to complain, the government of His Highness, with 
the advice and assistsnice of the. Agent of the British Government, having under¬ 
stood the matter, will decide on such subjects, mid their decisions must be attend¬ 
ed to ; and further, in regard to such decisions not being attended to, so that 
the, country may become in a stai of mi 9 govenn»»nt, and robberies and other 
crimes of very frequent occurrence, then whatever appears to be, proper measures 
shall be suggested by the Agent of the British Government, and corresponding 
arrangements will be made by His Highness's government.

Without orders teem government no extra troops are to be lev^d. and none 
assembled for the purpose of making war oh any one. In ins i ters of family dis¬ 
putes concerning relationship and such like, no appeal to arms can be permitted, 
bn: the case is to be represented to the Agent of the British Government, who 
will communicate with the government of His Highness, and whatever decision 
is given must be reckoned binding. 

Article 8. 

With the exception of those under the government of His Highness, no inter" 
course ot correspondence by letter ffl to be entered into with such arBajee Kao 
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Sahib, or other Princes, Chieftains* Commanders, and others, nor is any aid or 
assistance by joining the troops of any one to be given- This Article forms the 
basis of the present agreement* and should what is above written be departed from, 
the jaghire will not be continued. 

Article 9. 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire territory, and who 
may take shelter in the dominions of the British Government or of His Highness, 
shall be delivered over to -Tan Bao Naik Nimbalkur, after ^formation has been 
given to the Agent of the British Government, and by fum communicated to the 
British Government, or to the government of His Highness, as the ease may be ; 
and in like manner, all criminals from the territories of the British Government 
or of His Highness shall be delivered up by .Tan Rao Naik to their respective govern¬ 
ments, and assistance must also be rendered to any public servants who may be

As the jaghire district adjoins the territory of Bln Highness, and consequently 
it may be necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or land, either for the 
purpose of distinctly defining the boundary or on account of arrangements in 
the police, therefore, on a representation from the government* of His Highness, 
the Agent of the British Government will arrange such exchanges as may be neces¬ 
sary, having previously ascertained that they will not be injurious to the interests 
of Jan Kao Naik, and such exchanges must be made accordingly.

Agreement on it t part of Hir Highness the Rajah of Sataka respecting R aje- 
shrfe Jan Rao Naik Nimbalkur, Dk shmo ok of the Pheltun Pekgunnah, 
to whom these commands utc issued. 

The pergunnah of Phufturt having been for a long time past possessed by you 
as ji personal and military jagJure, the British Government, therefore, have in their 
liberality freely bestowed and restored the game to you according to terms fixed 
by Captain James Grant Balia door on their part. The country of the jughire 
having come within tie; limits of the territory of tin Hooswor, by the Treaty with 
t e British Government, it lias accordingly been placed under it. and an agreement 
on the part of the British Government hm been made and delivered to you, which 
has been approved of by the Cirear ; and, for the purpose of confirming you in the 
abovementioned jaghire, the Hoossoor has determined as follows :— 

Aim cle 1. 

The pergunnah of Phultun is to be held as a personal ami military jugirire, on 
condition of furnishing ninety (DO) horse, seventy *670 (B>) of which, completely 
equipped^ and the horses good, are always to be kept in the service of the Hoo^oor, 
and the remaining fifteen (15) to remain with you.

I, Jffudhojirao Naik Nimbalkar, hereby cede to the British Government 
full jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, iu those portions of land within my 
State now occupied, or which may hereafter be occupied, by the Railways com¬ 
prised in the Southern Mahratha Railway system, including the land occupied by 
stations, out-buildings, and for other railway purposes; such jurisdiction to be 
exercised by the British Government for so long as the land shall bo required for 
the purposes of the said railways and to be restored to me or to my successors 
when, the land is no longer so required. 

Executed at Phaltan this 16th day of July 1886.

Jath. 

Juth is one of the Satara Tagirs and is of no great antiquity. 

The family of the Dophles of Jath derive their name from the village 
of Uaphlapu; in the .Tath pargtoa. They are descended from 
Satwajirao G.tyvan, l’atil of Daphlapur, to whom a Deshmukki watiin 
was granted by Ali Adil Shah, King of Bijapur, in 1680, and who ac¬ 
quired Jagirs of two Mahals, Jath and Kurajgi, from the Emperor 
Anrangzeb in 1700. 

The Agreement (No. I) of the British Government in 1820 was made 
with Ilenuka Bai, first widow of Khanaji Bap hie, late Chief of the 
Jath State. The Estate passed from her to the second widow, Sain Bai, 
on whose death in, 1823 Itamruo Dftpble, the head of a younger branch 
of the family, succeeded. In 1827 the Jagiv was attached by the Raja 
of Satara to pay off the Chief's debts. Aftei their liquidation the 
Estate was restored in 1S41 to Bhagirathi Bai, widow of Rainrao. The 
British Government have more than once interfered to adjust the pecuni¬ 
ary affairs of the Tagir. 

In 18ti2 the Ruler of Tilth received a Sauad of Adoption (see Simla- 
pui 1 Agency No. II). 

Tr» 1873, in consequence of numerous compbmits of oppression on the 
part of the Tagirdur, Amritrao Daphle, ho was deprived of nil civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and a Karbari was appointed with certain limited 
powers for a time; but the subsequent contumacy of the. Tagirdur rendered 
it necessary to us.uuite the whole management of the Tagir. 'Jho ad* 
ministration was made over to the Chief in 1885 on certain specified 
conditions, which were laid down in greater detail in 1887. These condi¬ 
tions he made no attempt whatever to fulfil, and in 1891 it was found 
necessary in the interests of the State to deprive him of all authority, 
an annual allowance of Its. 20,009 being granted to him. The State 
was at the same time transferred from the Bijapur to the Kolhapur and 
Southern Mali ratio Country Agency. 

In .1888 the State entered into an agreement whereby its nbkafri 
revenue was leased to the British Government for ten years. The agree¬ 
ment has since been periodically continued: the present Agreement (*«| 
Southern Mahratta Country States Agency No. XX) having been con¬ 
cluded for a period of ten years from tlie 1st August 1924, 

Amritruo died in January 1892, and was succeeded on the 13th Janu¬ 
ary 1893 by Ramrao Amritrao, who was adopted by,, the senior widow 
of Amritrao. 

The cultivation of poppy and manufacture of opium in the State are 
prohibited, and an Agreement (gee Surat Agency No. IX) was entered 
into in 1895. 



In September 1901 the State was again transferred from the Kolhapur 
and Southern Mahratta Country to the Rijapur Agency. 


The prohibition of cultivation of hemp in the State was agreed to, 
and the hemp drugs revenue leased to the British Government, in 1904. 
Since then, the lease has been renewed at (Inherent periods, the latest 
occasion being in 1926, when it, was renewed for 10 years from the 1st 
April 1925, 

The Estate of Daphlapur was restored to its parent State of Jath 
consequent on the death, on the 13th January 1917, of Rani Bai Sftheb 
Daphle, in accordance with the decision of 1.861 of the Bom buy Govern* 
ment which was subsequently confirmed by the Secretary of State. 

In 1937 tire Chief ceded (No. II) full jurisdiction over hinds acquir¬ 
ed for the Pandharpur-Miraj extension of the Bars! bight Railway. 

Itainrao Amritruo died on the 14th August 1928 and Wttfl succeeded 
by his eldest son, the present Chief, Vijaynsinh Raiurao, alias 
Babaaaheb Dap hie, bom on the 31st July 19U9. 

The Chief has full civil and revenue jurisdiction, His criminal 
jurisdiction is unlimited subject to the proviso that for capital offences 
he can only try his own subjects except with the permission of the 
Political Agent. 

The area of Jath is 980-8 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921. 82,664; and the gross revenue Its. 3,35,971. 

The Jagmlar pays to the British Government Ha. 6,400 a year in 
Keu of a service of 50 horsemen, a tribute of Rb. 4,847' on account of 
certain rights inherited from the Rajas of Satara, and some other small 
sums on account of rights m other districts. He also pays Ks. 968*M 
to the Pant Pratimdlri from the revenues of certain villages. 

The State possesses (1926) 54 Armed Police. 

The State was liable hi the operation oi the nassamna rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion oi the (A cm nation Darliar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Agreement between the British Government and the Duflayxuji, dated 

22nd April 1820. 

Terms feed by Captain James Grant Sabir Bahadoor on the part of 
the Honourable Company Bahaboor for XJsmut Puna Renooka Bax 
Duplay Deshmook of Jut and Kurzgei, by which the Jut and Kurzgee 
P ergunnah; are made over to her. 

These districts were formerly held as a personal and military jaghire, and 
having come into the possession of the British Government along with the rest of 
the country, they are now freely restored in consideration of the antiquity and 
respectability of the family, to be held as formerly in personal and military jaghire. 
But as these districts came within the limits of the territory of His Highness the 
Rajah of Satara, according to the Treaty with the British Government* therefore 
Renooka Bai Du flay is to be considered a jaghiredar of His Highness's government, 
but under the guarantee of the British Government,

forms the basis of the present agreement, and should what is above written tie de¬ 
parted from, with the advice of the Agent of the British Government, the jaglriro 
will not be continued. 

Aim ole 9* 

All persons having committed crimes within the jaghire country, and who 
may" take shelter in the territory of flis Highness shall be delivered over to you ; 
all criminals from within the territories of His Highness or of the British Govern¬ 
ment shall ho delivered up to their respective governments, and every assistance 
must be rendered to people of either government who may enter your country in 
pursuit of such offenders. 

Article 10, 

Whilst you continue to perform the terms of your service in good faith, in¬ 
tegrity and fidelity, your jag hire riiall be held without any interruption on the 
part of the Clrcar; on this point the British Government is your guarantee, which 
Ilia Highness's government agrees to. 

Article 11. 

All titles and all customary forms of respect, hitherto enjoyed by you shall 
be continued. All requests on your part which nmy hr reasonable and proper 
gkaii be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be agreed to, 
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Article 1.2. 

As your jaghire adjoins the territory of His Highness, and consequently it may 
he necessary to effect exchanges of land or items of revenue, either for the purpose 
of distinct! \ defining the boundary, or for police arrangements, therefore such 
exchanges shall take place with the advice and assistance of the Agent of the 
British Government, provided they are not injurious to your interests* 

Article 13* 

You must appear in personal att endance yearly at the festival of the Dusgeraij, 
and aUo attend oil all occasions of ceremony or congratulation when your attend¬ 
ance may he required by His Highness, You must also bo in personal attendance 
whenever the establishment of His Highness may move to any great distance.

THE AGENT FOR SARDARS IN THE DECCAN* 

The Waik ve, 

Shaikh Mira of Wai was an infantry officer in the service of the Raja 
of Satara. On the return of Salmji from imprisonment Shaikh Mira 
espoused his cause and was rewarded with the rent-free grant of the 
village of Pasartii, a pension of Rs. 1,800 a month* and promotion to 'he 
command of 60 horsemen, for the maintenance of whom he held assign¬ 
ments to the amount of Its. 40,000. The pension ceased on the death of 
the first Shaikh Mira, and the revenue assignments have since fallen to 
Re, 18,000, which, with Ptts&rai, are still held by the family. The 
Engagement (No. I) concluded in 1820, was modified by the amendment 
of the schedule of 1820 attached to the Satara Treaty of the 25th Sep-* 
tember 1819 (&ee Lapsed States No, XIV), 

After the death of Shaikh Azim-ncj-din in 1891, the affairs of the 
Saranj&m were for some time the subject of litigation. In 1892 the 
Privy Council affirmed the rights of Government in disposing of the 
Estate: and in 1894 the Government of India resumed the Sar&njam 
and re-granted it to Ghulam Jilani, younger brother of Shaikh Azim-utl- 
dm. 

During mb minority the Saranjaivi was under the management of the 
Agent for the Sardars in the Decan. The Estate was handed over to 
him in 1909, In 1912 he was made a First Class Sardar of the Deccan 
for rank and precedence only.

kowmzm concluded with Subikh MxfiA Wabkor, dated the 3rd July 1820. 

Terms fixed by Captain James Grant, on the part of the Honourable Coh- 
PANY, for Sheikh Miba Wakkur, hy which the jaghires, etc. (with the ex¬ 
ception of Pjbbounnah Puryapore, Pbant Wurad, Mouza Beqlee, Per- 
ounnah Seiralleb, Mouza Pilsee, Pbant Waeb) are made over to him. 

These jaghires, etc., were formerly held hy you as a personal and military 
jagbkft ; but having come into the possession of the British Government along 
with the rest of the country, they a?e now restored, in considoration of the anti¬ 
quity and respectability of the family, to be held, as formerly, in personal and mil¬ 
itary jaghiros. But as these jaghires, etc,, came within the limits of the terri¬ 
tory of His Highness the Rajah of Satam, according to the Treaty with the 
British Government, therefore Sheikh Mira Waekur is to be considered a jagbirc- 
dar of His Highness's government, hut under the guarantee of the British Gov¬ 
ernment. The following Articles are agreed to on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment and Sheikh Mira Waekur:— 

Article 1 

The pergnimah of Yerndole, Prant Khaadesh, and the pergtomahs in u Swu- 
desh ” (Peiahwa’fi territory), were granted after fixing the tf khttndneo -’(tribute). 
Formerly you had to furnish 63 horse to the Peishwa’s government; but as pox- 
gutmah Duryapore, etc., were attached, and as the country was not in a flourishing 
state, full service to that amount was not demanded. That Sheikh Mira Waekur 
may live in comfort and affluence, and also be enabled to keep up the contingent 
in the most complHe state of equipment, government have fixed the present 
contingent, at ten (IQ) horse, which must be kept up constantly in the service of 
His Highness the Rajah of S&tara. 

Article 2. 

The horses and men forming the contingent are to bn good, the horses of the 
value of from Rupees 300 to 400, to be always present in the service of His High¬ 
ness, and to proceed, without delay or remonstrance, whenever their .services 
may be required. They arc to be mustered whenever so ordered, and should 
there be any deficiency in the number, such deficiency must be made good at the 
annual rate of Rupees 300 each horse, to be calculated from the period of the 
former muster ; but previous t;o enforcing the demand, a representation of the cir¬ 
cumstances will bo made by His Highness's government, to the Agent of the British 
Government, and his concurrence obtained. 

Article 3. 

fn the event of the contingent being employed in war under a requisition 
from the British Government, and should any men or horses in consequence be 
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killed or wounded, it is to be dearly understood thai; nothing in the way of equi¬ 
valent shall be paid by the government of Hi a Highness. Itisks and casualties 
of all kinds, ns well as the furnishing of ammunition, are included in the allow¬ 
ance. 

Article 4. 

The whole expense of managing the jaghire is to be defrayed without reference 
to what is incurred by keeping up the horse. Vs the territories of the British 
Government and of His Highness adjoin the jaghire, it is therefore determined 
that in the event of any disturbance taking place in them, on the r«juidr.on 
of the mambitdars of either government, aid shall be furnished by a ready co¬ 
operation with all the disposable police of the jaghire. 

Article 5. 

Whatever mam villages, wuttuns. and other allowances have hitherto be¬ 
longed to Sheikh Mira Waokur within the. territories of the British Government 
or of Hie Highness shall be continued; and whatever items of revenue belonging 
to His Highness’s government may be within the jaghire. shall be continued to be 
paid. All doornail a villages and land, wurshasun, dhurmadao, dewasthan, 
Tozindar, khyrat, nemuook^ daruk, etc., within the. jaghire must be continued as 
they are at present All persons having possessions on government deeds are 
not to be interfered with ; such interruptions as might exist from temporary causes 
at the time charge was received (from the British Government) are to be examined, 
and the claims justly settled ; care must be taken that no just cause of complaint 
may bo brought forward on such points. In cases when any of the above-men¬ 
tioned possessors of inheritance or allowance shall behave improperly, it will be 
necessary to acquaint the Agent of the British Government with the particulars, 
who, in' conjunction with His Highness’s government, will intimate what course 
is to be pursued either in respect to punishment or resumption. Should persons 
holding such inheritances or allowances raise or excite any disturbances, or commit 
any often cos against the peace of the public, or should persons possessed of such 
rights die without heirs, you will fully investigate the matter and state what ap¬ 
pears really just, when Hi? Highness’s government, with the advice of the Agent 
of the British Government, will send such orders as may seem fit, and which must 
be conformed to. 

Article 6. 

That the inhabitants of the jaghire territory may be protected, justice must 
be properly dispensed, and a good police upheld to detect theft, and suppress 
gang robberies. If this is not attended to, and the country be without justice, 
so that people are obliged to complain, the government of His Highness, with 
the advice and assistance of the Agent of the British Government, having under¬ 
stood the matter, will decide on such subjects, and their decisions must be attended 
to ; and further, in regard to such decisions not being attended to, so that the 
country may fall into a state of nongovernment, and robberies and other crimes

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become ol very frequent occurrence, in such an event* whatever may appear to 
be the most proper measures shall be suggested by the Agent of the British Govern¬ 
ment* and corresponding arrangements will be mado by His Highness's govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 7,

With the exception of those under the government of His Highness, no inter¬ 
course or communication by letter is to be entered info with each as Bajec Kao 
Sahib* or other Princes, Chieftains* Commanders, and others, nor is any aid: or 
assistance by joining the troops of any one to be given. This Article forms the 
basis of the present agreement, and should what is written above be departed 
from, the jagbire will not be continued* 

Article 9. 

AH persons having committed crimes within the Jagbire country, who may 
take shelter in the territories of the British Government or of His Highness, shall 
be delivered over to Rheikb Mira Waekur* after information has been given to the 
Agent of the British Government, and by him communicated to the British Govern¬ 
ment, or to the government of His Highness, as the case may he ; and in like manner 
all criminals from the territories of the British Government or of His Highness 
shall be delivered up by Sheikh Mira W&ckur to their respective governments, 
and assistance must be rendered to people of either government who may be sent 
for the apprehension of such offenders. 

Article 10* 

Whilst you, Sheikh Mira Waoknr, shall continue to fulfil the terms of your 
service in good faith, integrity and fidelity, your jagbire shall be held without, 
any interruption from His Highness Government; on thi« point the British Gov¬ 
ernment is your guarantee* 

Article II. 

All titles and forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall he continued* 
All requests on the part of the jaghitedar which may be reasonable and proper 
shall be granted, but such as are otherwise shall not be agToed to* 

Article 1 2 * 

A& the jaghfre districts adjoin the territory of His Highness, and it may be 
necessary to effect exchanges of items of revenue or lend for the purpose either 
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of defining the boundary or for police arrangements, therefore or a representation 
from the government of His Highness, the Agent of the British Government will 
arrange such exchanges as may be necessary, provided they are not injurious to 
the interests of the jaghimlars, and such exchanges must be made accordingly. 

The above 12 Articles naust fee observed.

Translation of a Yad executed by His Highness the Rajah of Satara respecting 
Soojavut Shaab Sheikh Mika Waekur, to whom these orders are issued. 

The whole of the jaghiro, etc., enjoyed by you havo, with the rest of the country, 
reverted to the British Government; but m that government has been pleased, 
in consideration of the antiquity of your family, to guarantee to yon the villages 
held up to the war, excepting pergunnah Durvapore, Plant Wurad, mou?M Bholee, 
pergunnah Sfnr&lee, and mouza Pulsee, Prant Waee, by a Yad of 12 paragraphs 
executed to you by Captain James Grant, the British Resident, whereof having 
been constituted a jaghitedar of this State during the pleasure of the British Govern¬ 
ment;, you are to conduct, yourself towards it like the other jaghiredars mentioned 
jq the Treaty, and as a Yad has been executed to you by the British Government, 
His Highness approves of the same, and for the continuation of the villages to you 
determines as follows, viz .:— 

Article J. 

The pergunnah of Yerudolc, Prant Khandesh, and other possessions in the 
Deccan are hereby eon tinned and confirmed to you. Formerly you had to main¬ 
tain a contingent of 63 horse for the service of the Peisbwa’s government; hut 
as pergunnah Dtiryapore, etc., has now been resumed, and as you have sus¬ 
tained loss in the remaining iimuts, His Highness, to enable you to support your¬ 
self and to keep the horse and men of your contingent in good order for service 
throughout the year, reduces the contingent to 10 horse, which you arc always 
to maintain for the service of the Satara State. 

Article 2. 

The contingent is to he efficient, the horses to be of the value from Rupees 
300 to 400, and the men in a complete static of equipment.; the contingent to be al¬ 
ways kept present for the service of His Highness ; they should attend muster 
when ordered, and proceed to whatever place directed without delay or remon¬ 
strance. Should it appear, however, on muster that any number of the contin¬ 
gent is deficient, His Highness will* with he concurrence of the British Govern- 
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ment, oblige you to rebind in the proportion of Rupees 300 per annum a horse 
for the whole period of sueh deficiency, according to the terms of the agree¬ 
ment entered into with yon. 


Article 3. 


In the event of your contingent being employed in war by His Highness 
with the concurrence of the British Resident, no rernunoration on account of the 
wounded and slain will be granted ; but all such risks and casualties, as well as 
the supply of ammunition, are included in the grant. 


Article 4. 


You arc to defray the expense of your civil establishment as well as of the 
contingent. Should any commotion or disturbance occur in the districts either 
of His Highness the Rajah or of the British Government, you are, on the requi¬ 
sition of the irtamhitdars of either government, to aid and co-operate with them 
with the police in your districts. 


Article 5. 


The villages, umuls, and wufcfcuns, efcc M in His Highness the Rajah's country* 
held up to the war will be confci rmed to you ; the government also retaining its 
umuls in your lands, All doomaUa villages, doomalla inam lands, wurahasuns, 
dhurmadaos, dewastkans, rozmdars, khyrats, and item nooks, etc,, as well as the 
rights of darukdars, arc to be continued to the several parties as heretofore without 
objection, together with the lands held by virtue of Sunmids, although they may 
have been on certain grounds placed under attachment. Should any of the parties 
enumerated above act improperly, or die intestate, you are to report the same to 
this government, when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Govern¬ 
ment, will award punishment to the offender, or direct the resumption of the land, 
as may appear expedient. If any jemadar creates a riot, ot raises rebellion in 
your country, or refuses to acknowledge your supremacy, or if a wnttundar dies 
intestate, you should attach the wuttun and report the matter to government, 
when His Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, will issue such 
orders as may appear expedient, and to .which you are to conform accordingly. 

Article 0, 

You should endeavour to make your subjects happy, distribute justice im¬ 
partially, and adopt measures for the prevention of theft, murder mid other 
crimes ; if these are not done, and if justice is not administered properly, and 
complaints arc made to this government. His Highness, in conjunction with the 
British Resident, will enquire into the complaints, and issue such orders as may 
appear necessary, to which yon are to conform ; but if you do not do so, and the 
country continue in a state of m i ago v eminent, and crimes are of frequent occur- 
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tcnce, ITia Higlmees will, with the occurrence of the British Resident, adopt 
such preventive measures as may Appear expedient to hurt. 

Abtioae 7. 

You should rot, without the knowledge of this government, muster a force 
and engage in hostilities with any person : if any dispute arises among you res¬ 
pecting " bhow puna ” rights* etc., yon should quietly refer the matter to this 
government, when Bis Highness, with the concurrence of the British Resident, 
will issue the necessary orders in the case, ami to which you are to conform. 

ARTICLE Bp 

With the exception of the subjects of this government, yon are to hold no 
intercourse nor to carry on correspondence with Bajce Rao Rughoonaifth or any 
other Prince or Chieftain, etc-; if you do, your country will ho resumed. 

Article 9. 

Should an offender from your country take shelter within the territories of 
His Highness you arc to report the name to thi- government, when measures 
will be taken to apprehend the offender and make him over to you. In like 
manner, offenders from the territories of His Highness or of the British Govern¬ 
ment taking shelter within your jagLire should be ini mediately apprehended and 
delivered up by you to whichever government they may belong. Further, you 
are to aid and assist the officers of either gov mm Kit who may enter your juris¬ 
diction in pursuit of offenders. 

Article 10. 

So long as you continue in good faith and render faithful service* your jaghire 
villages, etc,, will be continued to you uninterruptedly by this government, for 
which you have the guarantee of the British Government, and which is agreed to 
by His Highness. 

Article 11, 

All titles and customary forms of respect hitherto enjoyed by you shall be 
continued. You are to represent all your affairs to this government; stick re- 
quests as are reasonable will ho granted, and such as arc not will be refused. 

Article 1 % 

As the territory of His Highness and of the British Government adjoins your 
jaghir , it might be necessary at a future period ^.o effect certain territorial ex¬ 
changes, with the advice of the British Resident, for the good of the country and 
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for the purpose of defining distinctly the boundaries of the two governments; 
care being taken to secure you from loss ; you are required to agree to this arrange* 
meat. 


Article 13. 


You are to attend on His Highness annually at the celebration of the Dusserah 
festival, as also at other times when your presence may be required. You are also 
to accompany His Highness whenever he may proceed on a long journey. 

The circumstances contained in the foregoing 13 paragraphs are confirmed.

Tbe Savants wore hereditary deslimukhs of War? near Goa. They 
are of the Biiousla family and still bear that liable. The family is an 
old. one, but the first Chief of note was Kheru Savant, who in 1701 
received from Sahuji, the successor u£ Shivaji, a deed confirming him in 
his possessions in full sovereign tv, and assigning to him, conjointly with 
the Chief of Kolaba, half the revenues of the Salshi Mahal. 

The first Chief with whom the British Government formed relations 
was his nephew Phond Savant, who succeeded in 1709. The Treaty 
(No, I), which was concluded in 1700, was offensive and defensive against 
Kanhoji Angriu, the piratical Chief of Kolaba. Phond Savant was 
succeeded in 1738 by his grandson, Rimicluuidra Sft^afit, and he in 
1755 by his son Khem Savant, whose rule was one long war with various 
Mahratta Chiefs, particularly the Baja of Kolhapur, and with the 
Portuguese, in the course of which he lost some of his best districts. His 
piracies provoked the British Government, who in 1765 sent an expedition 
against him and captured the fort of Beri, which they named Fort 
Augustus. The fort, however, was restored on his signing a Treaty in 
1765 (No. II), by which he ceded all the lands between the rivers Karli 
and Salshi from the sea to the foot of the hills, and hound himself to 
pay a lakh of rupees for the expenses of the expedition; to allow free 
trade; and to permit the British to build a factory in his territories. 
The treaty was not observed, and the following year another {No. Ill) 
was concluded, by which treaty Khem Havant ceded the fort of Vingorla 
for thirteen years, or for such further time as the indemnity should 
remain unpaid. 

Khem Savant died in 1803 without male issue, and there ensued a 
civil war regarding the succession. In 1805 the war terminated by the 
widow of Khem Savant adopting Itamchandra Savant, or Bhau Saheb, 
who was murdered in 1807. He was succeeded by Phond Savant, who 
ruled till 1812, under the regency of Tlurga Bai f second widow of Khem 
Savant. Shortly before his death, ia consequence of repeated piracies 
committed by his subjects, a Treat (No. IV) was negotiated in 1812 
with him for the suppression of piracy. He wa& required to cede the fort 
of Vingorla, and to promise to cede the forts of Beri and Neoti, if pira¬ 
cies were committed in future. All vessels leaving Neoti were sub¬ 
jected to search by the British authorities. To th is treaty it was pro¬ 
posed to add supplementary article , ceding absolutely the forts of Reri 
and Neoti, and binding the Baja to abstain from hostilities with other 
States and to refer all disputes to ibe arbitration of the British Govern* 
ment, who, on their part, were to guarantee the territories then in the 



RajV* possession against the aggression of all foreign powers. But, as 
the terms of these articles were believed to interfere with some supposed 
claims of the Poshwa tu supremacy over Savautva&i, these negotiations 
were never prosecuted to a conclusion. 

On the death of Phond Savant, his son, Klicni Savant, succeeded, 
Durga Bai being again Regent. She commenced her rale 5>y forcibly 
occupying the forts of Bharatgarh and Narsingarh, which had been 
wrested from Savantyadi a few years before by the Baja of Kolhapur, 
the integrity of whose territories the British Government were by a 
recent treaty bound to defend. The Rani rejected all proposals for an 
amicable adjustment of the dispute, and Savantvadi was therefore de¬ 
clared to be in a state of war. The district# of Maland and Yarad, inter¬ 
laced with the territory in Mai wan which had been ceded to the British 
Government by Kolhapur, were seized, and preparations were made for 
the invasion of Sv antvadi. Hostilities, however, were suspended in 
consequence of the anarchy which prevailed in Savantvadi, arising out 
of disputes between Durga Bai, supported by Sambhaji Savant, and 
another Rani, Dadi Bai, sup ported by Chinidroba. The latter wished 
to place in power a person pretending to fee the Bbau Saheb, who, they 
alleged* had not been murdered in 1807. Durga Bai was reduced to 
great difficulties, and offered to adjust all causes of quarrel if the 
British Government would support her cause. Interference, however ( 
was declined. In the meantime the Chiefs who headed the rival factions 
seized forte and plundered on their own account. Their depredations 
extended to British territory During the war with the Peshwa also, 
Durga Bai, who had again recovered much of her former power, threaten¬ 
ed the invasion of British territories, and did what she could to support 
the Peshwa’s cause. The depredations committed in British territory 
did not cease even after the overthrow of the Peshwa; and it was found 
impossible longer to postpone hostilities with Savantvadw A force was 
marched into the country, and terms were offered after the capture of 
the forts of Y ash wan tgath or Ren and Neoth Meanwhile Durga Bai 
had died, and the regency had been assumed by the two Ranis, Savitri 
Bai and Narmada Bat, the surviving widows of Khein Savant, The 
terms offered were readily accepted, and a Treaty (No, V) was concluded 
on the 17th February 1819, by which the British Government agreed 
if, protect the State of Savantvadi, and the regency acknowledged British 
supremacy and agreed to abstain from political i it ter course with other 
States, to deliver up to the British Government persons guilty of offences 
in British territory, to cede the whole line of sea-coast from the Karli 
riter to the boundaries of the Portuguese possessions, and to receive 
British troops into Snvantvadi. In consideration of the readiness with 
which these terms were accepted, a portion of the territory which had 
been ceded to the British Government, yielding a net revenue of 
Its, 30,000, waft by Treaty (No, VI) restored in the following year. 
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In 1820 thrive Agreements were mediated between the Kolhapur and 
Savantvadi Darbars. The first (No, VII) regulated the amount of 
revenue to be paid to the tori oi Rungna from the district of Mangaon; 
the second (No, VIII) iixed the revenue payable to the fort of Manohar- 
garh from the district of Manuhur; and the third (No. IX) transferred 
the village of Sivapur from Savoatrodi to Kolhapur, in exchange for 
another village. In 1822 the revenue 1 assignments for the forts were 
commuted to a money payment of Pirkh&bi Rupees 7,834-6-8 to Kolha* 
pur ; but in 1826 a tract of country yielding the same amount was trans¬ 
ferred to Kolhapur by the British Government, and thereafter the money 
payment was made by Savantvadi to the British Government, 

Khem Savant was entrusted with the administration of the State in 
1822, His affairs soon got into disorder, and in 1830, and again in 
1832, he received the assistance of British troops to suppress rebellion. 
On the latter occasion he was required to execute a Treaty (No, X) s by 
which he bound himself not to remove his Minister without the sanction 
of the British Government-; to adopt such measures of reform as the 
British Government might sanction; and to pay the cost of any troops 
required for the settlement of his affairs. 

The mismanagement of the country under Kltem Savant was in no 
way lessened by the measures adopted under these treaties; and the 
Sardars of the State became almost in dependent of Ins authority . In 
1838, therefore, the British Government assumed the management of 
the State (No* XI) with the consent of the Chief who, at the same 
time, transferred (No, XT!) to them the right to levy land and sea eus- 
toms in Savantvudi on their agreeing to pay him annually a siim equal 
to the average amount realised in the three preceding years. 

The turbulent Surdars several times rebelled and attempted to throw 
off the control of the British Government, more particularly in 183.9 and 
1844; but the outbreaks were suppressed, and the country hiis since 
remained quiet. 

In 1845 the Saytmtyadi mint was suppressed and British coinage 
introduced* 

In 1846 the fort of Main bar and the possessions below the Ghats 
appertaining to it were tramtorred from the Kolhapur 8late to Savant- 
vadi for control and management. In 1863 all pecuniary and territorial 
claims of Kolhapur connected with the Munolmr fort and certain villages 
of the fort of Prasiihgark were settled, and in lieu thereof a fixed sum 
of Its. 3,898-10-2 is annually paid by the SevaTitvadi State to Kolhapur. 

In 1857 no attempt was made to disturb the peace* 

Khem Savant, who had received a Ran ad of Adoption in 1862 (see 
Surat Agency No. i Y), died in 1867 and was succeeded by his son, Fhond 
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Sava lit or Anna Saheb, who bad joined (he rebel Sardara in 18 44, and 
after the suppression of the disturbances found a refuge at Goa. He 
was subsequently allowed to return to Savant vadi, but was declared to 
have forfeited his position as heir to the gaddi • In 1861, however, he 
was pardoned and recognised as heir to the Chief skip, on the condition 
that the debt due to the British Government on account of the expenses 
incurred in putting down the insurrection in 1844 should be cleared oft, 
and that nazaraua of a year’s revenue should be paid on the succession 
of Phond Savant, who should then enter into an agreement to protect 
his subjects and pay for tlie expense of a British Agent and his estab¬ 
lishment. The debt, amounting to more than O 5 ink Its of rupees, was 
paid off in 1862, and on the accession of Phond Savant in 1867 the pre¬ 
scribed naaaraua was levied. The'incapacity of the new Chief made it 
necessary to impose more stringent restrictions on his independence of 
action than had been contemplated in 1S61 ; he was therefore required, 
among other stipulations, to accept the scheme of administration which 
had been introduced by British authority; to refrain from making any 
organic changes, except with the previous approval of Government; 
and to submit for the approval of the British Government the name oi ; 
any person whom he might wish to nominate as Minister or Secretary. 

In 1867 the Euler of Savantvadi was granted a permanent salute of 
9 guns. 

Anna Sahel) died in 1809, before the conclusion of the formal agree¬ 
ment which it had been proposed to take from him. He was succeeded 
by his only son, Eaghunath Savant, who was not installed owing to bis 
misconduct and incapacity. He died in 1899, and was succeeded by his 
cousin, Sri Bam Savant Bhonsle, on payment of a nsKarana of 
Its. 1,96,458-8. 

Sri Ram Savant died on the 24th April 1913 and was succeeded by 
his only son the present Sar Desai Kin m Savant Bhonsle alias Bupu 
Saheb, born on the 20th August 1897. During his minority the adminis¬ 
tration was carried on by the Political Agent up to the 14th September 
1916, when modifications were introduced. The appointment of a resi¬ 
dent Political Agent was abolished and his duties were entrusted, to the 
Collector of Belgautn: and an Administrator waft appointed foT the 
State, to work under the general supervision of the Collector. 

Sar Desai Kbern Savant Bhonsle served in Mesopotamia daring the 
Great War. 

In 1931 the Ruler of Savantvadi was granted a permanent- local salute 
of 11 guns within hia own territory. 

Sar Beaai Khem Savant Bhonalu was invested with full powers on 
the 29th October 1924 and the admin iatration of the State was handed 
over to him on the same day. 
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The area a! Savantvadi is 925 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 200,449; and the gross revenue Rb. 7,63,827. 

The Savantvadi Local Corps, which had a sanctioned strength of 250 
men, was amalgamated with the Armed Police in 1909- The Stats has 
(1926) 187 Armed Police with 2 serviceable guns. 

The Ruler enjoys plenary jurisdiction, that is power to try for capital 
offences, without permission from the Political Agent, all persons in his 
territories except Kuropeans* iiicluding European British subjeels, 
Americans, Government servants and other British subjects. 

The State waft liable to the operation of the nassaranu rules up to 
UH1 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Durbar, all such levies 
were abolished.

Articles of Peace and Friendship agreed on and concluded by Robert Cowan, 
Esq., President and Governor of Bombay, for and in behalf of the Honour¬ 
able English East India Company, and Bapajes Kaiqub, Chief Ogmman- 
deb at. Sea for Pondesaunt Sardes Ay of Cuddall, for and in behalf of the 
said Sahdksay,—1729-30. 

Article 1, 

That there i-shall henceforward for ever be a firm peace and friendship betwixt 
the said Honourable English East India Company, their servants and subjects 
and the said Sard easy, his subjects, and vassals, by land and sea, under the fol¬ 
lowing conditions 

Article 2 '* 

That in case the fleet of the said Sardes ay shall, at any time, meet at sen any 
ships or vessels under English colours, whether of war or merchandize, they shall 
not molest them, but on discovery that they belong to the English, give them all 
the assistance, they can ; and in ease of meeting with a single vessel they shall not, 
after showing her colours, chase her with more than one galMvat, to be certainly 
informed that she is really English ; in like manner, when the vessels of war of the 
said Honourable Company shall meet at sea the fleet or vessels of the said Bardeaay, 
they shall permit them to pass unmolested on showing their colours, and sending a 
g alii vat or other small embarkation to certify who they are, 

Abticle 3. 

If at any time, through stress of weather, or any other accident, any vessels 
belonging to the English should be drove ashore and shipwrecked in the ports or 
territories of the said Sardesay, they shall not be forfeited ; on the contrary, all 
aid and assistance shall be given the people belonging to them in saving and pre¬ 
serving the said vessels and their cargoes, and free liberty granted to transport or 
dispose of what is so saved, as they shall think proper, without paying any salvage, 
custom* or duty whatever for the same; and the like shall be observed with all 
vessels belonging to the subjects of the said Sardesay that shall meet with the like 
misfortune in the ports or territories of the said Honourable Company, 

Article 4. 

The ports, places, and settlements of the said Honourable Company and the 
said Sardesay shall be free and open to the subjects and servants of both to navi¬ 
gate and trade in on paying the respective duties that are usually paid at the said 
ports and places, or that shall be hereafter stipulated and agreed on. 

Article 5. 

The sons of Canojee Augria being professed enemies to the Honourable Company 
and the said Sardesay it is agreed that the joint endeavour of both shall be exerted 
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to destroy the said enemy, the Honourable Company by their vessels of war by aea 
distressing them as much as possible, and the Sardesay both hv land and sea as 
much as in his power; and when a proper opportunity oilers, the said President 
and Governor, in behalf of the said Honourable Company, promises to give the 
said S&rdemy what assistance he can to destroy the said enemy by uniting one or 
more of the Honourable Company’s vessels of war with the fleet o£ the Sardesay, 
the better to obtain the end desired : but in case of such an union of the marine 
force of both parties, the chief command of the united force shall remain to the 
English Commander* 

Article 6. 

That the Honourable Company shall supply the Sardesay with such artillery 
and warlike stores as he may want, and they can conveniently spare at reasonable 
prices. 

Article 7, 

That these Articles agreed on and concluded shall be exchanged and ratified 
by the said President and Governor under the seal of the said Honourable Company, 
and by the said Sardesay tinder his proper seal, in six months from the date hereof, 
or sooner if opportunity offers, 

Dane in Bombay Castle, the 12th day of January 1729-30, 

Ratified by the Governor of Bombay on 17th April 1730.

Articles of Agreement with the Bhonsla, concluded at the Fort at Raree, 

the 7th April 1765. 

Article I. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship re-established between the 
Honourable Company and Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, their successors and heira: 
and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of peace, Khom Saw ant, 
the Rhonda, agrees to send two hostages of note, with their families, to reside at 
Bombay, and to be maintained at hia charge. 

Article 2. 

The Bhonsla renounces all pretensions which ho has heretofore formed, or might 
form, to the lands and tenements situated between the rivers of Kariee and Salse© 
from the sea-shore up to the foot of the ghauts, which he- cedes and guarantees to 
the Honourable Company in full right, and will put them in possession of the same, 
m likewise the sovereignty of the said river and the islands therein; but the 
Bh<mda requests and hopes the Honourable Company will cause the amount of 
one-third ol the annual revenues of the mid lands and tenements to be paid him, 
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either in money or Europe staples, or in grain. In consideration of his agreeing 
to and fulfilling the lOfch Article, the Honourable Company, on their part, renounce 
all pretensions to the lands, rents, revenues, and tributes, which now or heretofore 
did pay obedience, rents, or tributes to the Malw&ns in any part of this country to 
the south of the river Karlee. and cedes and guarantees the same in full r*gbt to 
the Bhonsla* 

Article 3, 

The Bbonria agrees to pay to the Honourable Company one lakh of Rupees 
as the restitution for the expenses they have been at during the trouble subsisting 
between the contracting parties; half to be paid in eight days from the time in 
which this Treaty is concluded. Rupees 25,000 within 12 months of this date, and 
the remainder Rupees 25,000 within three years from the date hereof- 

Article 4. 

The Bhonda will not, by any menaces or otherwise, directly or indirectly deter 
the inhabitants of the different districts or villages ceded to the Honourable Com¬ 
pany from living in them peaceably ; arid furthermore, will oblige all the inhabitants, 
with their families, who belonged to or lived in the aforesaid districts, who have 
quitted them, or may hereafter leave them, to return to their habitations. 

Article 6. 

The English subjects and the subjects of the Bhormk .shall have free liberty of 
trade and commerce with each other without any hindrance or molestation. 

Article 6, 

The Rhonsla will permit the Honourable Company to build a factory or factories 
on any part of his territories adjacent to the sea-shore for vending their commodities, 
and to keep there such servants and people as they shall think necessary for con¬ 
ducting the same; and should any of the merchants or others, his subjects, become 
debtors to the English, they shah have liberty to imprison their persons, or iwiz& 
their effects, and vend them till mimi action is obtained, 

Article 7, 

Tho'Bhoosla grants to the Honourable Company an exclusive right (except 
to the Portuguese nation) of importing and vending all Europe cloths, lead, iron, 
steel, copper, and Europe commodities, in his territories, and to pass the same 
through his country. 

Article 8. 

The Bhousla will allow all merchants or vanjarx&hs free liberty to pass and 
repass his territories to and from Fort Augustus wi J h their effects, merchandise, 
carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the accustomed duties and no more on 
any pretence whatever- 
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Article 

The BLoRsk agrees to deliver up all the effects which have been earned away 
from Fort Sundero i n the Mai wan gftDivata, with guns and all kinds of stores 
belonging to them, il any such can be proved to he in his possession now or at any 
offier time. 

Article 10,

If Jeejaboy Maharajah, the Ranee, shall offer to invade the territories of either 
of the contracting powers, or that she hinders the merchants or vanjarrafiB from 
P&ssing the ghauts, and the Honourable Company should find it necessary to attach 
her, in such case the JRhonala agrees to assist and aid the Honourable Company 
- with lik whole force, and furnish a sufficient number of draught and pack oxen 
to carry ammunition, provisions and stores. 

Article 11, 

The Rhonda shall not keep any fleet, or have any vessels or uallivats equipped 
for war. 

Article 12, 

If ever the Honourable Company should think proper to demand of the Mahrat 
tas the lands in the districts of Sakee, which formerly belonged to the M&Iwans, 
that in such case they will likewise demand for and on behalf of the Rhonda the 
lands in the said districts formerly belonging to him : the Bhonsk to pay an ade* 
quate share of the expenses that may accrue to fcfo Honourable Company in making 
these demands* 

Article 13, 

The fort of Mussoora, with all the guns, shot, carriages, and stores therein, shall 
be delivered up to the Honourable Company, in its present situation, within eight 
days from this date ; in lieu whereof the Honourable Company shall at the same 
time deliver up to the Bhonsla the fort of Raree, with all guns and carriages found 
or the walls when conquered by the English, 

Article 14; 

The Bhonsk will not entertain in his service any people belonging to the English, 
j whether Europeans or others, nor suffer any European deserters to pass through 
his districts, but, on the contrary, give strict order* to all his officers to seize such 
as may be seen in his dominions, and return them to the Chief of Fort Augustus 
on prealise of pardon, whether they are applied for or not. The English will 
observe the same in respect to the subjects of the Bhonsla ; and slaves to be returned 
on both sides. 

Article 15* 

If any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or dependants, 
shall at any time bo drove ashore, or wrecked in any part of the Bhomlak 
dominions, he agrees to afford aU suitable assistance for the preservation of such 
vessels and their cargoes, and whatever part thereof may be saved to be delivered

the English on their parts to observe the same in respect to the vessels belonging 
to the Bhonsla. 

Article 16, 

If at any time the Bhonsla should have occasion for powder and ball and mill' 
tary stores, the Honourable Company will supply him with what they can spare at 
the usual rates* 

Article 17, 

The Honourable Company agree, If convenient to them, to furnish the Bhonsla 
with troops to go against hie and their enemies. 

Article IS* 

The Bhonsla agrees to fulfil the first, second, third, and thirteenth Articles 
within eight days from the signature of this Treaty ; in default of which, he agrees 
to pay all the charges of maintaining the garrison of the fort of Rarec till they ate 
fulfilled, at which time the Honourable Company will deliver up the fort of Hares, 

Article 19* 

In witness of these Articles of agreement between the contracting parties, 
we the tinder written agent# and ministers plenipotentiary have signed with our 
hands, and in their name, and in virtue of our full powers, the present definitive 
Treaty, and have caused the seals of the Honourable Compauy and the Bhonsla 
to bo put thereto*

the Honourable Company and Klxom Sawunt, the Bhonsla, their successors and 
heirs ; and for the stricter observance of the following Treaty of peace, the Bhonsla 
agrees to send (should the Company require it) two hostages of note with their 
families to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at hia charge. 

Article 2. 

The Bhonsla agrees to pay the Honourable Company Rupees 2 T OQ T OQO ns m- 
fcitution for the expenses they have been at from the time the troubles subsisted 
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between the respective parties, and maintaining the fort of Raree, Rupees 80,000 
to be paid in three months from the 24th October 1766, that is. Rupees 50,000 the 
first month, ami Rupees 30,000 within the three months; the remaining Rupees 
1,20,000 to bo paid in two years from said 24th of October 1766, at equal payments 
of Rupees 60,(MV) each year, for the performance of which the Bhonsla agrees to 
gi’ie 1 ittojee Commotim of Goa as security, and the amount to be paid in Peer- 
khanev and Hflokarey Rupees, and as securi ty to Vittojee, the Bhonsla agrees to 
lodge in the lion our a Me Company’s hands two hostages hy name Dowltifc Delvie 

and Seuzara Bawah, who are to reside at Bombay, and to be maintained at his 
expense. 

Article 3. 

Tue Honourable Company, in consideration of the Bhonsla’s fulfilling the 
foregoing Articles, do agree on the payment of the first sum, viz.. Rupees 80,000, 
to deliver him, the said Bhonsla, the foic. of Raree, and do further re.nounce all 
( l.iim or pretensions to the lands and tenements belonging thereto. 

Article 4. 

The Honourable Company will carry away all guns, carriages, mortars, shot, 
shells, powder, stores, etc., of what kind soever they may have brought hero, and 
they do give up to the Bhonsla such, guns and carriages as are here that were belong¬ 
ing to fort Hares. 

Article 6. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will permit tho Honourable Company to build a 
factory, etc., with warehouses at Raree, at such place as may be most convenient 
for them, at which place they will hoist their Sag, or ou any part of Ms territories 
adjacent to the sea-shore, for vending their commodities, and to beep there such 
servants and people, also vessels and boats, ns they shall think necessary for con¬ 
ducting the same, and should any of the merchants or others, Ids subjects, be¬ 
come debtors to the English, they shall have free liberty to imprison their persona, 
seine their clients, and vend them till satisfaction is made nnd obtained. 

Article 6. 

Ihe English subjects and the subjects of the Bhonsla shall have free liberty 
to trade and commerce with each other without any hindrance or molestation. 

Article 7. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, will not directly or indirectly give any hindrance 
or molestation to any vessels or boats with English colours and passes, or any 
vessels or boats going under English convoys; in like manner th® English'will not 
molest any boats or vessels belonging to Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, or his subjects 
provided they have passes or certificates with the Bhonsla’s seal affixed.

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Article 8. 

The Bhon&la grants to the English nation an Inclusive right {except the 
Portuguese) of importing and vending all Europe commodities, as lead, iron, steel 
cloths* copper, etc., in his country, and to pass the saiue through his territories 

Article 9. 

Khom Sawiint, the Bhonala, will allow all merchants or vanjarrahs free liberty 
to pass and repass his territories, to and from the English factory, with their 
effects, merchandize, packages, carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the 
accustomed duties and no more on any pretence whatever* 

Article 10. 

Khcm Saw unfc, the Bhamla, will not entertain in his service any people belonging 
- to the English, whether Europeans or others, but on the contrary give strict orders 
to his officers to seize such as may be seon in his dominions, nor suffer any Euro¬ 
pean deserters to pass through his country but return them to the Resident of the 
English factory, whether they are applied for or not, on promise of pardon ; the 
English will observe the same in respect to the subjects of the Bkonsla, etc., and 
slaves to be returned on both tides. 

Article 11, 

If any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or allies, or those 
trading under their protection, at any time be drove ashore or wrecked in any 
part of the Bhonslak dominions, he agrees to afford all suitable assistance for the 
preservation of such vessels and their cargoes, and whatever part thereof may 
be saved to be delivered up to the lawful owners without any salvage whatever, 
except the labourers* hire; the English on their parts to observe the same in 
respect to any vessel; belonging to Khera Sawunt, the Bhomk. 

Article 12. 

Khem S&wiint, the Bhonsla, will not, by menaces or otherwise, directly nor 
indirectly plunder, or in any shape molest, the inhabitants or others that may 
have served or iived under the protection of the English daring the time they were 
in possession of fort Haree, but permit them to enjoy peaceably their houses, lands, 
and tenement*, in the same free and ample manner as when the BhousWs govern¬ 
ment subsisted before the English conquered this place. The least infringement 
of this Article will be highly resented by the Honourable Company. 

Article 13* 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonala, agrees, should the Honourable Company be 
attacked, and they should require his assistance, to provide them with what 
troops they may want, they supplying them with provisions only ; the Honour¬ 
able Company in like manner agree fo flsskt the Ehonsla should H be convenient 
for them. 
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Article 14. 

Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, in consideration of Vittojee Coimnotiiu’s standing 
liis security to the Honourable Company for the amount of this Treaty, does make 
over to the Honourable Company in his behalf, anil for his use, the village and 
district of Vingork, with all its carts, farms, rents, customs, etc., of any kind or 
sort whatsoever, for the term of 13 years, at which place the Honourable Company 
will hoist their flag and keep there suok servants and people aa they may think 
proper, and slioidd Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, not have satisfied Vittojee Com- 
motim for the amount of the Treaty at the expiration of the term of 13 years, the 
Honourable Company will continue to keep it in their hands until he has received 
full satisfaction, at which time it will be returned to Khem Sawunt, the Bhonsla, 
but the Honourable Company will still continue their factory if they think proper. 


Article 15, 

In witness of these Articles of agreement between the contracting parties, I, 
the underwritten Agent, for ami iu behalf of the Honourable "United East Ipdia 
Company, and Khem Sawunt, tbo Bhonsla, for himself, have signed with our hands, 
and in virtue of our full power, the present definitive Treaty, and have caused the 
seals of the respective parties to be affixed thereto.

Articles of Agreement concluded between the Rajah Phond Sawitnt Bhonrla 
Bahadur, Sardes ay of Good all and its Dependencies, on the one part, 
and Courtland Schuyler, Esq., Captain of His Britannic Majesty’s 
Mth Regiment of Foot, and Biunsn Envoy a fc Goa, under instructions from 
the Rioht Hon’blk Gilbert, Lord Minto, Governor-General of British 
India, on behalf or the Hon’blb East India Company, on the other part — 
1812. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the Honourable Company 
and the Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsk and their successors and heirs for ever. 


Article 2. 

In order to the effectual suppression of the piracies which have hitherto been 
practised by the subjects of the Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla, it is hereby agreed 
upon, on the part of the Bhonsla, that the fort of Vingork and the battery of 
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Gunaramo Ternbe, ’witli the port and proper limits thereof* shall be ceded in full 
tight and sovereignty to the Honourable Company for ever, and the British troops 
shall be put in immediate possession of the same. 


Article 3. 

It is further agreed on the part of the Rajah Phond S&wnnt Bhonsta that he 
will deliver up to the Honourable Company all gallivats, pafctamars, and other 
vessels of every description that may hereafter be found equipped in a warlike 
manner, and that the same shall become lawful prizes to the Honourable Company. 


Article 4. 

, It is further agreed upon on the part of the Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla 
that no vessel of any description whatever belonging to the Sawunt Ware© State 
shall be allowed to proceed to or from the port of Newty without iirst being exa^ 
mined by a person or persons who will be appointed lor that purpose by the 
British authority, and also that a guard of British troops shall be stationed at the 
port of Newfcy for the same purpose. 


Article 5 f 

It is also agreed upon on the part of the Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhojasia, bis 
heirs and successors, that if at any firm hereafter any of Ilia subjects shall be 
guilty of piratical acts, the forts of Raree and Newty shall be given up to the 
Honourable Company in like manner with Vingorla. 


Article 6, 

It is further agreed oh the part of the Honourable Company that m soon as 
the British troops shall be put in possession of the fort of Vingorla the blockading 
squadron shall be withdrawn, and the ports in the Sawunt. \\ area State shall bo 
opened for the free trade of the subjects of the Honourable Company And the Rajah 
Phond Sawunt B bon ala. 

Article 7, 

British merchants shall be allowed the free liberty of passing and ropaeuing the 
territories of the Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhoosla with their effects, merchandises, 
carriages, and beasts of burden upon paying the same land tolls as paid 
by the natural subjects of the Rajah, and no more upon any preteToe 
whatever. 
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ARTraLE 8. 

The British troops and subjects residing within the territory of the Raja Phond 
Sawunt Bhoiitila shall not be obliged to pay a greater price for the produce of his 
country than the natural subjects of the Rajah. 


Article 9. 

That British subjects residing within the territories of the Rajah Phond 
Sawunt Rhone!a shall be solely amenable to the British authority, and any offences 
they may commit shall, on a representation from the Rajah to the officer com¬ 
manding, be duly attended to; and the like to be observed on the part of the 
British towards the subjects of the Rajah, 


Article 10. 

All military stores of every denomination, and all supplies of provisions and 
Europe articles imported for the use of the British officers and troops residing in 
the Sawunt Warao State, to be allowed to pass duty free. 

In witness hereof, we the undersigned Rajah Phond Sawunt Bhonsla Bahadoor, 
Sardcsay of flood all and its dependencies, and Oourtland Schuyler, Esq., Captain 
in Fib Britannic Majesty’s 84th Regiment of Foot, and British Envoy at Goa, 
have signed the present Agreement, and have caused onr respective seals to bo set 
thereto.

The British Government, in token of its friendship towards the Sawunt Waree 
State, and to evince that it demanded the cession of the Ajgamii and Pant districts, 
ceded by the Treaty concluded on the 17th February 1819, for the sole purpose of 
puttin'.' an effectual stop to the depredations committed in the Honourable Com¬ 
pany’s territories by the subjects of the Sawunt Waree State, does hereby restore 
to Rajah Kbem Sawunt Bhonsla Babadoor the Ajgaum and J'ant districts (with 
the erception of the forts of Esbwuntghur (itaree) and Newfcy, and the villages 
forming the line of the sea-coast), and the undermentioned villages of the Boor- 
davue district, in perpetuity, viz., the inland villages of the Ajgamn district, 
Ajgaurn, Asoolee, Manons, Urioundy, Tufcoanny, Tcrrawanny, Kenslay, and 
Gooldeway ; the inland villages of the Pant district. Pant, Tayndoolec. Ghandwan, 
and Kurnathee ; and of the Boordavee district, the villages Wurroos, Kumm, 
Wussurgaum, Husaaul, tvoonday, Purvav, Kassurml, and Gauree-warreetmurdy. 

Article 2. 

It is expressly agreed, and it is stipulated on the part of the Regency, for and 
in behalf of Rajah Kliem Sawunt Bhonsla Bnhadoor, that no person of, or belonging 
to, the abovenamed places, and others that may be hereafter given on any account 
or cause whatsoever, shall be responsible, or punished for any acts committed or 
done by orders, or sanction, or cognizance of the Honourable Company prior 
to the date of their being delivered to the possession of the Sawunt Waree 
State.

The Waree Durbar had no objection if the subjoined arrangements weie

Article 1, 

That as the sovereignty was to be relinquished in toto, it was deeirable the 
Kolhii r ore Durbar should also relinquish its rights and claims to a village. 

Arttctle 2, 

That as the village of Setwapore was esteemed of importance to the safety of 
the fort, they, in an equal degree, held in similar importance the village of 
Ambaygtmm. 

Article 3. 

That the ancient village receipts of the revenue from Beevapore to the Waree 
State, and store of Ambaygaum to the Kollmpore State, should be the basis of the 
exchange in adjusting the revenue.

Yon have come to Ware© and represented to mo that my country h sorely 
vexed by the depredations of lawless rebels, and that the finances of the State 
and also other matters ore in groat disorder ; that therefore, under instructions 
from the Bombay Government, you had coble to Waiee, and that, until you had 
settled the country and made good arrangements with respect to all affairs of 
the State, yon intended to have the entire management of my country and issue 
every order respecting it through the Minister Moro Pont Leleh, and you asked 
me whether I had any objections to the measure. 

In reply I beg to observe that great friendship has from olden time existed 
between the Honourable Company* a and my government; and in order that my 
State may not sustain any loss, and may eventually be made over to me again 
in the same manner as I have hitherto enjoyed it, your government have sent 
you here to settle the country, and you have explicitly explained to me the measures 
which they intend to adopt, and that you intend to have the entire management 
of the country until it is settled and brought into good order. 

By the adoption of the above measure my State will not sustain any loss, 
therefore I am willing that you and the Minister Moro Cmsta Lei eh should take 
the entire management of the country, and govern it justly and according to the 
existing customs and usages of the country* 

Great friendship exists personally between me and yourself, and I have every 
confidence in you. I am therefore desirous that you alone should carry the above 
measures into effect, and that you should remain here untO the country is settled, 
and having accomplished this, that you should restore the country to me, and that 
you should not leave me until the country is made over again to me.

view to avoid constant trouble the British Government agrees to pay annually to 
the Rajah Bahadoor, on account of the remission, a sum of Rupees five hundred 
in cash in addition to the amount of average alluded to in Article 4. and therefore 
the Rajah Bahadoor is not to raise any dispute on account of the above exemption.

Xi the British Government should give orders to re'establish the levy of land 
customs in its own dominions, the Rajah Babadoor is at liberty to levy customs 
within his territory at all land nakas, with the exception of the abovemcmtioiied 
tiakas, on the Waree and Goa frontier and seaports, which have been made over 
to the British Government for the purpose of establishing nakas. If the British 
Government shoti'd not issue orders to levy land customs in its own dominions, the 
Rajah Bahadoor la not at liberty to levy them within his own territory. But 
should a decision (for levying) foe passed (by the British Government), then the 
difference between the average of the eufitoma of the ftnrmer and seaport nakas, 
and the average agreed to be paid to the Rajah Rahadoor in Article 4, that is, 
the average of the cmmas of the nakas at which the Rajah Bahadoor may com¬ 
mence levying customs, is not to be paid to Mm by the British Government.

Abdur Raul Khan, the founder of the Pathan family of Savanur, 
obtaiTierl in tfiSfl from the Emperor Aimmgzeb the grant of the jagir of 
Hankapur, Torgal and Ammuagar, with n command of 7,000 horse* The 
family, though connected by marriage with Tipu Sultan ( wm entirely 
Gripped of its possessions frj him, and the Nawab sought, the protection 
of the Peril wa, from whom he received a penKion of Rs. 48,000 a year. 
Through the interveniion of General Wellesley this was subsequently 
converted Into a grant of territory, yielding an equal amount of revenue. 

As the Savanur State was rather a grant in lieu of pension than an 
1 i ml ope ml eat jaglr, the British Government, on their accession to the 
sovereignty of the Southern Mahrntta Country J exert'*sec! complete juris- 
diction over it; but, when the grades of privileged classes were formed, 
the Wawah was placed in the first rank and, in consideration of the 
former high position and power of the family, was declared to be no 
longer subject to the jurisdiction of the Magistrate of the District, 

In I860 complete civil jurisdiction was conferred is a- special mark 
of favour on Now ah Abdul Dali! Khan* In I860 it was decider! that, 
this jurisdiction was personal to him and could not be exercised by 
succeeding lYawnhs without the express sanction of Government. 

Alidpi Dali! Khan died in 1862* and was succeeded In his eldest sur¬ 
viving son Abdul Khair Khan, 

Tn 1866 the R nler of Savanur rereived an Adoption Sana'S (No. I), 

Abdul Khah Khan died in 3 868, and wa< sure* oded by his son 
Abdul Dolil Khan, who died in 3884 without male issue, and wap 
succeeded by Abdul Tabriz Khan, on whose succession a nazarana of 
Us. 28,790 was levied. 

Tn 1887 the N&w&h ceded (.vrc Natara Agency No. Til) civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over the lands in his State which were occupied or 
might thereafter be occupied by the Southern Mahratta Railway, 

Ahdul Tabriz Khan died on the 26tli .July 1892, and was succeeded 
by his son the present Nawab Abdul Majid Khan, born on the 7th October 
1890. During his minority the State was administered by the Diwnn 
under the supervision of the Collector as Political Agent. 

Tn 1894 an arrangement was made entrusting the ablcari revenue to 
Government: and this arrangement still continues. The Stale receives 
the actual revenue realised by Dovermnent from Hie abtari manage¬ 
ment. 

Tn 1904 the State consented to its hemp drugs revenue being leased 
to the British Government up to the 81st March 1906. The arrangement 
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lias since been periodically feimtiimed % it was lost renewed in 1925 for a 
period often years., at an annual compensation of Rs. 1*245. 

In 1912 the State entered into an Agreement of reciprocity' (!So* II) 
with the British Government, and in 191$ with other neighbouring 
States* for the recovery of revenue and other dues and for the surrender 
of mndmrnl and ormliials charged with any of the offences mentioned 
in Schedule l to the Indian j|j£ tradition Act (XV of 1904), or with 
offences against the Opium, Abkmi, Sail and Arms Acts.

Whereas greet inconvenience is caused m collecting iaud revenue and other 
revenue dues, and in tho surrender of ^riminalE and Mudamal for want of reci¬ 
procity between the British Govesnmeut and the Savanur Oarbur T hereinafter 
called the contracting parties ; 

And whereaa the two contracting parties arc desirous (A having a reciprocity 
of agree meat in the matter A collet non of rovtiipe dues and the surrender Of 
cnininala and iVludamal, the following terms are agreed upon between the British 
Government on the one hand and the Savanur Durbar on the other, 

Article t. 

Mach of the contracting parties hereby agrees to recover the land revenue 
mid other revenue dues payable by persons within its own territory to the other, 
in accordance with the provisimie of the Bombay Land Ecvenue Code, 1879 (Born 
V of 1879), and the rules ift*du thereunder, both of which urr in force in the Sunnuit 
State.

Similarly if a prisoner undergoing sentence of imprisonment 
is surrendered to the other contracting party on a charge of murder and is sentenced 
to death by the Court of the latter it shall not be necessary to return him to the 
contracting party originally surrendering him for the completion of his term of 
imprisonment* 

Article V. 

All property including live stock required in a criminal case will be surren¬ 
dered to the contracting party that hm made the demand. 

Arttcle VI. 

All charges for maintenance and conveyance of persons in every case will be 
borne by the contracting party that makes the surrender* In oases whore a con¬ 
vict has been surrendered ami lias to be re-surrendered after liis trial the cost 
of maintenance during the tit no of his detention for trial will be borne by the 
contracting party that demands his surrender, which will also bear the cost of 
reconveyance to the territory of the contracting party that makes the original 
surrender. 

Article VII. 

In the case of property, including cattle, the conveyance and ran in fee nance 
charges up to the place of destination will bo borne by the contracting pari} that 
makes the surrender, i.e., the contracting party from which the property is ob¬ 
tained. In case such property is returned to the contracting party from which 
it was originally brought, such charges will he born® by the contracting party 
that originally asked for it.

Surgnna lies to the north-west of the Nas|t district, Stud : s jculed bv 
11 Chief called the Deshnuikh. 

The ancestors oi the Deshmukh were Konkani Kunbis, who lived in 
the fastnesses round Hatgad. During Muhammadan rule a nominal al¬ 
legiance was claimed from them, and they were entrusted with the duties 
of preventing predatory incursions above the Cihats by the .Mills and 
Kolia of the Dangs ; of rendering military service when required; and of 
keeping opp thc ‘ ™ a{ls t!iat ra11 tl)10,i F h their ^territory. For this they 
were granted several villages in Surg&na, Under Ahikrutta mle t n‘ 
Deshnuikh refused to pay any revenue, and his country, along with the 
Dangs, wus included in 11 rebel land ” (Bondi Hulk). But, as NuTgtsua 
lay on one of the high roads between the Deccan and Surat, efforts uic 
made to conciliate the Chief. The Deshmukh continued independent 
until 1818, when the British Government led an expedition against 
the Dcahnnikh Malhamwr to punish him for an attack made on a police 
party stationed at Sttrgana. He was seized and hanged, and his cousin, 
Bhilrajfruo, who had helped Government against Malharnm. was recog¬ 
nized as the head of the State and vested with the chief authority. 
Ulnkn.jr.ruo was murdered in a disturbance set up by Malharrao s widow, 
and las son Yeshwantrao was recognized as the representative of the 
chief branch, Tim Okie lb hip descends in the line of one hi&ncb, while 
the representative of another branch (Bhadbrkar) used to receive an 
equal share in the revenues, under orders issued by the Court of Direc¬ 
tors in 1840. But, under an arrangement (Appendix I) made in 1908 
by the Political Agent, the Rhadarkut branch receives a monthly al¬ 
lowance of Rs. 150.' and u share of 8 annas in the rupee of the State bal¬ 
ance at. the end of the year; while 5 annas goes to the ruling Deshmukh, 
and 8 annas to the Reserve Fund kept in the State Treasury to meet 
unforeseen emergencies and only to lw drawn upon lor purpose? appio\ed 
by the Political Agent. 

Shankarrao, who succeeded in 1867, died on the 2nd June 1898, mid 
was succeeded by bis son Prataprao, who died on the 22nd June 1930. 
He was succeeded by his son the present Deshmukh Yeswantnio, born 
on the 21st July 1902.

PflYnwtfc?.—Whereatf it is considered desirable to place the administration of 
the Ahkari revenue of the Surguna Stale on a footing similar to that of the adinirim* 
(ration of the Ahkari Revenue in the Britieli Territory adjoining the Smgana 
State which is carried on in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari 
Act, 1878, m amended from time to time and also to prevent injury to the Abkari 
revenue of either the British Territory or that belonging to the Surgana State 
by illicit manufacture of liquor or by smuggling of liquor from one territory into 
the other, the following articles have been agreed on between Frataprao Shankar- 
too, Esquire, Deriunukh of Surgana on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors 
on tlie one part and R, G. Gordon, Esquire, Political Agent, Surgana State, for 
the time being on behalf of the British Government on the other. 

Article I. 

The Deshraukh of Surgana engages that the law of the Surgann State, as regards 
Akkad, shall he the Bombay Ahkari Act of 1878 as amended from time to time 
or any law which may hereafter be substituted for that Act in the Bombay Presi¬ 
dency, 

Article II r 

The Ueihmukh of Surgaim further engages to conduct the Ahkari adiuinie- 
t ration of the State on the following principles :•— 

(a) The idling price of liquor in the Surgaun. State shall for the present ho 
not less than Rs. 2-4-0 per gallon of 60° degree# U. P, and double 
that rate \m gallon of 30° degrees TJ, P. but these rates may be enhanced 
from time to time by the Deahmukh with the approval of the Political 
Agent.

Maharaj ”. 

After the death of Shivaji’s yonnger son, Hu jit rain, wlm was the 
head of the Mahratta power during the miplivily of his uophow Siilmji. 
his widow Tara Bai placed her son Shivaji in power. He died in 1712 
and was succeeded by Sanibhaji, son of Raj a ram hi younger widow. 
The Kolhapur family, supported by Ram (Tuimlar Bant Amatya, Surje 
Rao Gbatgc of Kngal, and other powerful Chiefs, long struggled to 
retain the -otpremacy among the Malirattas, lmt were compelled to yield 
precedence to Sahuji, who by limity* in !7d1 recognised Kolhapur as 
u distinct and independent pn'm tpalitv.

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On the death of Sauibhaji in 1760, the direct descendants of Shiv&ji 
became extinct. A member of the Blums! a family was adopted as his 
successor under the name of Sh.ivaji, a ml the widow of SumbKftji con¬ 
ducted the administration during the minority, Under her administra¬ 
tion the greatest irregularities prevailed both by sen and land* 

The prevalence of piracy compelled the British Government to ^end 
an expedition agaiujit Kolhapur in 1765, which requited in. the conclu¬ 
sion of a commercial Treaty (No. I) in January 1760. The conditions 
of this treaty * however, were never observed. The payments which 
Kolhapur had agreed to for the expenses of the expedition were not 
made; piracy was not suppressed; and in 1792 another expedition was 
prepared. The Raja thereupon signed another Treaty (No* IT) hr Nov¬ 
ember 1792, engaging to give compensation for the losses which the 
merchants had sustained from the year 1785, and to permit the establish- 
meat of factories at Mai wan and Kolhapur. 

The Rani died in 1772. After her death, the young Raja was long 
engaged in war with other Mahratta powers, more particularly the 
Patwardhmi family, the Savant of Wari and the Nipanikar, and his 
government was weakened by internal factious. During iliese struggles, 
the British Government on several occasions declined to interfere between 
the parties; hut in 1811, during a wav between the Nipanikgr and Kolha¬ 
pur, when the British Resident at Poona was engaged in the settlement 
of the Southern Mahratta Country, a peace was negotiated between the 
contending parties: and in 1812 the Raja of Kolhapur concluded a 
Treaty (No* III} with the British Governmerd, by which, in return for 
the pension of pertain forts, he was guaranteed against the aggression of 
all foreign powers, and engaged to abstain from hostilities with other 
States and to refer * 1 all his disputes with other States to the arbitration of 
rlie British Government. 

Shiva]i died in 1812. He left t« sons, Bkftmbhu or Aba Sahib, 
who succeeded him, and Shaba ji or Bawa Sahib. Tr the war with the 
Peshwa m 1817 Aim Sahib cordially sided w|i|i the British; and iu 
reward for his services the districts of Chikori and Hanoi i, which in 
former years had been wrested from Kolhapur by the tflpanikar, were 
restored. Aba Sahib was murdered in 1821, Ins infant mn died in 1822, 
and the -mcoession devolved on Bawa Sahib, who proved an oppressive 
and profligate ruler. Three times between 1822 and 1829 the British 
Government were obliged to move a force against him in consequence 
of hjs aggressions on other Chiefs in which lie did noi even respect

British territory and of the spoliation of hk jagirdara which drove 

them to rebellion. 

In 1826 ho signed a Treaty (No* IV), by which he agreed to reduce 
his army to its peace establish meat, to attend to the advice of the 
British government in all matters affecting the public peace, to respect 
the rights of certain jagirdars, and never to grant an asylum to 
rebels. Jn IS27, in consequence of Jus ini ruction of the 2nd article of 
the Treaty of !S26 3 he was forced to sign a preliminary Treaty (No. V), 
which was modified hi 3829 (No. VI). By tins he agreed to limit his 
army to 300 horse and 800 infantry; to retrocede the districts of Chikoii 
and Manoli and to cede Akiwat; to admit British troops into his forts; 
to pay Its, 1,47,94$ compensation to certain jagirdars and to; cede lands 
as security for the payment; and to accept a m mister appointed by the 
British Government. 

Bawa Sahib died in 1838, and was succeeded by his minor son, 
Shiva ji. A Council of Regency was formed, consisting of Shiva 
mother, bis aunt, and lour officials. Soon after, the members of the 
Regency quarrelled, find the youmr Huju's aunt, Duvmi Suhiba, assumed 
the entire control of the State, The misrule was so great that the 
British Government interfered under the provisions or the treaty and 
appointed a minister of their own, whose efforts to reform the adminis¬ 
tration resulted in a general rebellion which extended to the neighbour¬ 
ing State of Sftvaivtv&di, After the suppression of the rebellion the 
direct administration of the State was assumed by the British Govern¬ 
ment ; the forts of every description were dismantled, the system of 
hereditary garrisons was abolished, the military force of the State was 
disbanded and a local corps entertained in its stead, and the Kolhapur 
State was required to pay the expense of suppressing the rebellion. In 
1S62 Hie management was restored to Shivaji, and a new Treaty (No, 
YII) was concluded with him by which he was bound, in all matters of 
importance, to he guided by the advice of the British Government. 

During the mutiny of 1857 the Raja remained faithful in his allegi¬ 
ance to the British Government; hut his younger brother. Glume* Sahib, 
joined tRe rebels. He was subsequently imprisoned and died in confine¬ 
ment. 

In 1892 the Ruler of Kolhapur received a Sauad o* 1 Adoption (see 
Surat Agency No. IY}, 

Shivaji died in I860, and fras succeeded by his nephew and adopted 
son, Rajaram, then sixteen years of age. During his minority the 
udiniiiistratioii of the State wag assumed by the British Government. 

In 1897 the Ruler of Kolhapur was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns. 
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Rajaram difid without issue in 1870, while on a tour in Europe. 
There was no near blood relation of Rajaram eligible for adoption, but 
Government declared their willingness to recognise as his successor any 
person who might be selected as most fitting and acceptable to the family 
and the principal persons of the State, even though he might not fulfil 
all the conditions required hy Hindu law and the custom of the Kolhapur 
family. Tlieir unanimous 'home fell upon Naraytm Ran Jthonsle, son 
of Binkar Rao, tlie head of the Klmuvat Bhonslea and next of kin in the 
Kolhapur family : and it was confirmed by the British Government. H<* 
was installed as Raja of Kolhapur in October 1871. and took the name 
of Shiva] i, 

In October 1880 the Kolhapur State entered into an Agreement 
(No, VIII), prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy and the manufac¬ 
ture of opium in Kolhapur territory, and the import of opium into the 
State. 

Raja Shiva]i had begun to show signs of insanity in 1879, and in 
1882 a committee of medical officers pronounced him incurable. A 
Council of Regency, with the Jagirdnr of Kagal as Regent, was appoint- 
ed to conduct the administration. Sbivaji died in December 1883, and 
was succeeded by Ye eh want Ran Rah a Sahib Ghatge, the eldest son of 
the. Regent, whose adoption by Amuulihai 8 alii bn. Rani, Shivaji’s widow, 
was sanctioned by Government. The young Raja assumed the title of 
Slialm II (Shaba] i) Chhafrnpati, and the administration continued to 
be conducted by the Regency Council. On the death of the Jagirdar of 
Kagal in March 1886, the Political Agent, under tire orders of Gov¬ 
ernment, took his place ae President of the Council for a few months, 
till in November of that year Government appointed the Driven to he 
President. 

The oppressive export and import duties known as ‘ gthalbharit ’ 
and ‘ sthalmod ’ were abolished in 1886; and in the same year the State 
agreed (No. IX) to a larger measure, of free trade. By this Agreement 
the whole of the Southern Mahratta Country jagirs, as well as the State 
of Kolhapur, were ultimately placed on the same footing as British 
districts . and a large accession • of traffic to the Southern Mahratta Rail- 
wav and its feeders was secured. 

In 1886 the State ceded full jurisdiction, short of sovereign rights, 
over the lands acquired for the Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway 
(No. X); and in 1888 over those acquired for the Kolhapur State Railway 
(No. XI). i 

In 1891 an Agreement. (No. XII) was executed between the State 
and the Southern" Mahratta Railway Company, for the working of the 
Kolhapur State Railway. 
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Shalni Ohhntrapati was fonuallv installed in April 1894. Inl89- J 
the last clause of the 7th article of the Agreement of 1862 (No, \ XX), by 
which the Eain of Kolhapur had been compelled to refer sentences of 
death to the authority of the (.loveviuueut of Bombay, was so modified 
as to remove this restriction on the Raja’s power (No. XJli). 

In 1900 the Ruler of Kolhapur was granted the hereditary title of 
Maharaja (Mo. XIV). 

In 1903 the residuary jurisdiction in tlie Feudatory Jagirs, 'whitsh. 
under article S of the Agreement of 1862 was exercised by the Political 
Agent, was to a great extent restored to the Kolhapur Durbar (Mo. \ > ). 

In .Tannery 1904 the Uarbar agreed to prevent the smuggling of 
hemp drugs from the State into British territory, by assimilating its 
system to that obtaining in the Bombay Presidency. 

The revision survey of the Kolhapur district was completed in 1905. 

In 1911 the designation of the Political Agent was changed to 
that of Resident. 

Shalm Chhatrnpati died on the 6th May 1922 and was succeeded by 
his son the present 'Maharaja Shri Raj arum Chhatraputi Maharaj, born 
on the 30th duly 1897. 

Tu 1927 the Darbar ceded full and exclusive, power and jurisdiction 
of every hind over the lands acquired in the State for the Pandharpui- 
Miraj Extension of the Barei Light * Railway (No. X VI). 

In November 1929 the Durbar executed an Agreement regarding the 
provincitilisa tion of the portion of the Belgaum-Hungand road lying 
within the limits of the State. This Agreement was concluded too late 
for inclusion of a copy of it in the present ed'tion. 

In 1930, by a Kharita issued too late for inclusion in the present 
edition, powers of supervision over' his feudatories, previously exercised 
hv the * British Government by virtue of Article 8 of the Agreement of 
1862 (No. VII), were transferred to the Ruler of Kolhapur. 

The Maharaja of Kolhapur exercises unlimited civil and criminal 
powers subject, to the proviso that he cannot try' British subjects for 
capital offences without the permission of the Resident. 

The area of Kolhapur is 3,217 square miles; the population, accord¬ 
ing to the Census of 1921, 833.726; and the gross revenue $U. 87,39,022. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 172 Cavalry, 550 
Infantry, 312 Armed Police and 24 Artillery men with 14 serviceable 
and 46 unserviceable guns. 

The Feudatory Tagirdars of Kolhapur, who are nine in number, 
may be said to represent the members of the ministerial cabinet of the 
St.de of by-gone days. They are allowed to exercise partial jurisdiction 
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in their Jagirs, which were grunted to the original holders for the 
nr.imtommee of troop* and of their own portion und ilignity. 

These Jagir iim pay Xoz&rknn to the parent State on the occ asion 
of u sw.<vmlm t a ml the mil it ary services performed by them in foitner 
days have been commuted into money payments. They are all in some 
degree under the supervision of the Resident at Kolhapur, who acts, 
as far as ciroumstances permit, in eo-operation with I ho Durbar. 
Minor Jagmlms are placed under the joint guardianship of the Durbar 
and the Resident, Any new lav enacted or introduced by the parent, 
State comes into force in these Jagire with the consent of the British 
ttovonummi. All civil eases against the Tagbdars themselves are dis¬ 
posed of by u combined court eousistiag. of the Resilient nnd a representa¬ 
tive of the Maharaja, The Jugmluns are not allowed to alienate any 
portion of their estates beyond their own life-time without the sanction 
ni the Maharaja.

Maharajah Jecj&boy, the Ranee, grants to the Honourable English Company 
an exclusive right of importing and vending all Europe,cloths, lead, iron, steel* 
copper, anil Europe com modi tics, and to pass the same through her country.

Maharajah Jeejaboy, the Ranee, will allow all merchants or vanjarraks free 
liberty' to pass and r^-pass her territories, to and from the English factory at 
M&Iwan, near liajhcote, or any place where they build ohe, with their effects, 
merchandise, packages, carriages, and beasts of burden, they paying the duties 
agreeable to the custom practised at Gk creak. Raj&hpore, and po more, on any 
pretence whatever; and whatever goods are landed at the English factories no 
customs whatever are to be levied, 'When they arc carried out by the merchants 
they arc to pay the duties agreeable to the custom before mentioned.

II any vessels or boats belonging to the English, their subjects or allies, &t 
any time be drove ashore, or wrecked, in any part of the Bailees dominions, she 
agrees to a (ford all suitable assistance for the preservation of such vessels and their 
cargoes : and whatever part thereof may be saved* to be delivered to the lawful 
owners, without any salvage whatever, except the labourers’ hire. The English, 
on their parts* to observe the same hi respect to the subjects of the Ranees, their 
vessels or boats. 

Article 12, 

Maharajah Jcejaboy, the Ranee, will not, by menaces or otherwise* directly 
or indirectly, plunder, or in any shape molest the inhabitants, ur others, that may 
have served or lived under the protection of the English during the time they 
had possession of Fort Augustus and dependencies, but permit them to enjoy 
peaceably their houses, lands, and tenements in the same free and ample manner 
as when the Maiwan government subsisted before the English took this place. 

AnTTOLfc 13. 

The Honourable Company will, at the same time that Fort Augutus k deliv¬ 
ered up to Malmsjah Jeejaboy, the Banco, deliver to her the prisoners taken 
in Suuiadroog Fort when they conquered it* and are now at Bombay. 

Article 14, 

Maharajah -Teejaboy, the Ranee, agrees, should the Honourable Company 
be attacked, and they should require her assistance, to provide them with what 
troops they w. y want, they supplying them with provisions only. The Honour¬ 
able Company, in like manner, agpes to assist the Ranee should it be convenient 
for them.

Lieutenant William Thomas S&ncUford, Persian Interpreter to the Honourable 
Major General Robert Aborcromby, President and Governor of Bombay, and 
Balajee Ram. Commandant of Cavalry to Sevajee* Rajah of K dbapore, being 
invested with full powers to form a Convention for the purposes of settling the 
debt <lne by the said Rajah to the Honourable Company, and like wise for satis¬ 
fying the merchants under the protection of the Presidency of Bombay for the 
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loasos they have sustained by the Hal wan fleet since the year 1785, have agreed 
to fcho following Articles 

Article 3, 

The friendship that- formerly subsisted between the Honourable Company 
anil the Rajah of Kolhapore is hereby renewed and confirmed, and the disputes 
that have lately subsisted between the two governments will be finally settled 
when the following Articles are executed and fulfilled. 


Aimcr-K 2 . 

’J'ho Rajah of Kolhapore hereby agrees to discharge (he balance due by him 
to the Honourable Company, agreeably to his engagement with Vfr, Brome, in 
tluee separate payments, the first payment to be made on the first day of January 
1793, and the others on the first day of every succeeding January, until the whole 
is discharged, which shall be done on the 1st of -Termary 1795. 

Article 3. 

The above due by the Kolhapore Rajah to the Honourable Company having 
for many yearn borne a.i interest, which, from the distresses of the Kolhapore 
goveminent for a length of time past, the Rajah has become totally unable to 
FJj ho therefore throws himself on the mercy of the Honourable Company in 
hopes of their relinquishing a demand Irn is without resources to discharge.' It 
is therefore agreed 'hat if the other parts,, of the Convention are faithfully and 
fully complied with on the part of the Rajah 110 demand shall be made for the 
said interest. 

Article 4, 

The Rajah of Kolhapore, in order to satisfy the merchants for the losses they 
have sustained by his fleet since the year 1785, the account of which, calculated 
with interest to the 31st of July 1792, has been tramunitted to him by the Honour¬ 
able Major General Robert Abeteromby, President and Governor of Bombay, 
agrees to pay immediately (and be has sent for that purpose by Balajee Ram) 
Rupees twenty thousand, and will agree to pay a further sum of Rupees thirty

Articles of Agreement concluded between the Rajah of Koshapore and the 
Honourable Mounts u art Elphpsstonts, Resident at Poona, oh the 
part of the British Gov rs^ent, and accepted by the Rajae of Koluapqre 
on the 1st of October 1812 * 

Article L 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the allied governments 
of the Honourable Company and His Highne^ the Peishwa on .the one part, and 
His Highness the Raj&fc of Kolb a pa re on the other. 

Article! 2. 

The Rajah of KolMvpore, on his own part and on that of Ms heirs and successors* 
hereby renounces all right and claim of whatever description on the districts of 
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Ciiikorce and Manowlee, and all dependencies which have hitherto been compre¬ 
hended in those districts. The districts aforesaid are henceforward to belong 
in absolute sovereignty to Rao Pundit Purdhaun Peishwa R&hadoor, his heirs 
rind successors. 

Article 3* 

All the forts and Country taken m consequence of the wars occasioned by 
the disputed claims to Ciiikorce and M&nowlee from the Rajah of K.olhapere, 
within the last four years, to,* since the month of September 1808, and now occa- 
pied by the troops of Rao Pundit Purdhaun Peiahwa Bahadoor shall be immediately 
restored tc the Rajah of Kolhapore. 

Article 4. 

The Raj all of Kolhapore hereby renounces all other claims of whatever de¬ 
scription on Rip Pundit Pnrdiiaim eishwa Bahadoor, and on all and every part 
of bis dominions, with the exception of the new conquests mentioned in the third 
Article ; His Highness the Maharajah "likewise renounces all claim upon Nepatmee : 
His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore hereby further renounces all claims of what¬ 
ever description on all the Peishwa a subjects of whatever rank and denomination. 

Article 5. 

For the security of the British trade against a renewal of the piratical depre¬ 
dations formerly practised by the Rajah of Kolhaporea subjects* the Rajah of 
Kolhapore hereby agrees, on his own part htkI on tho part of his heirs and suc¬ 
cessors, to cede to the Honourable Company in perpetual sovereignty the harbour 
of Malwan, that is to say, the fort and Island of Sundudroog or Mai wan, and the 
forte of .hiddmnghur, Rajhcote, and Surjaeote, with the lands dependent on tho 
said forts, and the British troops shall immediately be put in possession of the 
said forts and their dependencies. 

Article fh 

Hisj Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore engages, on his own part and cn that 
of his heirs and successors, povei to employ my armed vessels, or to permit guy 
armed vessels to be fitted out at or to enter any of the seaports which may remain 
in His Highness 7 ? possession, after the cession of the places before mentioned 
or which he tojty hereafter acquire : and the Rajah agrees that the Honourable 
Company's vessels shall have tho right to search all vessels that may be in the 
said ports, or that may have sailed from than j and that if any arms are found 
in vessels so searched, the said vessels shall he lawful prize to the Honourable 
Company. The Rajah further engages to permit agents on the part of the Honour¬ 
able Company to reside in all ports in hist dominions, or which may hereafter fall 
into his hands, for the purpose of ascertaining the state of all vessels lying in such 
ports, and to permit the said agents to search the said vessels. 
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Article 7. 

If (my ship bearing the British Hag, or furnished with a British pass, or be¬ 
longing to the allies of the British Government, should hereafter be pat into the 
■Rajah of Kolhapore’s poets, or he driven by stress of weather, or any other cause, 
upon his shores, His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore engages on his own part 
and on that at his heirs and successors, that all practicable assistance shall be 
rendered to such vessels. And the Rajah further agrees that no claim shall bo 
advanced by himself or any of his subjects on any vessel belonging to whatever 
nation that may be shipwrecked or driven by stress of weather upon hia shores, 


Article 8. 

In ’■•nsideratiem of the cession of the harbour of Mai wan, and on condition 
of the effectual suppression of piracy, the Honourable Company engages to gua¬ 
rantee such territories as shall remai n in the Rajah of Kolhapore’s possess ion 
against tlio aggression of all foreign powers and States. 

Article 9. 

With a view to the full execution of the agreement contained m the foregoing 
Article, His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on his own pari- and on that of his 
heirs and successors, engages not to pursue any measures of hostility against 
foreign States without the previous consent of the Honourable Company ; and if 
any differences shall in future, arise between His Highness, his heirs and successors, 
and any foreign power or State, the Honourable Company shall apply themselves 
to the adjustment of such differences conformably to justice and propriety ; and 
Sis Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore agrees that whatever adjustment of such 
differences the Honourable Company shall determine, His Highness shall acquiesce 
in and abide by. His Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore, on his part and on that 
of his heirs and successors, engages not to urge any claims on foreign States which 
niiiv have originated previously to the date of this agreement, Should the eotjr 
ditions contained in this Article not be fulfilled by the Rajah the eighth Article 
is to be considered null and void.

And whareas various demands subsist on the part of the Honourable < oinpnny 
against Ilia Highness the Rajah of Kolhapore in consequence of depredations 
formerly committed on the trade of the- Honourable Company and its subjects ; 
the Honourable Company being convinced of the Rajah’s inability to satisfy 
those demands, and of his sincere desire to prevent a repetition of the injuries 
formerly complained of, consents to relinquish all pecuniary claims arid demands 
whatsoever against the Rajah of Kolhapore. 

What is written in the above ten Articles is hereby agreed to.

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Articles of Agreement concluded between Suajue Ohbtthj a butt v Mama raj 

(Vrveisk, the RAJAH of Kolhapure, and the Barnsu Government,— 

1826 . 

Preamble. .Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was concluded between 

l he British Government and the Rajah of Kolliapore on the lafc of October ld32> 
and whereas certain misuaderstandings have since arisen ; with a ricu to tho 
removal of those iTvisundordtaiKlings, and to the confirmation uf the alliance, the 
following Articles have been agreed on between the two governments :— 

Article L 

Such parts df the former Treaty concluded on the 1st of October 1812 as are 
not affected by the provisions of the present engagement shall remain in fid! force, 
and are mut ually bidding ba the contracting parties. 

Article 2. 

The Rajah of Kolb&pore engages to reduce Im army to the peace establish¬ 
ment, and never to raise or assemble such a force as shall be likely to endanger 
the public tranquillity within or without his territories, unless with the previous 
consent of the British Government* The Rajah further engages to attend to the 
advice uf the British Government on ail measures calculated to affect the public 
tranquillity. But this Article is in no wise to dimiui^h the independence of the 
said Rajah as a sovereign prince. 

Article & 

The Rajah of Kolhupoeo engages never to molest Hindoo Ran Ghatkey Kagulcar 
or Narain Rao Ohorepurey Kchuieurenjoccur in the enjoyment of their respective 
lands and rights Recording to ancient, custom . 

Article 4. 

The districts of Chikorec and Mauowlee were transferred to the Rajah of Kolbs- 
pore by a Suiimid under the rigiiature of Major-General Sir Thomas Mu tiro, Bari., 
k.cuc, but have not yet been mentioned in any Treaty or Agreement, The Honour¬ 
able Bast India Company now acknowledges them to be ceded to the Rajah of 
Kolhapore in full sovereignty, the Rajah engaging on his part to respect the rights 
and privileges of the zemindars, enamdars, and wuttundars of the said districts. 

Article 5. 

His Highness the Rajah of Kolhaporc hereby recognises the award of the 
British Government made in 1822 relative to the half omuls in the Sawant Warme 
territory, and engages to respect the rights uf the Warree State conferred by that 
award. He also consents to the territorial arrangement of assigning be* him an 
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equivalent in land in such part of the Carnatic Collcctor&te ag may bt> allotted 
to him by the British local authorities. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Rolhapore engages never to grant an asylum to the enemies 
of the British Govern merit, nor to rebels. The Rajah also promises that if any 
robbers ox other offenders issuing from his territories shall commit robberies or 
other offences in those of the British Government nr of other States, His Highness 
will apprehend them and deliver them up ; and His Highness further consents 
that in case he sliall not fully restrain such offend eii, the British Government 
shall give due notice to the Rajah, and shall, after such notice, be competent at 
all times to send its troops and police into His Highness’s territories for the appre¬ 
hension of the said offenders, and His Highness shall afford any necessary assistance 
to the troops or police to enable them to discover and apprehend the objects of 
their pursuit. If any persona who have committed offences in the Raj all's terri¬ 
tory shill take refuge in that of the Company, the British Government will* after 
due investigation, adopt such measures in regard to the said offenders as equity 
and justice may appear to require, adopting, at the same time, every means to 
prevent their committing any acts injurious to the territories of the Rajah. 

Article 7. 

The Rajah of Kolhapore promises to continue to Biiow Malta raj and Baba 
Muharaj their respective lands and rights agreeably to the Schedule annexed,* 

The guarantee of the British Government to the enjoyment of the above lands 
and rights shall only continue during the lifetime of the abovernentionert persons, 
but the rights of their descendants, as founded on Stintmd or custom, shall not 
be prejudiced by the cessation of the said guarantee. 

Article 8. 

The Rajah having given his unqualified assent to the demand upon him for 
the injuries occasioned to the several individuals whose possessions and rights 
lie had invaded, according to the Schedule annexed,* hereby agrees to pay such 
aunts as may be adjusted after a full investigation into the extent of the losses 
actually incurred ; and in failure thereof, v ifchin sixty days after such final adjust¬ 
ment, to transfer to the British Government such portions of the pergimnak of 
Chikoree and Manowloe as were formerly reded to the Kolhapore Rajah, for such 
term of years as may be necessary to collect, a sum equal to the amount due ; 
the Principal Collector and Politica l Agent engaging on his part to render a faithful 
account of the sums collected, and expenses of management, during the occupation 
of those pergutmahs.

T. H. Buber, Esquire, Political Agent, on the one part, and by Kristna Bao Girdey

Articles of Agreement eonclilded between Raje Stian. Cukttef nerrv Curvsf.r 
Kur, Rajah of Rolhapoke, and the British Government,— 1S27. 

Preamble.— Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was concluded between 
the British Government and His High Dess the Rajah of Kolhapore on the 24th 
of January 1826 ; and whereas His Highness has lately committed several acts 
in direct violation of the said Treaty and in hostile opposition to the British Gov¬ 
ernment ; the following Articles for repealing, altering and confirming respectively 
the conditions of the said Treaty, and providing for others of a new nature, have 
been agreed on between the two governments - 

Article 1. 

In the 2nd Article of the aforesaid Treaty, His Highness Chofctorbutty Sahib 
engaged “ to reduce his army to the peace establishment, and never to raise or 
assemble such a force as should be likely to endanger the public tranquillity, 
within or without his dominions, unless with the previous consent of the British 
Government ”; notwithstanding which His Highness lately collected a large 
army, and, in spits of all advice from the British Government, proceeded to com¬ 
mit a wirtety of excesses : it has therefore become requisite to limit the number 
of His Highness's troops, and His Highness hereby engages not to keep more than 
100 horse {including khas pagah surinjamee, shetsundee, etc.), and fiOO of infantry, 
exclusive of moderate garrisons for his forts, ns per annexed list. His Highness 
further engages never to be accompanied by guns without the sanction of the 
British Government,,

Article 2 . 

In the 4th Article °f the above Treaty, the British tfayermnent 11 ceded the 
districts of Chikoree ami Manowlee in full sovereignty to His Highness* he engaging 
on his part to respect- the rights and privileges of the remind enamdars and 
wuttundarft of the said districts”.

His Highness Chetterbntty Sahib has never ceased to annoy and 
distress these persons by setriDg their villages ancl other property, it has been 
deemed nectary to extend the guarantee of the British Government to their 
descendants, and His Highness accordingly engages never to molest them. 

Article i. 

Maharaja Olietterbutfcy Sahib having on the death of Wiswae Eao Ghatey 
resumed all hut two of the right and a half villages held by him in the Kagul 
talook, now engages to restore the whole to the heir of the deceased and never 
again to interfere with them.

It having been deemed n pessary, in consequence of the number of robberies 
committed on the surinjamadars and other persons under the protection of the

the same wing the aggregate amount of claims admitted, after a full investigation, 
to fee due to the injured parties; and His Highness further agrees to transfer 
to the British Government, for the purpose of liquidating the said debt, territory 
yielding an annual revenue of Rupees 00,000; the Principal Collector and Political 
Agent engaging on his part to render a faithful account of the biz ms collected, 
and expense* of management, during the occupation of the said territory. 


Article 8. 

The British Government deeming it necessary to appoint a chief minister 
fur the future management of the Rajah’s government, His Highness Chetter- 
bntty Sahib hereby engages to be guided by his advice in all matters relating 
to the administration of his State, the British Government having the sole power 
of appointing or removing the said minister as they may see fit. 


Article ft. 

Such parts of the former Treaty, concluded on the 24th day of January I82li, 
as are not affected by the provisions of the present Agreement, shall remain in 
full force, and are mutually binding on the contracting parties. 

This Treaty agreed to at Kolhapore on the 2drd day of October 1827, between 
Josiah Nisbet, Esq.. Political Agent, on the one part, and Rajah Shah Chetter- 
butty, Rajah of Kolhapore, on the other, and confirmed by the Honourable the 
Governor in Council of Bombay on the fifth day of Kovoniber 1827, is hereby 
finally ratified.

Praa«$<L—Whereas a Treaty of peace and friendship was concluded between 
the British Government and His Highness the Raj all of Kolhaporo on the 24th 
of January 1826; and whereon His Highness having committed several act - in 
direct, violation of the said Treaty and in hostile opposition to the British Govern¬ 
ment, a preliminary Treaty for repealing, altering, and confirming respectively 
the conditions of the aforesaid Treaty, and providing for others of a new nature, 
was agreed to at Kolhaporo on the 24th of October A. P. 1827, between Raie 
Shah Oh otter butty Mhharaj, Rajah of Ro! ha pore, rm the one part, and Josiah 
Nisbefc, Esquire, Political Agent, cm the other; and whereas it has been deemed 
advisable to modify certain parts of the said preliminary Treaty, the following 
Articles are now finally agreed on by the two governments:— 


Article I. 

fn the 2nd Article of the aforesaid Treaty His Highness Chetterbutty Sahib 
engaged “ to reduce his army to the peace establishment, and never to raise or 
assemble such a force as should bo likely to endanger the public tranquillity, 
within or without his dominions, unless with the previous consent of the British 
Government ”, notwithstanding which His Highness lately collected a large army, 
and in spite of all advice from the British Government, proceeded to commit a 
variety of excesses : it bae therefore become requisite to limit the number of His 
Highness's troops, and His Highness hereby engages not to keep more than 400 
horse (including “ klias pagah, surinjamoe, shetsundee ”, etc,), and 800 infantry, 
exclusive of moderate garrisons for his forts, as per annexed list. His Highness 
further engages never to be accompanied by guns without the sanction of the 
British Government. 

Article 2. 

Tn the 4th Article of the above Treaty the British Government ** coded the 
districts of Chikorce and Manowlee in full sovereignty to His Highness ”, ho 
engaging oh Em part to respect the rights and privileges of the'zemindars, “ enam- 
dars”, and " wuttundars ” of the said districts. When this grant was made by 
the British Government, it was hoped that peace and good-will would, have sub¬ 
sisted for many generations between the two Governments; but. instead of this, 
His Highness has uniformly evinced a total disregard of the friendship of the 
British Government, and in violation of the above conditions has repeatedly 
infringed the rights of the “ enamel a rs ” and “ wuttundars ” of those talooka;

Maharaj Chetterbutty Sahib, having on the death of Wiswas Ttoo Ghat key, 
resumed all but two of the eight and a half villages held by him in the KaguJ 
talook, now engages to restore the whole to the heir of the deceased, and never 
again to interfere with them.

It having been deemed necessary, in consequence of the Bum her of robberies

Articles of Revised Agreement with Hia Highness the Rajah of Kolhafore 
dated the 20th October 1862* 

Wbcreiis a desire has been expressed by His Higluiess the Rajah of Kolhapore 
tG canine the administration of the affaire of that State, Hm Excellency the Honour- 
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a!>>. the Governor of Bombay in Hound! has. in consideration of the Rajah having 
attained full age, and having evinced loyalty towards the government of Her 
Majesty the Queen, more, particularly -luring the disturbances of IS57-5S, when 
the Rajah’s brother (Chfnw Sahib) was an aetive conspirator, resolved to transfer 
to the Rajah the administration of Kolhapore, with such reservations as are eon- 
tained in an agreement to be signed bv the Bajah. 

Tn carrying into effect the proposed transfer of administration, the. Honourable 
the Governor in Hound! considers that in the choice nE a karbaree or minister, 
while it might he more agreeable to the .Rajah that the mi roster should not. be 
the exclusive choice and the servant of the British Government, it is at the same 
time highly desirable that in the first instance at least the chief minister in Kolha¬ 
pore, self-governed, should be one whose nomination by the Rajah is fully approved 
by the British Government. 

Tn accordance with the spirit of the above observations, the following specific 
conditions of agreement are proposed for the acceptance of the Rajah 

Aetici.e t. 

That in all matters of importance the Rajah of Kolhapore agrees to follow 
the advice of the British Government as conveyed by the i'olitical Officer repre¬ 
senting that government at Kolhapore. 

Armens 2, 

That under the Rajah’s administration there should be a kbasgee karbaree., 
as at present, whose account)^ should be kept separately, and be annually included 
in the State accounts in a single item. 


Armni.2 3. 

That the Rajah’s durbar should send its correspondence with other courts 
through the Political Agent. 

AsriCLE 4. 

That the revenue administration should be entirely in the hands of the Rajah, 
he making arrangements for the liquidation of the British debt by instalments 
of at- least one 1 Ml of Company's Rupees per annum. 


Article 5. 

That the Rajah shonM make no new alienationa of land without the eoneur- 
rence of government until the British debt ip liquidated.

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ARTICLE 6- 

That the Kolhapore infantry shorttld be maintained at its present strength 
mm\ be under the command, fcs at present, of British officers ; and that fchfci Rajah 
should continue to pay Bonnes 28,914 per annum, the sum required for the detach¬ 
ment of the Southern Mam&tta Horse at Kolha-pore, so loner as it may he deemed 
desirable to station the detachment within the Kolhapore territory 

Article 7, 

That the present three native courts of civil justice be maintained, with an 
appeal court, to be called the Rajahcourt. 

That there should he n combined court of the Rajah and the British Agency 
for the disposal only of cases against the higher Sirdars, 

The mamlntdars should have authority in minor criminal cases, as at present. 

That for more serious criminal cases there should be a Nvayadesh court im¬ 
posing sentences of imprisonment For such period as may be fixed by the Rfijah ; 
sentences of longer imprisonment than three years to require the confirmation 
of the Rajah, and sentences of death to be referred to the authority of Govern-' 
meat. 

Article 8. 

That certain of the higher jaghiredars, such m the Pratanidhee of Yishalgur* 
the Punt Arrmtya of Bowm, the Chiefs of Kagul Tneholkurunjee, Kapsee, Torgul, 
the Sirluskur, Narayen Rao of Kagul, Ruma* Rai Walwa, Himmut Bahadoor, 
should ho considered as still in some, degree under the supervision of the Political 
Agent, who should act, as far as ciretrnafcances will permit, in co-operation with 
the Rajah 15 s government ; and that all criminal cases within the jurisdiction of 
these Sirdars, involving death, or imprisonment beyond seven years, should be 
forwarded for trial before the Political Agent, for submission to Government. 
The supervision proposed to be retained over these Sirdars, and the guardianship 
of such of them as may be minors, by the British Government acting in concert 
with the Rajah, are not intended in my way to infringe the seigniorial rights of 
the Rajah, but merely to secure good government, and to prevent those disputes 
which in old days were frequently the cause of disturbance and bloodshed, 

Artiom 5h 

That the Rajah should defray, as long as it may be considered necessary by 
government, the expenses of the Agency, including the salaries of the Agent, 
with establishments. That the Rajah should also defray the expense of all public 
buildings which may be deemed by government necessary for the troops stationed 
at Kothapore.

J$L —That the Kolhapur Darbar has already consented to prohibit the culti¬ 
vation of the poppy and manufacture of opium, and now hereby promises and 
agrees to prohibit the cultivation of the poppy and mumfacture of opium in 
the Kolhapur State. 

2nd. -That the Kolhapur Darbar will use every effort to put a stop to the 
illicit importation of opium from the Nizami dominions and all other opium 
which has not paid the British pass-fee, 

Jrd,—That the Kolhapur Darbar agrees to introduce in the Kolhapur State 
the provisions of the Opium Act (No, I of 1878) and the ruins framed under it 
as far as possible, 

Ah.—The Kolhapur Durbar further promises and agrees that all opium re¬ 
quired for consumption within the limits of the Kolhapur State shall be obtained 
from a British opium depflt under such conditions and precautions as Government 
may deem necessary. 

5th .—Tic Kolhapur Darbar further promises to arrange that only licensed 
vendors will be allowed to sell opium in retail in the Kolhapur State at a price 
not less than that at which it is retailed in the adjacent British districts, such 
vendors being required to keep accounts of all purchases and Bales* the Kolhapur 
Darbar being still at liberty, as heretofore, to make such terms as might appear 
to the Darbar most advisable with fanners for the privilege of selling Opium by 
retail, subject to the above conditions, 

6th ,—The Kolhapur Darbar agrees to submit* for the information of Govern¬ 
ment, through the Political Agent, half-yearly returns showing particulars of 
the purchases and sales of opium in the Kolhapur State. 

7ih .—In return for the making of this agreement, and as a condition of its 
terms being kept, the British Government agree to remit to the Kolhapur Darbar 
one-fifth of the pass-fee, ruling at the time of purchase, on ail opium purchased 
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by the Kolhapur Darbai from a Government depfit for sale in the Kolhapur 
State.

M bmo-RAI'TDU'M of Agreement between the Government of His Highness the 
Maharaja oe Kolhapur and the Southern Mahbxtta Railway Company 
for working the Kolhapur State Railway, concluded under the sanction 
convoyed in Resolution No. 1577 of the Government of Bombay, dated the 
17th day of July 1891. 

1. Under the conditions hereinafter recited the Southern Mahratta Railway 
Company (hemicafter called the Company) agree to work on behalf of His Highness 
tdu? Maharaja of Kolhapur, the Kolhapur State Railway (hereinafter called the 
State Railway) and such extension* thereof as the Government of His Highness 
the Maharaja (hereinafter called the Durbar) and the Com puny may agree to 
include in these arrangements, with effect as from the twenty-first day of April 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-one. 

2. The State Railway, including the Stations, Station Buildings, Sidings Fur¬ 
niture, Weighing Machines, Dwellings for the staff, Le/ei Crossings, Signals, Signal 
Lamps. Engine and Repairing Sheds, Watering arrangements and all other neces¬ 
sary Station Machinery and appliances for working the Railway, shall be com¬ 
pleted by the Durbar to the satisfaction of the Company , aud any additions thereto 
as may from time to time be found necessary shall be carried out bv the Company 
at the cost of the Durbar. But any now work under construction shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the State Executive Engineer or the Head of 
the State Public Works for the time being. 
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3. *Tfte Consulting Engineer to the Government of Bombay Shall, for the 
purposes of this agreement, exercise the same general powers and duties with 
regard to the State Railway as are entrusted to him in respect to the Railways 
under the control of the Bombay Government* and shah obtain the orders of 
Government when necessary. 

4 . All communications between the Durbar and the Company under this 
agreement shall pass through the Political Agent, Kolhapur, and the "“Consulting 
Engineer for Railways to the "Government of Bombay. 

5 . The sanction of the Durbar shall be obtained before incurring any expenditure 
on Blew Minor Works chargeable to Revenue, as defined in clause 31> of I he S, M. R. 
Contract with the Secretary of State | and no new work chargeable »« Capital 
aha It be commenced until the approval of the Durbar has been obtained and t he 
nooessary funds have been provided for its construction. 

6 . The whole of the Engines, Carriages, Wagons, Sheets and other appliances 
or the equipment of trains shall he provided by the Company. 

7. The Compsny shall have entire control of the Train and Traffic arrange- 
meats of the State Railway. 

3. The Company shall provide the whole of the stuff required for the working 
and maintenance of the State Railway together with all materials, stores, etc,,, 
required for maintaining and working the State Railway. 

9. The Durbar shall arrange with the Government of India or otherwise for 
the provision of the requisite telegraph lines the rental of which shall be debited 
to the general working expenses. The Durbar shall also provide the necessary 
equipment of the telegraph offices at stations, which shall he thereafter maintained 
by the Company as on. other parts of its own lines. 

10. The working expenses of the State Railway shall be arrived at in the 
following manner. The expenses of working and maintaining the Southern Mah- 
ratta Railway (including for the purposes of Gus clause the [Mysore State Railwayf] 
other worked lines) and the Kolhapur State Railway shall he defrayed in the first 
instance by the Company, and from the total smn there shall be deducted charges 
for New Minor Works and Government, Supervision which shall be debited to 
each of the Railways concerned, and the balance will he divided between the 
two Railways in the ratio of the gross earnings of each. 

11. The Company shall separately account and be responsible for the eollection 
of all revenue pertaining to tho State Railway after it has been opened for traffic 
including rents chargeable under the Company’s rules to any of their servant*’ 
occupying dwelling-houses belonging to the State Railway. 

12 . From the gross earnings of the State Railway* there shall be deducted 
charges for New Minor Works and the working expenses ascertained as explained 
in clause 10, and tho balance, representing the net earnings of the State Railway

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a baU be paid by the Company to the Durbar half-yearly in such manner as may 
bo arranged *[after deducting one per cent, on the total as a contribution to the 
Employes Provident Fund]. 

13. The coaching fares and rates for goods, parcels, aud miscellaneous traffic 
to be charged over the State Railway shall be those for the time being in force* 
oil the Southern Mahratta Railway. The same terminals shall bo charged on 
the Statu Railway aa on the Southern Mahratta Railway. 

If. The Company shall maintain for the purposes of the State Railway such 
a Police force as may be considered necessary under the orders of the Superin¬ 
tendent of tho Southern Mahratta Railway Police, and the Durbar shall make 
arrangements to afford the Railway Police every assistance in conducting their 
enquiries and also with reference to tho arrest of offenders, 

15. The arrangements herein, laid down shall be k force f f -r 3 years from the 
21 st day of April 1891 aud thereafter any or all of the provisions herein contained 
may be terminated upon 6 months’ notice from either party to this Agreement. 

1(1. Any question or dispute that may arise, in carrying out these arrangements 
shall be settled by arbitration in a maimer to be arranged for by the f Gov eminent 
of Bombay, the Durbar and the Company.

Article 7, 

That the present three native courts of civil justice be maintained with 
an appeal court, to be called the Raja s court. 

That there should be a combined court of the Raja and the British 
Agency for the disposal only of cases against the higher Sardars. 

That Mamlatdars should have authority in minor criminal cases swat 
preseat. 

That for rcior^ serious criminal cases there should he a Nyay&desli court 
imposing sentences of imprisonment for such period as may be fixed 
by the Raja; sentences of longer imprisonment than three years and 
sentences of death to require the confirmation of the Raja. 

2, The Political Agent should be requested to communicate the alteration

Your Highness’s Courts will of course avoid any possible allegation of encroach¬ 
ment on the jurisdiction reserved to the Feudatory .Tagliirdurs on their investiture 
by a scrupulous respect for the terms of the Thailis addressed to them. 

Should Your Highness feel able at any time in consultation with the Politi¬ 
cal Agent on a consideration of the efficiency of their Courts and as a reward for 
loyalty to your Gadi to propose a further enlargement of the jurisdiction of all 
or any of your Feudatories, ! shall be happy to consider the question.

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XIII-- SOUTHERN MAHRATTA COUNTRY STATES AGENCY. 

The poljtteal relations of the Southern Malnatta Country States are 
conducted through tfc Kolhapur Residency and Southern Mahratta 
Country States Agency : the Resident, Kolhapur, being also Political 
Agent, Southern Mahratta Country States* The Rulers of the States in 
this Age tier belong to three families—the Ghorpade (Raja of Mud hoi): 
the Patw&rdhan [Chiefs of Sangli, Miruj (Senior and Imnot), 
Jafakhandi, Etunudwad (Senior and Junior) and Jagiidar of Wadi] : 
and the Bhuve (Chief of Kamdurg). 

The Ohorpade family rose to eminence under the Muhammadan 
rulers of Rijapur, from whom they received their estate?- They 
were the most determined opponents of Plrivaji during his early con¬ 
quests; hut, on the overthrow of the Muhammadan power, they joined 
the M&hrattas and accepted military command from the Pcahwa* 
Mara van Ran, Chief of Mud hoi, died in 1815 and was succeeded by 
his son Venkat Ran, who was selected by the Poshwa in preference to 
Covind liao, Narnyan Rao\s elder son by a junior wife. 

The founder of ihe Patwardhau family was Hari Ehat, o Konkanasth 
Brahman, who became the family priest of the GhorpaJes of lehalkaranji 
and whose throe sons, Govind Hari, Rfrm chandra Hari and Trimbak 
Hari, rose to military com maud under the first Peahwa and received 
grants of land on condition of military service. The first grant of land, 
which was of the value of Rs. 25,20,568. was in the name of Govind 
Hari; but the Peshwa subsequently divided it in unequal portions 
between Govid Hari and bis two nephews, Pnrashram Bhao t the most 
celebrated of the Mahratta generals, son of Bamchandra Hari, and 
Nilkan+h Rao, son of Trimbat Hari, To Govind Hari was assigned 
Miraj; to Parashram Bhao, Tnsgaon; and to Nilkanth Rao, Kurund wad. 

In 1782 Mi raj descended to Chi eta in an Rao, grandson of Govind 
Hari, a child six years of age; during his minority the State was man- 
aged by bis uncle Gangadhar Rao When Chintaxaah Rao came of 
age be quarrelled with his uncle who attempted to keep him out of his 
lights. Eventually the State was divided between them, the uncle 
retaining Mi raj, and Ohintaman Rao taking SartglL The revenues of 
Sangl i were Rs, 6,35,178, arid of Mirai Rs. 4,79,798: and these States 
were respectively liable to find for service 1,929 and 1,219 horse 

On the death of Parashram Bhtio of T&sgaon, the State descended to 
his son, Ramchandra; but in 1811 share was given by the Peshwa ta 
Ganpat Rao, a younger son. Two States were thus formed, Jamkhandi, 
held by Raniehandru, yielding a revenue of Rs, 4,64,160, and subject 
to a service of i .278 horse ; and T&sghon, with a revenue rf R<*. 2,08,776, 
held by Gan pat Rao, subject to a service of 640 horse. 

In 1812 the State of Kurundwad was also divided, a half share 
called Shed hat, being given by the Peahwa to G&tepat Ruo, nephew of 
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NilkanUi Kao. The Kurondwad share yielded a revenue of its. 1,27,989, 
nml was subject to a service of 2SO horse. The revenues of Shed ha 1 "'eve 
Its. 1.00,09], and the contingent due was 2S0 horse. 

The power of the Patwardhans had for some time excited the 
jealousy of the Peshwft, who attempted to strip thorn of their rights. 
Rebellion was sov* j ral tunes t hrealengd, mid at last in iS12 the I’aivar- 
dhaas asked for the interference of the British Government. Through 
the mediation of Mr. Elphinstone, an Engagement (No. I) was drawn 
up in 1&12 by which the family, together with the other Japmhirs of 
tin* Sou(hern Mahratta Country. were secured in their possessions on 
condition of rendering Stipulated service, and the Pesbwa engaged to 
abstain from interference with their administration. 

The founder of the Bhuve family was Earn Ran Daji, for whom his 
friend Appaji Kuvu, Governor of Nnrguml and Ramilmg, two of the 
strongest forts in the Southern Alahratta Country, procured appointment 
to Navgund. About twenty years lat«£ Ram Xiao’s son and grand¬ 
nephew, Jogi Rao and Bhaskur Ran, were confirmed in this appointment 
by the Peshwa Jfudho Ran Balal in 175,9. The e-dates, which yielded a 
revenue of Its. 2,47,251 and were subject to u service of 350 horse, were 
managed by Bhaskar Rao. He was succeeded by his son Veukai Bun, 
who continued to manage the estates. This arrangement continued till 
1T7R, when the country was brought under subjection hv Haidar All. 
In 1784 Tipu Sultan made further demands, which were resisted ; and the 
fort of Nargund was blockaded. After a siege of seven months Yenkot 
Rao surrendered and, in violation of the terms of capitulation, was, 
with his whole family, carried off a prisoner by Tipu. On the fall of 
Seringapatam in 1792, Venfeat Rao was released: and the Peshwa res¬ 
tored to him Nargund and lands yielding i!s. 1,27,114, and granted to 
Ram Rao, grandson of Jogi Rao, the fort of Eanulurg with lands worth 
Rs. 26,000 a year. Tire two branches of the family continued in posses¬ 
sion of their respective share* until 1810, when the Peshwa made a 
new division of the lands in equal shares to "Yenkat Rao and A ora yon 
Rao, the sons of Rani Rao. 

At the time of the Peshwa’s overthrow there were six separate States 
held by members of the Patwardhun family—Sangli, Alt raj, Jamkhandl. 
Kurundwad, Tusgami and Shedhal. Three Engagements (Nos. IX, ITT 
and IN’) were concluded with the Chiefs of these States in 1 Sit), by 
which the number of horse they were re-mired to furnish was reduced to 
oiie-foui'th. and in lieu of the others land was to he assigned, or rash 
paid at the rate of Rs. BOO for each horse. The Engagements also bound 
them to dependence on the British Government, to whom all quarrels 
wore to ho referred. Wit-h the exception of the ( hie! oi Saugii, "ho 
ceded lands yielding Rs. 1,35,000, all the others elected to furnish 
the contingents required. 
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Similar Eiig^gem^ub were made with V on hat Rao, the Uborpade 

Chief of Mudhol, in 1819 (No. V)> and with Veakat Rao and Karajan 
Oao, ihe Blijive Chiefs of Xmgutul and Rnmdiug, in 1821 (No* VI), 

In 1820 the State of Miraj was, with the sanction of the British 
Government, divided into four shares, and the service of horse was pro¬ 
portionately assigned* Two of these shares lapsed in 1842 and 1845 
from failure of male issue, and two now remain, separately designated 
Miraj Senior and Miraj Junior, 

The JFatnkliandi State also was divided in 1821 by the formation of 
the separate State of Chinehni, which was assigned to Govind Rao Nana 
Salieb, nephew of Eamchptdra Jiao, Ohincbm lapsed in ISM}. 
Tasgaon also lapsed in 1818, 

In 1848-49 the maintenance of a contingent force by the States of 
Mud hoi, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Tarn k h and i, Kimnidwad and 
Shedbal was coimmited (No, VII) (o a money payment. 

The State of Sbedbul, after having once been continued by adop¬ 
tion in 1820, lapsed in 1857. In the same year the State of Nargmid 
was confiscated and its Chief, Blmshur Rap, hanged for the murder of 
Mr. Matron, the ’Political Agent. 

In 1854 a division of the Knnmdwad State between Raghimath Rao, 
hi* nephew Ganpat Rao, and two younger brothers, Vinayak Rao and 
Trimbak R.»o, was sanctioned. The arrangement seems to have origi¬ 
nally contemplated the continuance of the saranjam, with independent 
jurisdiction, to the senior Chief alone 1 , and the nesting in him of sole 
rnanagemeiit of the hums. The junior Chiefs were to bo treated 
as holding ordinary landed Estates; and, until the Estates oi 
the junior Chiefs were brought under the Regulations, one of them 
w as to bo invested with the power* con tom plated by Regulation XIII 
of 1830 and Regulation XITI of 1842. It was decided, however, that 
the junior Chiefs should not he brought under the Regulations, and 
that one of them should exercise jurisdirtion for the rest* Trimbak 
Rao died in 1869 without male issue. TIis share of the saranjam was 
bestowed on the two younger Chiefs, and his portion of mam holdings 
reverted to the Humor Chief. The holding is now represented by the 
Staten of Kuniudwad Senior mid Kuvuudwnd Junior, the tatter being 
lit>U! tiv two Chiefs, one of whom exon isos jurisdiction, 

Tho Holers of the Southern Mahrutfu Country States except the 
Chief of JmnklmiKli* whoso conduct, was Nuspteioos. behaved well in 
the mutiny fl£ 1857; and in 1862 all of then* except the Chief of 
Kunmrlwad (Junior), received San ads of Adoption (No, VIII,) 

Tn 1874 the Chiefs of Ruiuindwad (Junior Branch) ceded (No. IX.) 
full jurisdiction over lands occupied by the Great Indian Pen insula 
Railway.

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In 1880-81 the Chiefs of all the Southern Mahratta Country States 
entered into au Agreement (No, X) binding themselves to prohibit 
poppy cultivation in then States and to prevent the illicit importation 
of opium into their territories. Further' opium Agreements (see Surat 
Agency No, IX) ’were made with them all. and also with the Jugirdar 
of Wadi, in 1895-97. 

In 1886 the States of Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), Jamkhandi, 
Kunmdwad (Senior and Junior) and Ramdurg ceded (see Kolhapur 
Residency No. X) full juriadTctitoi over the lands required for the 
Southern Mahratta Hailway: and in 1887 the Chiefs of Sangli and 
Miraj (Senior) ceded (see Kolhapur Residency No. XI) full jurisdiction 
over the lands required for the Kolhapur State Railway. 

In .1886-87 the Chiefs of MudhoL Sangli, Miraj (Senior and Junior), 
Jumkliandi, Kurundwad (Senior and Junior), Raindurg and Hie Jagirdar 
of Wadi entered into Agreements (Nos. XT and XU) to promote the 
growth of trade by the abolition of certain taxes. 

All the Southern Mahratta Country Chiefs, and the Jagiidar of 
Wadt, leased their hemp drug farms to the British Government up to 
the 31st March 1906. The leases have since been renewed from time to 
time, the last renewal being for o. period of ten years from the 1st 
April 1925. 

In 190t5 the Chief of Miraj (Senior) Ceded (No. XIII) full jurisdic¬ 
tion over the lands required fur the Barai Light Railway; and in 19flG 
the Chiefs of Sangli and Miraj (Senior) ceded (No. XIV) full jurisdic¬ 
tion over the land- required for the Sangli State Railway ? an Agree¬ 
ment (No. XT) for the working of which was concluded in 1907 between 
the Sangli Stab? and the Southern Mahrattu Railway Company. In 
1925-26 full jurisdiction over the binds required lor the Pandharpur- 
Miraj extension of the Bars! Light Railway was ceded by the Chiefs of 
Mira} (Junior) (No. XVII), Miraj (Senior) (No. XVIII) and Sangli 
(No. XIX). 

All the Southern Mahratta Country Chiefs (except Sangli, with 
whom negotiations are still (1929? in progress), urn! the Jagirdar of 
Wadi, have at various times entered into Agreements for the lease of 
their Ahkari revenue to tin British Government: the present Agree¬ 
ment (No. XX) having been concluded for a period of ten years from 
the 1st August 1924, 

In November 1929 the Mud hoi Sangli and Ramdurg Barbara exe¬ 
cutor] Agreements regarding the provinH a libation of ihe port inns of the 
B el gauni-TTun garni road lying within ihe limits of their States, These 
Agreements were concluded too late for inclusion of copies of them in the 
present edition.

The Wadi Estate is an off-shoot of Kunmdwad (Senior), In 1792 
a dispute arose between Rajrkunatli Rao, Chief of Kurundwad, and his 
younger brother Shiv Rao It was eventually arranged that Shiv Puo 
should be given certain villages and a cash allowance. The villages 
were subsequently divided among the three sons of Shiv Kao. Two of 
these shares eventually lapsed to Government'; and the third, consist¬ 
ing of the villages of Kkatav and Hnvchi, forms the present Estate 
of Wadi. 

The present Jagirdar, Meherban Ganpatrao Gungadliurrao alias 
Dajisaheb Patwardhau, was born on the 12th January 1903 and was 
given his powers in May 1924. 

In revenue matters the Jagirdar exercises the powers of a Collector* 
in criminal matters those of a Second Class Magistrate, and in civil 
matters those of a Second Class Sub-Judge. 

In 1926 he was invested with the powers of a Committing Magis¬ 
trate.

Article L 

In the Arabic year 1213 a settlement was concluded, and a letter and memo¬ 
randum on the part of the British Government were despatched frem Punderpore. 
In the 3rd Article of that memorandum it ia written that you are to serve the 
Peishwa according to the ancient custom of the Mahratta Empire, as it appears 
in your Tynat Zabita, With reference to that agreement it has now been settled 
that you shall serve with (450 horse) one-fourth of the contingent of troops, for 
the maintenance of which jjjrou now liold lands ; or that in lieu of such service you 
shall pay to the government in ready money, at the rate of Rupees 30(1 a horse, 
the amount of the allowance of that number, or that you shall relinquish an eqni- 
vilent in land, where upon you having agreed to give up the amount of the allow¬ 
ances in laud, yon will now mske over the said land te the government accord- 
iBg to a separate Schedule. 

Article 2. 

As long m yon temain faithful and true to government, your lands shall be 
continued to you without interruption. This stipulation was contained in the 
5th Article of the terms of Punderpore and is hereby confirmed. A Sunnud to 
this effect, issued by the Moat Noble the Governor-General, will he made over 
to you. 

Article 3. 

Vim shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a con 
test with any person whatever. In the event of any cause of dispute arising you 
must not resort yourself to extreme measures, but must refer the question to 
government for consideration : it will then bo impartially adjusted, and you must 
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abide by the decision. This Article corresponds with the 4th clause of the terms 
of Punderpore, which is hereby confirmed. 

Article 4. 

You will attend to the prosperity of the ryots of your jaghire* to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
arsons, and other crimes. This Article is an essential condition of ft" present 
Agreement; you must therefore indispensably maintain the good order of your 
country. 

Article 5. 

You will continue all rights within your jaghire, whether belonging to the 
State or to individuals, all dooinallee, surinjaiu, and enam villages and lands, 
all Wttrahanuns (or annual pensions), dburm&daos {or charitable allowances), 
dewasthans (or religious establishmeats), rozeenah (daily stipends), khyrafa (alms 
to Mahomedaus), nernnooks (or assignments on the revenue), etc., and if in any 
particular instance any interruption shall have been offered to a grant not annulled 
by government, such grant shall likewise be made good without hindrance to 
th *3 proprietor. No complaints on this head are to be suffered to reach the govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 6, 

If any offenders from your jaghire lands shall come into those of the govern¬ 
ment, you will represent the affair, and they shall, on enquiry, be delivered up 
to you ; and should any offenders against the government, or criminals belong¬ 
ing to its territory seek refuge in your country, they will be pursued by the govern¬ 
ment officers i and you will afford every assistance in delivering up such offenders. 

Article 7. 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was main¬ 
tained under Hia Highness the Pelshwa. It will attend to any of your repre¬ 
sentations, and will decide equitably upon them; you shall in no respect suffer 
injury, but. will of course bo supported as far aa it is juat, 

Article 8, 

Any villages, lands or other possessions belonging to your surmjam or enam 
situated within the lands of government shall be continued without obstruction 
as they nave heretofore been continued*

Articie 1, 

in the Arabic year 1213 a settlement was concluded, and a letter and a memo¬ 
randum on the part of the British Government were despatched from Punderpore. 
In the three Articles of that memorandum it is written that you are to serve the 
Peishwa according to the custom of the Mahr&tta Empire, as it appears in your 
Tynat Zabita ; but as the Sirdars would not be able to perform the serving accord¬ 
ing to the terms of their Tynat ZabiUs, it is now settled* out of consideration 
for them, that they shall serve with one-fourth of the contingent of troops for the 
maintenance of which they hold lands, or that in lieu of such service they shall 
pay to government in ready money, at the rate of Rupees 3tH> a horse, the amount 
of the allowance of that number of troops, or that they shall relinquish an equi¬ 
valent in land. Whereupon you having agreed to serve with 70 horse, being a 
fourth of your contingent, shat arrangement is hereby confirmed by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Article 2. 

Your troops shall be mustered whenever called on ; the homes and men shall 
be good and effective, and shall serve the whole year* Should the number upon 
muster prove deficient, the amount of such deficiency shall bo repaid to govern¬ 
ment at the established rate. If a detachment of from 5 to 7 horse is required 
to bo sent from the army ua your affairs, you must first mention it to the officer 
in command on the part of the government, and they will in that case be included 
in the muster. When your troops are not required, they will be permitted to 
return to your own station for monsoon quarters for four months during the rainy 
season, but *f they ere required they must remain. 

Article 3, 

You shall serve in such maimer as the government may order ; you will not 
m general be required to serve beyond the Godavery and Tumbudra ; hut if at 
any time you should bo required to do so, you must go without objecting, On 
such occasion you will be furnished by government with money for the payment 
of your troops at the established rate of pay, which money is to he repaid to govern¬ 
ment in your own country. 

Article 4. 

In the event of either inen or horses being killed or wounded in action, you 
will receive no compensation from government: all expenses are to ho provided 
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for out of the war allowance granted This is to be observed according to former 
practice ; but if any great man should be wounded or killed in action, a reward 
will be given to him by the government if wounded, or a pension to hia family 
if he be killed in action.

now requested that the terms of your service may not be left indistinct, and have 
stated your inability to act up to the full extent of the tarns of your Tynst Z&bita : 
it, is therefore agreed that you shall bo excused the service of three-fourths of 
your contingent, and shall serve constantly with the remaining fourth, 150 horse 
only. This is hereby confirmed by the government.

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Aft or eoropdineiits,—In jour letter No, 393, dated 20th July 1BT4, you sug¬ 
gested to us that, the British GoTerniiiocsti being desirous that we should code 
to them our fight of exercising civil and criminal jnriadiction in the territory 
male over by its for the purpose of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, within 
the limits of oar villages of Baroti Rupewadi and frhudbnh in the Maindargl 
district, to be exercised by the British Government in such manner as they saw fit, 
we should give our consent to the arrangement.

The whole of the Engines, Carriages, Wagons, Sheets aiul other appliances 
for the equipment and working of trains shall be provided by the Company. 

Clause 7. 

The Coropauy shall have entire control of the Train and Traffic arrangements 
of the State Railway. 

ClAOSE 3. 

The Company shall provide the whole of the staff required for the working 
and maintenance of the State Railway, together with all 1?oiling Stock, 
materials, stores, etc., required for maintaining and working the State Railway. 


Claus* 9. 

The State shall arrange with the Government ot India for the provision of the 
requisite telegraph lines, the rental of which shall be debited to the general working 
expenses. The State shall also provide the necessary equipment of the telegraph 
offices at stations, which shall be thereafter maintained by the Company as on 
other parts of its own lines. 

Claps* 10. 

The working expenses of the State Railway shall be arrived at in the following 
manner The expenses of working and maintaining the Southern Mahrattn Rail¬ 
way (including for the purposes of this clause the worked lines) and the filiate Rail¬ 
way shall be defrayed in the first instance by tho Company, and from the total 
sum there shall be deducted charges for New Minor Works and Government Super¬ 
vision which shall be debited direct to each of the Railways concerned, and the 
balance will be divided between the two Railways in the ratio of the gross earnings

The Company shall separately account and be responsible for the collection 
of all Revenue pertaining to the State Railway after it has been opened for 
traffic including rents chargeable under the Company’s rules to any of their 
servants occupying dwelling houses belonging to the State Railway.

From the gross earnings of the State Railway there shall be deducted charges 
for the New Minor Works and the working expenses ascertained as explained in 
clause IQ, and the balance shall represent the net earnings of the State Railway

meat. 

Clause 13. 

The coaching fares and rates for goods, parcels, and miscellaneous traffic to be 
charged over the .State Railway shall be those for the time being in force on the 
Southern Mahratta Railway; The same terminals shall be charged on the State 
Railway on the Southern Mahrafcta Railway. 

Clause 14. 

The Company shall carry ov^r the State Railway all mails (as defined by the 
Post Office Act or Acta for the time being in force in India) which tho Imperial 
Post Office may require to be carried, and also postal officers on duty at the rates 
and on the same general conditions as may be from time to time in force on State 
Rail ways in British India. 

Clause 15, 

The Company shall maintain for the purposes of the State Railway such a 
Police force as may be considered necessary under the orders of the Superintendent 
of the Southern Mahratta Railway Police, and the State shall make arrangements 
to afford the Railway Police every assistance in conducting their enquiries and 
also with reference to the arreat of offenders. 

Clause 16* 

The arrangements herein laid down shall be in force for 3 years from the I at 
day of April 1907, and thereafter any or all of the provisions herein contained 
may be terminated at this end of any calendar half-year upon 6 months* notice in 
writing from either party to this Agreement, 

Clause 17, 

Any question or dispute that may arise ir carrying oat these arrangements 
shall be settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged for by the Bombay 
Government, the Sangli State and the Company.

Articles of Agreement for leasing the Ab&ari revenue of the Mudhol State 
to the .British Government for a term gI ten years from the 1st August, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-four to the 31 at July, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-four,—1926* 

Preamble .— Whereas it is considered desirable to place the administTatiou 
of the abkuri revenue of the Mud hoi State on the same footing as the iidinmistra- 
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tion of the abkari revenue of the British district of Belg&uni adjoining the Mudhol 
State which has been improved in accordance with provisions of the Bombay 
Abkari Act of 1878 and especially with a view to prevent injury to the abkari 
revenue of cither the Belgaum District or the Mudhol State by illicit manufacture 
of liquor and toddy or by the smuggling of liquor and toddy from one territory 
into the other the following articles have been agreed on between the Raja of Mudhol 
on the one part on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors and the Resident at 
Kolhapur and Political Agent, Souther.. Mar&fcha Country States for the time 
being on behalf of the British Government on the other:— 

Article I* 

The Raja of Mudhol engages that the management of the abkari revenue of 
the Mudhol State shall be carried on in accordance with the Bombay Abkari Act 
of 1373 or any other enactment which may hereafter ba introduced in its stead 
into the Bombay Presidency. 

Airmail IT* 

In order that, the abkari administration of the Mudhol State may be carried 
on in accordance with the provisions of the Bombay Abkari Act the Raja of Mudhol 
engage? hereby to assign to t he Government of Bombay the management of the 
abkari revenue of his State for a term of ton years from the 1st August 192 U to the 
31st July 1934, and to accept in consideration thereof from that Government, 
a provisional amount of yearly compensation of Rs, 26,000 payable in two instal¬ 
ments of Rs. 13,000 each on the tenth of February and tenth of August of each 
year (the amount being calculated on the basis of the average revenue for the 
three years preceding the renewal of this lease). The provisional compensation 
paid will b subject to adjustment by a lump sum payment in accordance with the 
actual revenue realised at the end of the third, sixth and tenth years on the under* 
standing (I) that there will be no such adjustment if the actual revenues realised 
fall short of the aggregate provisional compensation up to date and (2) that the 
aggregate compensation paid for the ten years of the lease shall not be less than 
ten limes the provisional annual compensation fixed at the beginning of the lease, 

Auticj.e HI. 

The management of the abkari revenue of the Mudhol State during the term 
of the lease shall be carried on by officers appointed by Government subject to the 
following rules 

(A) The rate of duty on liquor and of tree-tax: in the case of toddy m the 

Mudhol State shall not he higher than that prescribed for the adjacent 
British district. 

(B) The facilities for the supply of liquor and toddy for the me of the subjects 

of the Mudhol State shall be similar to those in the adjoining British 
district.

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Article IV, 

During the ter n\ of the lease, the officers appointed by Government will consult 
the Raja of Mudhol regarding details of Abkari Administration such aa the number 
and position of liquor shops and will consider the wishes of Raja on suchpoints, 
*[if compliance with such wishes is not likely to oadae injury to the abkari 
revenue of the (adjoining British) district. ] 

Artioijr V* 

It is understood that the lease conveys to the Government of Bombay no right 
of ownership in palm and other toddy producing trees or in the land in which 
they stand. 

Article V-a, 

The revenue derived from foreign liquor shops shall be remitted annually to the 
Mudhol State and shall not be included in the amount of compensation referred 
to in Article U above. 

Article VI, 

On his part the Raja of Mudhol engages cordially to co-operate in carrying 
out the provisions of the Abkari Jaw and rules and to do his best hy him; df, his 
heirs and successors and by his subordinate officers to prevent all illicit possession, 
manufacture, sale and transport of liquor and toddy or of the materials or imple¬ 
ments used for their manufacture in accordance with the provisions of the Act 
and of any rules which may be made under it. 

Article VIL 

Offences against the Abkari Act committed in the Mudhol State shall be dealt 
with by the Criminal Courts of the State according to their powers. 

Article VIII, 

During the period of the lease an account of the abkari revenue of the Mudhol 
State shall be kept separately from that relating to the adjoining British district 
and the same shall, be annually furnished for the information of the ftu ja of MudhoJ, 

Article IX. 

At the conclusion of the present term of the lease it shall be renewable at the 
option of the British Government for such further period as may be fixed by Govern¬ 
ment upon the same conditions as therein stipulated. On the expiry of the renewed 
term of the lease or in the event, of the British Government declining to exercise 
the option of renewal, then on the expiry of the renewed term of ten years the 
management of the abkari revenue will revert to the Mudhol State,

may he in force in the adjoining British district. 

The rate of duty on liquor and of tree-tax in the case of toddy shall be the 
same aa that levied in the adjacent British district. 

The management of the said revenue shall be so carried on as not to adect in 
any way the abkari revenue of the adjoining British district, and the advice of the 
Resident at Kolhapur and Political Agent, Southern Maratha Country States 
shall be taken, when necessary, in this behalf.

Artide XI/,—The preceding articles in this agreement are to be held as 
applicable to the village of Kurimdvad and its hamlet Runmdvad Wadi from the 
1st August 1926, from which date the Chief of Kurundvad Senior engages hereby 
to accept from the Government hi respect of the Kurundvad shop an additional 
provisional amount of yearly compensation of Es. 6,900 payable in two instalments 
of Rs. 3,460 each on the 10th of February and 10th of August of each year, this 
additional provisional compensation being subject to adjustment by a lump ram 
payment in accordance with the actual revenues realised at the end of the first, 
fourth and eighth years of the lease of that shop, in order to synchronize the date of 
such Adjustment# throughout this agreement. 
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J i]ie Rajput dynasty which ruled in Sind is said to have been con¬ 
quered about A.D. Til by Muhammadans from Arabia, About 1025 the 
country was annexed to the GHmznmde empire by Mukmud; and, after 
TOrious changes of rulers, it was incorporated into the Delhi empire by 
Akbar in 1091, from which it was again dissevered m 1740 by Nadir 
Shah, who exacted from it a tribute of above twenty lakhs of rupees. 
After the aesnssination of Nadir Shall, Sind became subject to the 
Duram rulers of Kandahar. 

Before the invasion of Nadir Shah, the Kalhoras, a religious sect, bad 
risen to power in Sind, and the Chief of the tribe, Nut Muhammad, had 
been recognised as governor of the province. It was during the rule of 
his brother f Ghulam Shah T that the connection of the British Govern¬ 
ment with Sind commenced by the establishment of factories at Tafcta 
and Slmhdnindiir in 1758. Tn that year Ghulam Shah granted an 
Order (No. I) for the establishment of the factories and for certain im- 
munities to trade. This order was renewed (No. II} in 1781. During 
the rule of Sarfaraz Khan, the eldest son of Ghulam Shah, however, the 
trade was so winch interfered with that the British Government found it 
necessary to withdraw their factories in 1775- 

The violence and tyranny of Sarfar&z Khan and his successors, who 
put to death three of the Chief* of the Tulpur tribe, led to the over¬ 
throw of the Kalhora dynasty. The Talpurs are a Baluch tribe, whose 
chiefs had long held the first place in the service of the rulers of Sind* 
To avenge the death of their Chief* the Tulpurs rose and. headed by 
Fateh Ali Khan, Talptir, expelled the Kalhom ruler Abdul Nabi. This 
revolution took place m the year 1786, The measures which Fateh Ali 
took to establish bis authority alarmed hi* relatives Sohrah Khan and 
Tfaora Khan. They fled, seized on Khoirpur and Shakdmiidar* and re¬ 
nounced the authority of their kinsman. Fateh Ali was never again 
able to extend his authority over the whole province, which remained 
divided into three separate principalities, viz.. Hyderabad or lower Sind 
under Fateh Ali, Khnirpur or upper Sind under Sohrab, and Mirpirr 
under Thom. In Hyderabad, Fateh Ali divided his power with his 
three brothers Ghulam Ali , Karam Ali and Murad Ali; and from their 
real or apparent unanimity the brothers received the appellation of the 
Char Yai\ or four friends. 

In 179$ the commercial intercourse between the British Government 
and Sind was revived, arid Fateh Ali Khan issued an Older (No. Ill) 
granting certain, privilege* in favour of English trade. But the advan¬ 
tages of this trade proved to he overrated; the promises of the Amirs 
were insincere; the representative of the British Government was rudely 
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compelled to withdraw; and the influence of the British Government in 
Sind was at an end. This arrogant ai d insulting behaviour of the 
Amirs was attributed to reimm strain oh frtim Zaimvn Shallthe Killer of 
Kandahar, and to rumours of the growing power of the British Govern- 
meat eortseqSent on the tail of Tipu Sultan, 

Fateh Ali died in 1801, leaving half hia territory to his brother, 
Ghuhmi All, and the remainder in equal shares to the other two brothers, 
with corresponding obligations for paying the expenses of the State and 
the annual tribute of thirteen lakhs to Kabul, In this arruiigemeiit 
Soldi Jar, the sow of Fateh Ali, received no share of power Gliulam Ali 
died in 1811, and his son Muhammad was atao excluded from power, 
which was divided between the two surviving brothers, Karum Ali and 
Murad Ali. The former died childless in 1828, leaving Murad Ali sole 
ruler of lower Sind. He died in 1835, leaving two sons $ Nur Muham¬ 
mad and Nasn\ From this time till 1840 the government at Hyderabad 
was divided among the four sons of the Char 1 at—Nur Muhammad 
Khan, the chief Mir, his brother INhstr Kb an,, an I their two cousins, 
Sobhdar Khan, son of Fateh Ali, and Muhammad ivhan, eon of Ghulam 
AIT In 1840 Juir Muhammad died, leaving two sons, Shabdad Khan 
ami Husain Ali Khan } under the guardli^ship of their uncle, Nas.tr 
Khan, Thus the heads of the Hyderabad family, at the time of the 
annexation of Sind in 184% were Mir Nhsfcr, Mie Sobhdur, Mir Muham¬ 
mad, Mir Shah dad and Mir Husain Ali, between whom Nur Muham¬ 
mad had divided his' possessions? by will. 

In upper Sind and Mirpur the Government remained undivided in 
the hands of single Chief a, Sohrab bequeathed his territory to his bod 
R uatam in 1830. Thom had been succeeded in 1829 in Mirpur by bis 
son Sher Muhammad. These two Chiefs remained in power till the 
annexation. 

The connection of the British Government was naturally"more inti¬ 
mate with the Hyderabad family, who governed the lower valley of the 
Indus, than with the more remote branches of K hairpin: and Miipur. 
After his accession Gliulam Ali deputed an agent to Bombay in lh03j 
tn apologise for the expulsion of the British Agency bv hw late brother. 
Friendly relatione, however, were not at once established, iu consequence 
of the evasion of the. demand of the British Government for compensa¬ 
tion. But in 1808, when the British Government were concerting mea¬ 
sures against the threatened invasion of the 1 H reuch and the T eisi,,\ns by 
w-ay of Afghanistan, it was deemed expedient to waive the demand. 
Captain Scton was sent a* envoy to Sind on. the part of the Bombay 
Government, and concluded an ofl'ensivfi and defensive Treat y* with

This kMtmmmi has hmi drawn up in consequence of Captain David Seton, on 
the part of the Honourable Jotmtbaii Duncan, Ea^, Governor at Bombay, having 
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Gliulam Shall, The Supreme Government, however, refused to ratify 
it, a* it committed them to too close a connection with Sind: and they 
sent an envoy of their own, Mr* N If. Smith, to make new negotiations, 
A Treaty (No. TV) was concluded in 1809 with the three surviving 
brothers of the Hyderabad family. This Treaty provided for the exelti- 
aioa of the French from Sind, and the interchange of agents between 
the British Government and Sired, In 1820 another Treaty (No. V) w m 
concluded with the two surviving brothers, !\axam All and Murad AM, 
by which they agreed to exclude Europeans and Americans from their 
territories, and to prevent inroads into the British dominions. The sub¬ 
jects of the two governments were to be permitted tu reside in each 
other's territories on condi tirrn of orderly and peaceable conduct. 

On the 4th April 1832 the first Treaty (No. VI) was concluded with 
the Kbairptir family.

In 1836 Ran jit- Singh put forward claims to a tribute of twelve lakhs 
of rupees from Sind, and threatened the invasion of Shi km p ur ; but the 
British Government induced him to abstain from hostilities, and offered 
to the Amirs of Sind to mediate a settlement of Rnnjit Singh's claims, 
on condition of their grant trig certain concessions hi favour of trade on 
the Indus; receiving a British agent at Hyderabad; and conducting all 
their relations with Lahore thro ugh the British Government* A pro¬ 
visional Engagement (No. XX) was concluded in 18-16 with the Hydera¬ 
bad Amirs for opening %e trade on the Indus and stationing a British 
agent at Shlkarpur, Great repugnance, however, was shown to the re¬ 
ception of a British agent at Hyderabad. Nur Muhamm:-<1 Khan as¬ 
serted that he was too weak to accept such a measure, which was op¬ 
posed to the feelings of his family and the whole Talpur tribe* But, 
as concession of this point wbs made the essential preliminary condition 
of British mediation with Ran jit Singh, Ibe Amir at last consented 
and a Treaty (No. X) was concluded, on the 20th April 183R. with Nut 
Muhammad. Separate agreements to the same effect were given at the 
request of Nut Muhammad to the other \mirs, Nosir and Sohiuhu, 
the object of this being to secure Nor Muhammad in the position of hood 
of Ihc Hyderabad family. 

The 4th article of the tripartite treaty* between the British Govern- 
input, Ran jit RIngh and Rlmh Rhnja bound Shah Rftujft tn abide by 
whatever settlement the British Government should make regarding 
Shikarpur and the tornLory of Rind on tire right bank of the Indus* 
Article 16 provided that Shah Rhujn should rel monish all claims to 
supremacy over Sind and to arrears of tribute, on the condition of the 
payment by the Amirs of such a sum as the British Government might 
determine, out of winch fifteen lakhs were to he paid to Rnnjit Singh* 
Tn consideration of the advantages to be secured to the Amirs by the 
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caseation of their dependence on Kabul and of all tributary claims, t hey 
wore to be required to assist in the passage of the British armies to 
Afghanistan; to permit the temporary occupation of Shikar pur and as 
much territory of would form n secure basis for the intended military 
operations; and to suspend the article of the Treaty of 1832 which pro¬ 
hibited ilhe transport of military stores by the Indus. The Am mg were 
at the same time told that any engagement on their part with the Shah 
of Persia would be considered as hostile towards the British Government 
The Resident in Sind waft also empowered, in the event of the British 
policy being opnoei&d by the leading Amirs, to place at the heao of the 
administration any member of tire family whose disposition might be 
friendly, and who might have .sufficient influence iai the country to re- 
commend him, 

With the exception of Sobhdar Kbau, ihe Amirs of the Hyderabad 
family manifested the strongest disinclination to comply with the de¬ 
mands made on them. Less difficulty was found with the Khairpur 
family. Mubarak Khan indeed, and a small patty attached fo him, were 
subservient to the counsels of their relatives at Hyderabad. Bet Rustam 
Ali Khan, who Lad long manifested a desire for a treaty with the 
British Government by which he should be recognised as independent 
of Hyderabad* entered willingly into thy British policy. A r l reaty (No, 
XI), similar to that made in flic same year with the Nawab of Baha- 
w a 1 p u r , * was coo cl u < I e d w i th hii n oi i the 24t h 0 e com her 18 8 8, by wh 1 $ 1 ) 
his territory was taken under British protection* he acknowledged British 
supremacr and was guaranteed in the independent administration of his 
territory: and engaged to abstain from political intercourse with other 
States, to assist in the passage of troops through Ins territory, and to 
cede temporarily the fortress of Bakkar as a depot for treasure and 
munitions of war. Subsidiary agreements were at the same time given 
to the other Amirs of the Klmirpur family, Mubarak. Muhammad and 
Ali Murad. It was at first intended to exclude Mubarak from these 
arrangements in consequence of bis nvowed opposition to the British 
Government; but, at (he request of Rust am Alt, a guarantor waft given 
to Mubarak ns wall as to the other Amirs. 

In the meantime much opposition was experienced by the Resident at. 
Hyderabad. The Amirs were very reluctant to admit the pecuniary 
claims of Shah Shuja, and pleaded that the Shall had already granted 
them releasest, written on the Koran, from all tributary payments

They threatened m a most insolent 
manner to oppose the passage of Shah SJiuja; permitted the Resident to 
be insulted and stoned; gave secret orders that no assistance should he 
rendered to the British farce from Bombay; and attempted to seduce the 
Nawab oi Bahuwalpur from the affiance which he had just concluded 
with the British (Jot eminent. The paramount importance^ however* of 
hastening tlie completion of the measures for the occupation of Afghani¬ 
stan induced the British Government to abate their demand, provided 
they could secure the passage of troops. The Resident therefore offered 
!o the Amirs a treaty which recognised the distinct independence of each 
of them, but provided for a subsidised British force being stationed in 
their country and for the exemption of Mir Sobhdai from all payment on 
account of the expenses of that force. The treaty was rejected by the 
Amirs, and every appearance of open hostility was exhibited. Prepara¬ 
tions were made to attack their capital, when the Amirs assented to the 
demands made oil them and signed the treaty. But, as a punishment 
for their hostility, a new condition was insisted mi— tlmt the Amirs of 
Hyderabad, with the exception of Mir Sobhdar* should pay seven lakhs

While these events were occurring at Hyderabad, the reserve forces 
from Bombay was fired on while approaching Karac hi, and its landing 
was opposed. Fire was, therefore, opened on the fort, and Its sen-face 
was to veiled with the ground. The fort was taken, and in February 
1839 the Governor was required (No. XXX) lo hand over the military 
occupation of it to the British Govern meat. 

The treaty which had been cmirl uded between the He si dent and the 
Amirs was not confirmed in its entirety by Government. Several modi¬ 
fications were made, and it was reduced from 23 to 14 articles. The 
revised Treaty dated the 1 lih March 1839 (No. XXXI), signed by the 
Govern or-General, was offered separately for the arTeptrm.ee of the four 
Amirs, After some detour the Amirs digued it, being chiefly induced to 
do ito by the example of Mir Sobhdar. 

In the meantime Slier Mohammad of Mir pur mm expressed a wish 
to enter into a treaty v. if h the British Government- flis object w T as to 
obtain the sameroneesshm as had been granted to Mir Sobhdar of Hy¬ 
derabad. that is to say, exemption front all payments towards the sub¬ 
sidiary force. Government, however, refused to treat with him oo such 
terms, and required a payment of half a lakh a year. To this the Amir 
assented, and a Treaty (No, XTV) was concluded with him in Tune 1841. 

Delay and difficulty soon began to be felt in realising the tribute from 
the A ini r--: and Lord Ellen bon nigh, deeming the demand of pecuniary 
tribute from Indian States to be a constant cause of misunderstanding, 
resolved to com mute it, whenever possible, to a cession of land. In 
pursuance of this policy, uegotiat ions were opened with the Amirs for 
the cession of SlnHfpur in lieu of the tribute. Mir Nurir of Hyderabad 
readily offered to cede his own share of Rhikarpur and: that of his late 
brother Nur Muhammad, on condition of being Bowed to rain* i the 
nominal sovereignty. The negotiaiioTis were nearly concluded, when the 
first news of the disasters at Kabul arrived mid caused an entire change 
of feeling in the Amirs, leading them to break off the discussion. Mir 
B-ustam AH of Khairntir and Mir Nash 1 of Hyderabad edso began to 
intrigue for the expulsion of the British forces from Rind, They were 
therefore distinctly warned fhril the result of bad faith to their engage 
ments would be the loss nf their territories. 

To August 1842 Sir Charles Namer ipm nt) pointed to the .military 
command in Rind and Baluchistan and invested with authority over all 
civil and political officers in those countries. Besides suspicion as to the 
fi deli tv of the Amirs, there were other circuru stances arising out of a 
misumW,landing of those art ides of the treaty relating to trade, which 
called for a Revision of the engagements, The most important discus¬ 
sion related to the interpretation of the 11th article. The Amirs io- 
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stated that the article only exempted foreign boats from duty on the 
Indus, while the British Government maintained that all boats, both of 
Sind and of other States, were entitled to pa m duty-free. The objects 
which were to bo kept in view in any new engagement with the Amirs 
wore the free navigation of the Indus; the cession of territory in ex¬ 
change for tribute* the establishment of a uniform currency in Sind; 
and the cession of territory to the Nawab of Bahawalpin', who through¬ 
out the disneters in Afghanistan had remained faithful to his engage- 
jnen-t h, Towards the close of 1842 a draft treaty embodying these de¬ 
mands wins offered to the Amirs, who protested against them. There 
seemed to be no hope of an amicable settlement; ami British troops were 
advancing to enforce the demands, when on the 9th February 1843 the 
Amirs intimated their willingness to sign the treaty if Rustam All Khan 
nf Khairpur were restored to his rights of which he bad been deprived by 
hk younger brother Ali Murad Khan. 

Mir Sohrab of Khairpnr had retired from public life in 1811 and 
had abdicated in favour of his son It net am Ali. But by his will, made 
m 1829, he divided his territory among bis sons in four shares, of which 
Mir ltustam, as the successor to the Turban, was to hold two, and Muba¬ 
rak Ali and AH Murad were to receive one each, Ali Munul, who was 
an infant oi the time of his fathuffe death and was eoinmitted to the 
care of Mubarak Ali, always lelieve^ himself to have been defrauded by 
his guardian. However this may be, he received* from the British 
Government in 1838 a separate guaranies for the estates he held in 
Khairpur. Mubarak Ali died in 3839 t but the dispute was inherited by 
his son Kasir, with whom Rustam Ali sided. In September 1842 the 
brothers met in battle, Rustam Ali and Nasir were defeated, and 
signed the Hanna bar Treaty,t by which they assigned nine villages to

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and km nephews. When Sir Charles Napier heard of the resignation, 
he asked for an interview with Rustam AH; but the Amir did not wait 
for it. Ho ded to the desert, and Ali Murad was recognised by Sir 
Charles Napier as Chief of Khalrpur, It was for the restoration of 
Itustmn Aii to the rights of which he had been thus deprived, involun¬ 
tarily as was afterwards proved, that the Amirs stipnlat^d as the condi¬ 
tion of their signing the proposed treaty; but Major Outran^ the British 
Commissioner, had no power to re-open this subject. At last the Amirs, 
except Nasir Khan of Khairpur, signed the Treaty (No* IV), leaving 
Rustam Ali’e rights to future investigation. Next day the residence 
of Major On tram was attacked by 8,000 of their troops; but, after a 
most gallant defence, the escort succeeded in rejoining the main army* 
The battles of Miani and Dabo subjected the whole of Hind to the British 
Government, with the exception of the possessions of Ali Murad, who 
was established as Chief of Khairpur in the territories which had be* 
longed to Mir Rustam, both by inheritance- and in right of the Turban, 
as well as in the lands of which lie himself stood rightfully possessed at 
the time of the conquest. 

As alt tire territory of Shut, with the exception of the portion to be 
continued to Ali Murad, was confiscated by the British Government, it 
of course became Ali Murad s interest to establish his right to as largo a 
portion of the lands of JUraii pur as possible. To effect this he attempted 
to alter the 'clause of the treaty of Namiahar which conferred on him two 
villages belonging to Mir Nash 1 Khan, in such a manner as to secure for 
himself, large districts of the same name instead of insignificant villages. 
In doing so the leaf of the Koran on which the treaty wm written became 
spoiled* The leaf was therefore extracted, ancl the treaty was written on 
a fresh leaf in such a way a*s to mit Ali Murad's purpose. This fraud 
was clearly established by a Commission which met in I860 to investigate 
the matter; and, as a punishment for it, Ali Murad was degraded from 
the rank of J$ai| of Khairpor, and deprived of all his territories except 
those which he had inherited under his father's will. 

In 1866 the Ruler of Kh&irptir received an Adoption Sanad (No* 
XVI): and in 18(17 was granted a permanent salute of 16 guns. The 
Ruler is entitled to a permanent local salute of 17 guns within his own 
territory. 

AH Murad Khan died in 1894. and was succeeded by his son Eai z 
Muhammad Khan. 

In 1896 the Mir reded (No, XVII) the land which was, or might 
thereafter be, fceqidred for the Knlrt-Rohri Railway, together with full 
civil and criminal jurisdiction over the line* 

In March 1991 the Mb* entered into ftp Agreement (No. XVIII) for 
the cession of certain lands required for the Jammo and Eastern N&rh 
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canal systems. and for the settlement of the w®sW» boundary of the 
State, By this agreement the centre of the deep stream of the river 
Indus, an it flowed in March l&OO, has. been recognised to be the per¬ 
manent boundary between the Ivimirpur State and the British district of 
Larkhaiia. 

In 1903 the State Ghalaa silver currency was converted into British 
India silver currency, at the rate of 100 British rupees for 140 Cliahm 
rupees. 

In August 1005 the Secretary of Side ea actioned the acceptance ot 
the Sfirh offer to raise and maintain a buggage camel corps tor purposes 
of Imperial defence. 

In 1909 the Mir entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) for the elec¬ 
tive control and discipline of liie Imperial Service Troops when serving 
beyoad the frontiers o£ his State* 

Fftiz Muhammad died in 1909 and was succeeded by his only eurviw 
ing son Inamhakhsh Khan, who rendered much pecuniary help during 
the Great War, lie died on the Sth February" 1921, mi was succeeded 
by his son the present .Mir All Nawaz IvbuQj, born in 1884. 1.he system 
ti administering the State through a Wimr, which bail been in force 
since 1903, was altered in 1923, when Mir Ali Nawaz Khan appointed a 
Council of three members, with himself as IbeBitleiit, to carry ou the 
administration. 

After the conquest the deposed Amirs were removed from Sind, and 
pensions were granted to them by the British Guv eminent. tbeir des- 
eedunts continue to receive libera) pensions: and all the members of 
the Talpur family have been permitted to return to Sind. The pensions 
ut present drawn by the descendants of the deposed Amirs and tlieir 
dependants amount to IU 1,72,191 a year, distributed tlum—

Be it known to all commanders, officers, faqueere, farmera, and inhabitants 
of Durat, Laree-bunder, Aurunga-bimder, Garranchere I>arajah, Ohavataa Masaotm, 
Nakass, Barbundie, Galabajar, Agur, Goozer Rajah Gunt Johibar, Sarkar f hacba- 
com, Charcarballow, Narsepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Soviaton, Coodabage,. wkar 
Nohorey Abey, etc., places belonging to Sircar, that Mr. Sumption gomiis a 
belonging to the Honourable English Company informed me here that on all the 
goods he purchases and sends for the Honourable Company to Bombay he pays 
no more than one and a half per cent, customs on the market price, which I hem by 
confirm, and order that no more than that custom may be received of km a*usual, 
, )Ut OT1 an Europe goods which shall be sent from Bombay for CoodaW Lasse, 
Mniton, etc., half of what customs, etc., charges {such as passports, con voy, lodging, 
Dnan Towfi. Cauah, etc.), the Mult-on merchants pay ; and should there m sue 
goods as the Multunv never carry, and be it possible to know the customs and 
charges on them, they (the English) are to pay half of what any of the considerable 
merchants used to pay on the same ; but nobody is to demand any thing more. 
And the same customs, etc., as Me above mentioned they are to pay on the lung, 
indigo, etc., goods which they never bought before ; and they are also to pay one 
and a half per cent, customs on the saltpetre, he it bought by themselves or >y 
anybody for them in the Sircar's place, or anywhere else ; but no officers, .farmers, 
eto„ are to demand any thing more from them, but let them carry on their trade 
unmolested. And I further order that should their goods not be disposed of and 
they want to carry them back, no customs shall be demanded thereon, nor on auv 
provisions which Mr. Sumption shall send from any place on board their ships 
for their maintenance. They arc also not to demand anything for their gardens, 
nor in any shape molest their gardeners, boats, vessels, etc., or send them on any 
Birear’s business ; and it is also ordered that their chests of linen may not be opened, 
or the least hindrance shown them in passing and repaying, it being contrary 
to'but rules; and in short, no one shall presume to make any new customs to <fa«r 
prejudice, or in any shape put any affront on them or their people. They have 
also free liberty to provide any sort of grain, and sell the same and any European 
goods at any rate- they please. The customs on the dubbers of ghee, oil, etc., m 
alto on l he chests and pots of goods, aro to be charged conformable to the vmg it 
they put ou each Bobber, chest, or pot, without weighing them again ; and the 
cnstoma on the elephants’ teeth are to be received on the amount of sale when 
dmy we sold. And should Mr. Sumption either buy or build a house or warehouse 
at Aurunga-bumlur or at Tatta, my said people are to give him all the assistance 
they can, that it may cost him only a reasonable price, and he is to have all the 
encouragement for carrying on his trade, aa it will be an advantage to the govern- 





meet; but no other Englishman shall have a house or a ny encouragement. And 
aa it ia very necessary that I should encourage and please the English, 1 hereby 
order that an entire compliance may be shown to this without demanding an 
new order every year.

To all Fviqueers {a term for the- Serovs, or people of the prince's caste, inhabi¬ 
tants of the upper part of the country), Diredars, Muttaseddoes that are at present 
or shall in future come into offices of the customs, whether under the sovereign 
power or farmed out at the I>irt or (Tatta custom-house), Tarce-hunder, Aurunga- 
bunder, Garnmehero D&r&jah, Chavatra Maasotie, Nakass, Barhuudie, Galab&jar 
(or grain custom-house), Agur, Guzer Rajah Gunt, Johibar, Sarkar Oaehlon (Jharcar- 
hallow (names of countries), Sarkar JTasseepore, Holcandy, Sarkar Sovisun, 
Coodabuge Huree, and all other places within my dominions : Know ye (or observe) 
that fclie wealthy, true, faithful, and friendly Mr, Sumption, English Agent, here, 
has made application or requested that the honourable, great, noble, md highly 
esteemed English Company of India and Bombay may, on whatever trade or 
merchandize they transact goods, import or export, buy or sell, pay only one and a 
half per cent. customs on the valuation of the real price of the place* which I have 
condescended to and hereby grant; furthermore, that the gomastah (or agent) 
for the said Honourable Company of India may have the privilege, on whatever 
goods he imports from abroad, and chooses to export up the country to Coodabad 
Rtiree, Mutton, etc., to receive & putta (or permit), anti whatever goods lie may 
purchase there or above, to pay only the above-mentioned customs; and of the 
Lauvasma (or customary charges} on the putu goods, *uch as Rawdteeo. Dera- 
darre, Munket, Nut, Furhutt, Nimgana, Dustureboy Duttna, Moot a, at Coodabad, 
Circarwarry, Bounce, and other Nosem, Jvalaay Duana Pcshcharry, Joab K brim, 
ete M the half only of what ^aid by the Company of Mniton merchants, which is 
required to be duly observed, and &t any place, or wherever them be not a settled 
custom on the Multon merchants, the half only of what is paid by others, the 
greatest or principal merchants, and at your peril not to ask* demand, or receive 
moro; and if the aforesaid Agent should purchase, bring down, and export out of 
the country, from Tatta, hing, indigo, or any other goods which he may not formerly 
have dealt in, or hath a settled custom for, to receive only the above-mentioned 
customs and rates by che Custom-master, Duauua, etc., ns aforesaid, and more 
(on no terms) to ask or demand. And furfchermoie, if the abovesaid gomastah 
or agent should, in any part within the extent of my dominions, of himself extract 
or purchase from others saltpetre, the customs on the true valuation, at the price 
of the place, with all customary charges included, I have settled and affixed 
thereon, in whatever place, within my government or dominions, that he mav 
extract or purchase, to receive on it in that place only, the abovesaid custom of 
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one and a half per cent.; and that my Muttaseildeea, Cuatom-m asters, Ihxedars, 
Radawra Guzervans do not, on anv pretence of custom* or customary rights, 
custom# on boats, Moressor or Misseree on ditto boats, Chitts, or other usual 
customs, in no place within my territories give any impediment to them? hut 
the abovesaid gomastah may without trouble and in a satisfactory manner, tarry 
on and transact his business without molestation ; a tid that no other person may 
he permitted to export the aforesaid commodity, and that whatever goods he may 
import here and not meet a sale for if he, sooner or later, first or last, export them 
again, by no means to demand any customs, charges, etc., or give any impedi- 
inent to their exportation. 

And at the time of their ship's arrival at any of my bunders for ports), if they 
should purchase provisions for the English and Wrs of their ships, such 
«s bullocks, cows, goats, sheep, or other necessaries, at Tatta, or from out of the 
country, and export in ships, on no terms to ask, demand, receive, or gtvo the least 
trouble concerning ru - ois thereon- Furthermore, lor easterns or other customary 
dues on the English garden, which they may keep for their pleasure, to give no 
trouble, or make any demands thereon, nor let their gardener be subject to be 
crossed or molested on any occasion, as you are to observe I hereby exempt them 
therefrom ; and the chests of wearing clothe of the English, and other necessaries 
thev may bring or carry with them, yon are on no terms to give them trouble about 
opening,' or demand the sight of, on any pretence whatever. 

And for customs of More®, Misseree, etc., on their boat they may hire or keep 
to go to and fro in, not to ask or make any demand on ; and on their servants, and 
those under their protection by no means to receive or give them any trouble, 
on account of head-money, or other duos of any kina received from my subjects, 
or for any other new customs or demauds that may arise or he collected in my 

country* 

And for anv Nirkaua (customs on rice) or leave of carrying to their house of 
grain add in Tatta of Nmogana, on cotton imported from abroad, to make no 
demand or give any trouble thereon; and for Nuogana on ghee or oil agreeable 
to the custom or maund, for a dubher, to make account as usual and receive the 
customary dues; and whether it is put in small buttarocs or larger jocks, or m other 
vessels (larger or smaller) to make account on the customs of maunds, eight maunds 
per dubher ; and on the Laovasrna, or customs on the sale of elephants teeth 
to receive, when sold, the usual custom of nine per cent, paid by the buyer and 

no more* 

And if the aforesaid gomastah (or agent) should, at Tatta or Aurunga-b under, 
choose to buy or build a house for a factory, do you give him all the asmstance 
to the utmost of your power, to assist and forward lam thermo, and at the lea t 
expense, that they may settle in my country, m a strong secure factory, to tbar 
satisfaction, .so as' to trade with spirit and without appreJpnon to the increase 
of revenues and advantage of my country, and that no other Englishmen be per¬ 
mitted those favours i mid that they may at pleasure, and witnout control, recen e 
the customary dues and privileges of their factories, As the bestowing favours 
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and continuing friendship with the English ia deniable in my presence, therefore 
imiat that duo regard (in every respect) be paid to the above Sxmmifl* and no 
demand made for new ones.

Be it known to all Fuqueers, Governors, or other officer®, who now are or here¬ 
after may be In authority in the department of customs or farms at Tatta. Shah- 
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Btindfir, Aurunga-bunder, Carrachere or Darajab, the oortoztt ™ ^ 

called Nekasa, package, grain. Bazar customs on leather, and the Gott Clumber, 
the Pi rear of CacMon and Ckarcnr hallow, the Sircar of Nsaseepore, etc., Hoi candy, 
the Sircar of Sevastan, OooAabad Kiiree, and all other places within our dominions, 
that the noble Mr. Erskine, an Englishman, and Resident for affairs of the po-«nt, 
magnificent, and Honourable English Company in Sindh, being come to our court 
for the more (irmly establishing the factory of his Superiors, bus requested, and we 
have on account of the strict friendship subsisting between us and the said Honour¬ 
able Company, Muted, and do hereby particularly order that besides the English, 
m, other Europeans shall either import or export goods or merchandize, or come 
and go upon that account within the dominions of Sindh, or the Soubnh of Tatta 
and lluchor, or any other of the bunders under our authority. 

Whatever goods or merchandize belonging to the said factory or its depen¬ 
dant* shall be imported at any of the bunders are to he exempted from paying 
any import customs, agreeable to our former grants, and therefore none are to be 
demanded. If they carry goods either from the bunders to Tatta, up-country, 
on paying the customs they did formerly, certificates must be given them, and 
nothing further in to be demanded, on any account, that they may carry on their 
t r ade with ease m I satisfaction Whatever goods they may export trom any 
Of the bunders tln-v are to pay one and a half per cent, agreeably to our former 
perwmmah ; or if goods are purchased by them and exported from Tatta, they arc 
to pay such customs as were before usual, and nothing further is to ha demanded. 
No other merchant but, the aforesaid Resident is to purchase for exportation any 
of the saltpetre that may be produced in fleindy, or within our dohmupna; or if 
tbev purchase and export this article, they shall be punished m such a manner 
as shall deter them for ever again interfering in that trade. Whatever saltpetre 
the aforesaid Company’s Resident shall either extract in any part of oar dominions, 
or purchase of other''merchants, and refine, the custom farmers, at such plane* 
shall receive the customs thereon as formerly, that the said Company s dependants 
may cam* on tins trade to their satisfaction. If they dispatch their own dingeys, 
gaUivat* or other vessels to the Bar, after proper precautions, permissions shall 
be granted, and they meet with no impediment, which is to be strictly observed j 
or if their said vessels are sent up and down the river on their factory business, 
and passing under Shah Gurh, or by the guard-vessels, etc., on permission granted, 
they are not to be stopped, that they may come and go without frouble. Should 
it happen, which God forbid, that any of their ships, gallivata, boats, etc.., should 
run ashore, or he wrecked, either on our bars, coasts, or without our rivers, out 
officers in such places are to assist them; and whatever effects may bo saved, 
belonging to such vessels, whether rigging, necessaries belonging to the crew, or 
other^"goods, arc to be delivered, to the smallest item, to the Resident aforesaid, 
he paying reasonably for the labour and pains of those who maj assist in saving 
them. Should the aforesaid Re aidant choose to build a brick house at Shah-bunder 
or make a garden for bia recreation, on any spot of ground ho may like, he is to 
receive all the assistance possible for doing it <tufoUy; and whatever former Sun- 
mids they have received are to remain in full force, and not to be objected to or 
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disputed OB any accoimfc, It being our pleasure to satisf y the said Honourable Eng¬

T he collectors and farmers, at tlii3 period and hereafter, of the town of Kur- 
raohee, will understand that at this time N. Crow, Englishman, vakeel of the asy- 
unl u * Ta * or * 'visdom* and intelligence, the Honourable Jonathan D linear* Governor 
of In.'tjibay and .Surat, on the part of the exalted, noble, powerful, renowned English 
Company Eahadoor, has arrived at our presence and requested the establishment 
of a commercial factory in the town of Kurraehee, and the adjustment of customs 
on merchandize export and import to and from foreign ports, and purchases and 
sales in the territories of Sindh, and other exportations and importations For 
the sake, therefore, of the friendship of the English Company, one-third in the 
articles of customs only shall be remitted in the collections of duties on the trade 
of the English factory, and all the fees levied as usual with the other merchants. 
It is commanded that you forego, then, in levying duties oil the trade of the English 
factory, nne-third in the article of customs only, collecting all the regulated fees, 
as usual, amongst tho merchants, in order that the agents of the English may 
noth confidence labour to increase our customs and their own trade. On accomrti 
of weight or measure of their goods, or the inspection of trunks of the Resident’s 
baggage, no molestation must be offered, hut his in voice, and word be taken. 
The duties on provisions and articles of consumption of the English and the crews 
of their ships, and the fee of Mores on their shins, vsearek and dingeys, to be regu¬ 
lated by the custom in use amongst other merchants. If by accident any shin 
or dingey belonging to the English coming or going with cargo to or from*Sindh 
should ba stranded or sunk on the coast of Kurmchec, the best assistance is to be 
rendered towards- recovering her, and she must without hesitation be delivered 
up, the English Resident discharging the expense of labourers. Thi dependants 
of the Resident are not to be pressed on government service, nor compelled to 
purchase government property. A spot of ground for a country house' to the 
English Factory, and four bo eg has of ground for a garden, outside of the fort of 
Kurraoliee, are given to the Resident with exemption from land or f e tax. and it is 
comm am led that they be delivered to him wherever be may prefer, there being 
no Inhabitants nor claims of possessions; towards building the house you will 
afford assistance, the English Resident paying the expenses, .Maistre Suehai.und 
Collector for the time being, will levy custom on the merchandize of the English 
and the importations of their ships according to the above written, the garden ex¬ 
cepted, and all other fees he will remember agreeably to the purport- of this which 
is peremptory.

The Jagiredare, Patels, Magistrates. Collectors, and Farmers, at this period 
and hereafter, of the city of Tsfcta and of Shah-bunder in Sindh and in Lar, the 
dominions of the State, will understand that at this time N. Crow, Englishman, 
vakeel of the asylum of valor, wisdom, dignity, and intelligence, the Honourable 
Jonathan Duncan, Governor of Bombay and Surat, on the part of the noble, 
powerful, exalted, magnificent Company Bahadoor, the seat of splendor, strength 
and excellence, has reached our presence and requested an adjustment and settle¬ 
ment of affairs of commerce for the factory of his patrons. Intent, therefore, 
upon maintaining the friendship of the above-mentioned illustrious Company, 
we have directed an arrangement for the collection of customs upon dutchandisc, 
export and import, to and from foreign countries and ports, and sales and pur¬ 
chases in the dependencies of Sindh under our sovereignty. It is commanded that 
the collection of customs upon goods of commerce, export and import, to and from 
other countries and ports and purchases and sales in the territories of our govern¬ 
ment, be made according to the duties subjoined, as in the time of the deceased 
Prince Gholam Shah. Kalhora, and no further exaction he exercised, and besides 
the English Resident no other person of the European nations shall be allowed 
to pass, repass, or trade. On the articles of saltpetre, liquid and crystalized, when¬ 
ever in the territories of the State the English may choose to manufacture it, the 
customs are to be collected the same as during the reign of Meer Gholam Shah 
Kalhora; four beeghas of garden ground to be exempted from land or fee tax. 
Also the dulol, moody, washerman, miller, carpenter, bricklayer, and shroff, de¬ 
pendent on the factory, are according to the custom of the aforementioned reign, 
to be considered pri vileged, and not to be pressed on government service, nor com¬ 
pelled to purchase government property; that the agents of the English may with 
confidence and tranquility be industrious in the increase of their trade and our 
customs. On account of weight or measure of goods and the inspection of trunks 
and the Resident’s clothes and baggage, no molestation shall be offered hut his 
invoice and word be accepted ; towards the building of any new factory of the 
English, every assistance must be given, and the hire of the labourers be paid 
by the English agent. In respect to demands on articles of consumption and ap¬ 
parel of the English and the crews of their ships, and the fee Moree on skips, boats 
and dingeys, the rules of Meer Gholam Shah's reign are to he observed. If by 
accident any ship or boat or dingey, belonging to the English, coming or going 
with goods to or from the factory it Sindh, should either ou the sea coast or 
in the river be stranded or sunk, every assistance towards recovering he must 
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be given that she may be returned, and all expenses of labour most be dis¬ 
charged by the Resident of the English. On whatever goods of the English fac¬ 
tory, from, their countries, which not finding sale may bo returned, the customs 
are o be regulated by the usage in force in the time of Gbolam Shah Kalliora ; 
no variation nor condition must he adopted. 

Account of duties on all goods at Tatta, agreeably to the usage in the ,reign of 
Meer Gholum Shah Kalhora, according to the report of established imposts, 
signed by Sheikh Beg Mahomed and Ensue Doss, former Collectors at that 
place.

Treaty between the Honourable Bast India Company on the one hand and the 
Ameers of Sindh on the other, November 9fch, 1820. 

The British Government and the Government of Sindh having in view to 
guard against the occurrence of front ier disputes, and to strengthen the friend¬ 
ship already subsisting between the two States, Mir Ismael Shah was invested 
with full power to treat with the Honourable the Governor of Bombay, and the 
following articles were agreed on between ihe two parties;— 

Article L 

There shall be perpetual friendship between the British Government on the one 
hand and Meer Kurreeiu Ali and Meer Murad Ali on the other. 

Article 2, 

Mutual intercourse by means of vakeels shall always continue between the two 
governments. 

Article 3. 

The Ameers o! Sindh engage not to permit any European or American to settle 
in their dominions. If any of the subjects of either of the two States should es¬ 
tablish their residence in the dominions of the other, and should conduct themselves 
in an orderly and peaceable manner in the territory to which they may emigrate, 
they will be allowed to remain in that situation ; but if such fugitives shall be 
guilty of any disturbance or commotion* it will be incumbent on the local authority 
to take the offenders into custody, and punish or compel them to quit the country 

Article 4, 

The Ameers ot Sindh engage to restrain the depredations of the Kbooaas and 
all other tribes and individuals within their limits, and to prevent the occurrence 
of any inroad into the British dominions,

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India Company and Meer Roostum Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, Chief of B heirpore, 
in Sindh, through the agency of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, envoy on 
the part of the British Government, acting under the authority vested in him by 
the Right Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentinek, g.c.b., and G.c.u., Gov¬ 
ernor-General of the British possessions in India, this engagement ha,, been given 
in writing, at Simla, this day the 19th Juno 1832, both in English and Persian, in 
token of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment of the obligations which 
it contains in the manner following 

Artioib 1. 

There shall be eternal friendship between the two States. 

Article 2. 

The two contracting powers mutually bind themselves from generation to 
generation never to look with the eye of covetousness on the possessions of each 

other. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having requested the use oi the river 1 Indus and the 
roads of Sindh for the merchants of Bindoostan, etc., the Government of Kheirpore 
agrees to grant the same within its own boundaries, on whatever terms may be 
settled with the Government of Hyderabad, namely, Steer Murad Ali Khan, 
Talpore. 

Article 4-, 

The Government of Kheirpore agrees to furnish a written statement of just, 
and reasonable duties to be levied on all goods passing under this Treaty, and 
further promises that traders shall suffer no let or hindrance in transacting theii 
business,

Treaty with the Government of Hyderabad in Sindh,— 1832. 

A Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having been concluded on the 18th 
Xechy 1247 a.h., corresponding with 20th April 1832, between the Honourable 
East India Company and Hie Highness Mfter Murad Ali Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, 
ruler of Hyderabad, in Sindh, through the agency of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry 
Pot.timer, envoy on the part of the British Government, acting under the author¬ 
ity vested in him by the Right Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentir.ck, 
o.c.b., ami s.o.n., Govern or-General of the British possessions in India, this engage¬ 
ment has been given in writing, at Simla, this day the 19tli June 1832, both in 
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English and Persian, in token of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment 
of ike obligation* which it contains, in the manner following:— 

Article 1, 

That the friendship provided for in former Tteafciea between the British Gov¬ 
ernment and that of Sindh, remain unimpaired and binding, and that thin stipula¬ 
tion baa received additional efficacy through the medium of Lieutenant-Colonel 
I’ot ringer, envoy, etc,, so that the firm, connecting and close alliance now formed 
between the said States shall descend to the children and successors of the house 
of the above named Meer Murad Alt Khan, principal after principal from genera¬ 
tion to generation. 

Article 2, 

That the two contracting powers bind themselves never to look with the eye 
of covetousness on the possessions of each other. 

Article S, 

Thtt the British Government Has requested a passage for the merchants and 
traders of Hindoostan by the ri ver and roads of Sindh, by which they may trans¬ 
port their goods and merchandize from ono country to another, and the said Gov¬ 
ernment of Hyderabad hereby acquiesces in the same request on the three follow- 
i ug conditions 

2^—That no person shall bring my description of military stores by the 
above river or roads. 

2nd .—That no armed vessels or boats shall come by the said river. 

3rd.—That no English merchants shall be allowed to settle in Sindh, but shall 
come as occasion requires, and having stopped to transact their business, shall 
return to India, 

Article 4. 

When merchants shall determine on visiting Sindh, they shall obtain a pass¬ 
port to do so from the British Government, and due intimation of the granting 
of such passports shall be made to the said Government of Hyderabad bv the 
Resident in Kutch, or other officer of the said British Government. 

Article 5. 

That the Government of Hyderabad having fired certain proper and moderate 
duties to be levied on merchandise and goods proceeding by the aforesaid routes, 
shall adhere to that smile, and not arbitrarily and despotically either increase or 
lessen the same, so that the affairs of uerehants and traders may be carried on 
without stop or interruption, and the custom-house officers and farmers of revenue 
of the Sindh government are to be specially directed to see that they do not delay 
the said merchants on pretence of awaiting for fresh orders from the government, 
or in the collection of the duties, and the mid government is to promulgate a Tariff 
or Table of Buries leviable on each kind of goods, as the case may he. 
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Article 8 . 

That whatever portions of former Treaties entered into between the two States 
have not been altered find modified by the present one remain firm and unaltered, 
as well as those stipulations now concluded, and by the blessing of Cod no devia¬ 
tion from them shall ever happen. 

Article 7, 

That the friendly intercourse between the two States shall be kept up by the 
despatch of vakeels whenever the transaction of business, or the increase of the 
relation a of friendship, may render it desirable.

The following Articles of engagement having been agreed on and settled on the 
22nd April 1832 between the Honourable East India, Company and Hifl Highness 
Meer Murad Alt Khan, Talpore, Bahadoor, ruler of Hyderabad, iu Sindh, as sup¬ 
plemental to the Treaty concluded, on the 20th April 1832, through the agency 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry Pottinger, envoy on the part of the said Honourable 
East India Company, under full power and authority vested in him by the Right 
Honourable Lord William Cavendish Bentinck, g*c.b., and G.C.H., Governor- 
General of the British possessions in India, this engagement has been given is writ¬ 
ing* at Simla, this day the 19th J une 1832, both in English and Persian, in token 
of the perfect confirmation and acknowledgment of the obligations which it contains* 
in the manner following 

Article 1. 

It is inserted in the 5th Article of the Perpetual Treaty [hat the Government 
of Hyderabad will iurmsh the British Government with a statement of duties, 
etc., and after that the officers of the British Government who are versed in affairs 
of traffic will examine the said statement* Should the statement seem fro them 
to be fair and equitable and agreeable to custom, it will be brought into operation 
and will be confirmed ; but should it appear too high. His Highness Meer Murad 
Ali Khan, on hearing from the British Government to this effect through Colonel 
Potfcinger, will reduce the said duties. 

Article 2, 

It, is &$ clear as noonday that the punishment and suppression of the plunderers 
of Parkhur, the Tbull, etc*, is not to he effected by any one government, and us 
this measure is incumbent on and becoming the States as tending to secure the 
welfare and happiness of their respective subjects and countries, it is hereby sti¬ 
pulated that on the commencement of the ensuing rainy season, and of which Meer 
Murad Ali Khan shall give due notice* the Britis-i, Sindh, and Jodhpore govern¬ 
ments shall direct their joint and simultaneous efforts to the above object 
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AitnoLB 3. 

The governments of the Honourable JSaafc India Company and of Khairpore, 
namely, Meei Roostum, have provided, in a Treaty concluded between the States, 
that whatever may be settled regarding the opening of the Indus at Hyderabad 
shall be binding on the said contracting powers. It is therefore necessary that 
copies of the Treaty should be Bent by the British and Hyderabad governments 
to Mtser Jtoostum Khan for his satisfaction and guidance.

Ggmmeroial Treaty between the Honourable the Ease India Company and the 
Government of Hyderabad in Sindh, dated 2nd July 1834. 

Whereas in the 1st Article of the Supplemental Treaty concluded between the 
Honourable East India Company and the Government of Hyderabad on the 22nd 
day of April 1832, corresponding with the 20th of Zee had 1247 Hegira, it was stipu¬ 
lated that the Government of Hyderabad wus to furnish the British Government 
with a statement of duties, etc., and a after that the officers of the British 
Government who are versed in affairs of traffic shall have examined the same state¬ 
ment, should the statement seem to them to be fair and equitable and agreeable 
to custom, it will be brought into operation and will he confirmed; but should 
it appear too high, His Highness Meer Murad Ali Khan, on hearing from the British 
Govern merit to this effect, through Colonel Pottingor, will reduce the said duties'?, 
Now according to the terms of the above stipulation, the contracting States hav¬ 
ing made due inquiry, hereby eater into the following agreement:— 

Article I, 

In lieu of a duty on -cods proceeding up or down the river Indus, in virtue 
of the 5th Article of the perpetual Ireaty of Hyderabad, there shall be levied on 
the rivers, between the sea and Roopur, a toll on each boat of Tatta Rupees 10 
per Tatta khnrrar, of which amount Rupees 8 shall be receivable by the govern¬ 
ments of Hyderabad and Kheirpore, and Rupees II by the other States posses¬ 
sing dominions on the banks of the rivers, namely, His Highness Rhawul Khan, 
Maharaja Rimjeet Singh, and the Honourable the East India Company, 

Article 2. 

To obviate any cause whatever of trouble or inconvenience to traders and 
merchants during their progress, and also to prevent disputes and doubts and 
consequent altercation and delay, touching the size of boats the toll \n fixed on 
30 Tatta khurrais. Be a boat large or small, she will pay toll according to this, 
and whether she measures 5 khurraxs or 100 khurrars, she will be reckoned as one 
of 30. 
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Artiolss 3 . 

The portion of the toll above described. appertaining to Sindh, and amount¬ 
ing to Tatta 1 hi pees 240 on each boat, shall be levied at the bunder or port of 
the mouth of the river where the cargoes are transferred from the river to the 
sea boats, and vice versa and divided as the governments of Hyderabad and 
Kheirpore may think best. 

Article 4. 

For the purpose of assisting in the realization of the toll due to Sindh, also 
in the speedy and satisfactory adjustment of disputes which may happen to occur 
amongst the merchants, boatmen, and others on the questions of hire, etc., as well 
as with a view to the preservation and augmentation of the amicable relations 
which happily subsist, between the States, it is settled that a British Agent {who 
shall not be an "European gentleman) tinder the authority of Lieutinant-CoIonel

whatever may be its quantity or quality, shall instantly become subject to the 
existing local duties as levied by the respective governments within their own 
territories ; the purpose of the toll agreed to by this Treaty being not to supersede 
or set aside the established dues of the different States, but to repay the expense 
to which the governments will necessarily be subjected in affording the customary 
protection to the trade in transit on the river. It will bo perfectly understood 
horn this 5th Article that the governments have no claim to duties on merchan¬ 
dize merely passing up or down the river, and that tfce toll is nil that is to be de- 
nanded, but should any portion, however small or large, of goods be landed and 
sold, that the unual duties will be levied.

It is, therefore, this day agreed by the said Hansel Ben Butcha Khan and Synah 
Khan in the name of the said two Governors on the one part and His Excellency 
Bear Admiral Sir Frederick Lewis Maitland, k.cji., Commander-in-Chief of 
Her Britannic Majesty’s naval forces in the East Indies, and Brigii her lhomaa 
Valiant, k.ii., Commanding ihe British reserve Military force in Sindh, in the 
name and on behalf of the Honourable East India Company, on the other part.

That the full possession of the fort and town of Kiirrachee shall be this day 
givon up by the aforesaid Governor to the British forces.

That the Britinh. land forces under the command of the .mid Brigadier Valiant

Whereas Treaties of friendship and amity have from time to time been en¬ 
tered into between the British Government and the Ameers of Sindh : and whero¬ 
ns circumstances hftve lately oocnrred which render it necessary to revise those 
Treaties ; and a separate. Treaty has already been concluded between the British 
Government and Meer Boos turn Khan of Kheirpore ; the following Articles have 
been agreed upon by the contracting parties:— 

Artiolk 1. 

There shall be lasting friendship, alliance, and unity of interest, between the 
Honourable Bast India Company and the Ameers of Hyderabad, Meer Noor Maho¬ 
med Khan, Meftr Nusseer Mahomed Khan, Meer Meer Mahomed Khan, and Meer 
Sobdar Khan. 

Article 2. 

A British force shall be maintained in Sindh and stationed at Tafcta, or such 
other place westward of the river Indus as the Governor-General of India may 
select. The Governor-General will decide upon the strength of this force, which 
it is not intended shall exceed 5,000 fighting men. 

Article 3. 

Meer Noor Mahomed Khan, Meer Nasseer Mahomed Khan, and Meer Meer 
Mahomed Khan bind themselves to pay severally the sura of one lakh of Rupees, 
being three lakhs of Rupees altogether of the Company’s currency, or of that called 
Bakkroo, or Timoorce, in part payment of the expense of the British force every 
year.

The British Government takes upon itself the protection of the territories now 
possessed by the Ameers of Hyderabad from all foreign aggression.

The four Ameers, party to this Treaty, shall remain absolute rulers in their 
respective principalities; and the jurisdiction of the British Government shall 
not be introduced into their territories.

This Treaty, consisting of fourteen Articles, having been signed in quadrupli¬ 
cate fey the Eight Honourable George Lord Auckland, g.c.b., Governor-General 
of India, at Bm?ee f on the 11th day of March 1839, one of .those four documents 
will be separately granted, through Colonel H* Pottinger, Resident, Hyderabad, 
the negotiator of the Treaties, ;o each of the four Ameers on hie delivering a counter¬ 
part engagement, under his seal and signature, to the British Resident in Bindh, 
Colonel H, Fottinger.

upon by the contracting parties;— 

Article 1* 

That there shall be l&sfcm# friendship, alliance, and unity of interests bet¬ 
ween the Honourable East India Company and the Ameer of Meerpore, Moer Shot 
Mahomed Khan* 
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Amtim 2. 

Meer Sfoer Mahomed Khau binds himself to pay eViery year eh© sum of half 
a lai,h of Rupees ( 60 , 000 ) of the Company's currency in part p fiyment of the ex¬ 
panse of the British fore© stationed in Sindh, on the I at of February of each 
year* 

Article 3. 

The British Government takes upon itself the protection of the territory How 
possessed by the Ameer of Meerporo from all foreign aggreatioo. 

ARTICLE L 

Ma« r Sher Mahoiaed Khan shall remain sole ruler in hif§ principality, and the 
jurisdiction of the British Government shall not he introduced into his territory; 
the officer of the British Government will not listen to or encourage complaints 
against thtj Ameer from his subjects. 

Article 5. 

The Ameer being confirmed in his present undisputed poesesaiona by ihe prtv

as the Ameers may prefer.

Such Rupees so to be coined for the Ameers shall contain the same quantity 
of silver and of the same fineness as the Company's Rupees ; and for every Rupee 
so coined) the Ameers shall deliver to the officers of the British Government, who 
may hereafter be from time to time appointed to receive the same, a quantity 
of diver equal to that contained in such Rupee, and of equal fineness, or approved

AgreeM ic nt entered into with His Highness the Mir of Khairfur regarding 

the Jftmrao Canal,—1901. 

Whereas the British Government have constructed a canal, called the Jararao 
Canal, issuing from the Eastern Nam River, and the head-works and some por¬ 
tions erf the Jamrao Canal and some of the training embankments of the pre¬ 
viously existing Eastern Kara system of canals have been constructed within 
the limits of the territory of His Highness the Amir of Khairpur, with the con¬ 
sent of His Highness the late Sir Ali Murad Khan, Talpur, 0.0.1.E., Mir of Khair- 
pur, and whereas the British Government desire to be possessed m full sovereign¬ 
ty of such lands as arc required for the completion and proper management of 
the Jamrao and Eastern Nara systems of canals., and whereas His Highness the 
Mir of Khairpur has expressed a desire for a settlement of disputes ae to the allu¬ 
vial accretions on the western boundary of the Khairpur State caused by changes 
in the course of the River Indus, H. K. M. James, Esq., G.K.I., l.A.S,, the Com¬ 
missioner in Sind, being duly authorised thereto on the part of the British Govern¬ 
ment and His Highness Mir Sir laix Muhammad Kbnn, Palpur, G.G.I.R,, Mir 
of Khairpur, for himself and his successors, hereby agree as follows 

l. His Highness the Mir agrees to transfer in full sovereignty to the British 
Government the triangular portion of territory shown on the accompanying plan* 
(marked A) of about 154 square mites in area, which is bounded as follows, and 
has been demarcated by boundary pillars :— 

On the north, by Rajajo and ,1 am alah on - j o- K omb , 

On the west and south, by British territory.

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On the oasfc by a Jiue drawn from Jamalahon-jo-Konib in Bhaiangwarb fol¬ 
lowing the left bunk of tbe River Nara, and enclosing all the creeks and 
hogs and dhands abutting on or adjoining the River Nara. 

2. His Highness the Mir agrees that he will not construct any new canal out 
of the Eastern Nara Rivei or obstruct its water or divert it, without the consent 
of nhe British Government. 

8, The British Government agrees to recognise the centre of the deep stream 
of the Stiver Indus as it flowed in the month of March 1900, which is delineated 
on the accompanying plan *(marked B) as the permanent boundary between the 
Khairpur State and the British district of Shikarpur, and to abandon its claim 
on such of the alluvial deposits, forests and other territory at present on the Idt 
bank of the said deep stream of the Indus and on the frontage of or adjacent to 
His Highness's territory, as are at present in the occupation md possession of 
the British Government. 

Similarly, His Highness the Mir abandons all claim to the alluvial deposits 
and other territory in his occupation and possession on the right bank of the deep 
stream as aforesaid. 

The boundary hereby agreed to, together with the prolongation of the land 
boundary between the north of Khairpur and the Rohri Division of the Shikarpur 
District as delineated in shed 21 of the plan* marked B, ami the prolongation 
of the land boundary between the south of Khairpur and the Naushahro Division 
of the Hyderabad District as delineated in sheet i of the plan marked R, sha \ 
together be called the rectified boundary, 

4 To prevent disputes in future, the British Government and His Highness 
the Mir of Khatrpur agree that the boundary mark a, erected by the Survey of 
India Department for the purpose on each bank of the Kiver Indus; shall be main¬ 
tained in good order by the British Government and His Highness, respectively, 
so that the rectified boundary of the two States can be calculated and ascertained 
at any time by reference to those marks. 

5. All disputes between sainindars or other persons as to the position of newly 
formed alluvial land with reference to the rectified boundary arising subsequent 
to this agreement coming into force shall he settled in such manner as shall be 
agreed upon by the Commissioner in Sind and His Highness the Mi* of Khairpur

imposed on him throughout; the whole of the river, whether on the British or

8. His Highness the Mir agrees to remove, as far as possibles trees from such 
parts of the forests on the batik of the river in his territory as are being eroded, 
with a view to preventing such trees falling into the Indus and booming an obs- 
traction. 

9. And whereas large areas, which for many y<nirx post have been in the pos¬ 
session of ."armiidars and others holding under the British Government on the 
mat of the rectified boundary, will under this agreement become t» portion of the 
Klmirpur State, and it is necessary that the rights and privileges of the owners 
should be defined and guarded. Bah Highness the Mir hereby consents to, and 
promises for himself and his heirs and successors for ever to abide by, the fol¬ 
lowing provisions sn respect of all lauds heretofore in the possession of the British 
Government and now transferred to the Khairpur State :—

Tke first establishment of the English at Surat, which was their in- 
clTided in the Subft of Ahmedabad, took place in 1611. A 6eet, which 
was despatched from England in that year to establish commercial iWer- 
course with, the western const oi India, was victorious in a series oi 
actions with a powerful Portuguese licet: and this so raised the reputa¬ 
tion uf the English as to accelerate the confirmation of a Treaty (No. X; 
with the Governor of Ahmedabad in 1612. 'fids Treaty was confirmed 
in .1618 by ft far me u from Delhi granting permission for the establish¬ 
ment of factories at Surat, Cambay, Ahmedabad and Uogha, with 
certain commercial privileges. This was the first settlement elected 
by the English on the coast of India. Surat was made the chief seat oi 
the Company’s trade in 162M and continued to be so till 1687, "hen it 
was transferred to Bombay. In Ibid King James X of Englano Wj a 
letter to the Emperor of Delhi by tlm band of Sir Thomas Hoe. lhe 
result was a fai'imui from the Emperor of Delhi granting the English 
complete freedom to trade in his dominions (No. XI). 

No political influence appears to have been utxpnred at Surat till 
1064 when the town was first attacked and partial A plundered by 
Shi van The valiant defence made by the English procured for them 
in 1607 a new Eariuun (No. HI) from Aumng^b, reducing the custom* 
duties ami securing the unmolested transit of their goods, ('wing to 
hostilities with Aurangzeb, however, the factory at Burnt was seized u» 
1687, but was eventually restored. In 1712, in consequence of the 
exactions of the Governor, the English withdrew from Surat; but m 
1716 a new Charter was obtained, mainly through the in due nee of Mr. 
Hamilton, the Surgeon at the Court of Delhi. From that time the 
English continued to trade quietly at Surat for some years. 

in 1746 Teg Bakht Khan, the Governor of Surat, died, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Safdar Khan, who placed his son Wakhar Khan in charge of 
the castle which, under the MoghuU, had always been a separate com¬ 
mand from the civil administration of the town. But an adventurer 
named Mian Admit or Mai-ud-din, wlm had married the daughter of 
Ten Bakht Khun, with the support of the inhabitants of the town expel- 
led Wakhar Khan from the fort. By the assistance of the English and 
of Damaji Gaekwur, to whom lie gave up one-fourth of ,ke revenues of 
Sural he also succeeded in expelling Safdar Khan from the civil gov¬ 
ernment of the town, in which he continued to rule till 1751, when he 
was himself expelled by Safdar Khan and Wakhar Khan in the pro¬ 
secution oi the contest, Wakhar Hm obtained the help of Damaji 
Gaekwai on the promise of half the Avenues oi Surat; but, when his 
restoration was accomplished, objections were raised to so large a

iDeelared null and void by the Honmmbte the Preudtnf hi CounciL Bombay 

on the Mnd No vender 175 1.] ' 
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Government, and in the following year, 1752, a new Treaty (No. IV) 
was made, under winch the English were to receive compensation for 
losses and to trade according to their farm an. 

Quarrels soon broke out between Suidur Khan and the Sidi, and in 
1757 Safdnr Khan opened negotiation* with the English to put them m 
possession of the fleet on condition of their expelling the Sidr from the 
fort* but the offer was not accepted. Safdar Kb an died m an<l 

Sidi 'iVhmad, who had succeeded his father Sidi Masud in the government 
of the castle, made himself the enemy of the English by his close alliance 
with the Dutch and the piracies which he committed. He was so 
detested by the people of Surat that they offered to make over to tm 
English the command of the fleet and the castle, with funds ror then 
support, if they would expel the Sidi. A Treaty (No. VI) was rccord- 
jnglv concluded in 1758 with Fans Khan, in which it was agreed tlmt 
he should be put in possession of the government or the town. the 
English taking the government of the castle and continuing to enjoy .11 
their commercial privileges: hut the fear of provoking the Mohraitas 
who at this time were supposed to have designs on Surat, prevented 
this enterprise from being carried out* 

In 1759, at the invitation of the people who were tried of bad govern¬ 
ment and afraid of the interference of the Mahrattas, a fl>TCe ft, °“ 
Bombay, under Captain Maitland, successfully bombarded the town ; and 
a Treaty (No VTT) was concluded with Mian A chan continuing that 
made in the previous year with Fttris Khan, who was appoinl^ Mian 
Achgn’s Deputy at Rurat, an office which was abolished in 1 < <7. These 
engagements were confirmed by the Emperor of Delhi in the same year. 

From the time when they obtained possession of the castle of burnt 
and the command of the fleet, the power of the British Government at 
Surat greatly increased. Thev ware in fact the rulers of the country, 
while the Nawnb became merely a titular Chief with the government 
of the town. In February 17(12 Nawab Mian Achan died- There were 
four competitors for the succession: Mir Kutb-ud-din lim eldest son ; 
Faria Khan, the Deputy; Ali Nawaz Khan; and Nur-ud-dui All Khan. 
The British Government declared in favour of Kutb-ud-din. who was 
installed in April 1763. He died in 1790: and it was then proposed to 
obtain from the Emperor of Delhi a sanad investing the British Govern¬ 
ment with the sole administration of Surat, so as to remove the mcoii* 
vemence of a double government. Bui the Governor-General in Goumn. 
thought it inexpedient to do this, because the NawuVs eldest sou Niznm- 
ud-dbi Klinn, had a claim to the office of Nttwafc by right of inheritance, 
and the Emperor was then u puppet in the hands of Reindia. Appl m- 
tion was made to the Emperor for a sanad of investiture in favour of 
Nizam-ud-dm Khan, who paid a nuzai of Rs. 20.000. No sanad. how¬ 
ever, was furnished; and in 1792 Nizam-ud-din Khan was installed by 
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order of the Britlah Government* The Nawub afterwards declined lo 
receive a aanud from Delhi, and expressed his desire to be solely depen¬ 
dent on the British* In 1798 negotiatioiin were begun for a treaty with 
tne Naiyal), under winch he was to pay a Inkli of rupees a year towards 
the expense* of the management of the castle and town of Surat; but 
in 17-ti, before the agreement; was brought to a final con elusion, Hizam- 
ud-dia died, 

The > mrtimlou of \xU brother Hascr-nd-din was recognised in 1800 on 
his signing a Treaty (Ho* IX) vesting the entire adSiiuistraiiott of the 
city and its revenues in the hands of the British tjoveriimenr 3 who were 
to pay him Its. 1,00,000 yearly* and one-fifth of the animal revenues 
utter deducting sill charges and expenses of collection. In lie- 1 of this 
variable allowance, th< Hawab in 1818 agreed (Ho, XII) to accept a 
fixed provision of Rs, 1,50,000; NusiiMid-dm died m 1821, and was 
succeeded by his son, Mir Afisal-ud-Vtiu. on whose death without male 
issue, in August 1842, the titular dignity and office became extinct, A 
pension of Its. 52,800 a year was settled on Ilia two gramhdanghters and 
his son-in-law Tatar All Khan* In 1857 this was increased to Its, 
i ,00,000, to be continued till the death of the survivor of the three 
grantees* Jafar All Khun died m 1863, and pne .grand-daughter, Ifuhim- 
ttl-Nissa In I88(i. Her share (Tis. 50*000) wm paid into a fund for the 
benefit of the family after the lapse of the whole pension, the other half 
being paid to the surviving grand-daughter, Zia-ui-LVissa* In 1890 an 
advance of Ife. $-50,000 was made to her for payment of her debts, and a 
poition of her pension (Ba. 32,992-16-0) was permanently mt uaide 
towards repayment of tin> advance; but. after the amount advanced had 
been fully recovered, the pension was restored in full, 2ia*#l-Ni.ssa 
died on the 27th May 1915, when the pension of Us. 1*00,000 lapsed to 
f in vein m eat: and the Trust Fund was closed with effect from the 17ih 
uarch 1916, Sardar Mir Muzudfar IT ossein Khan was recognised as 
the male representative of the family of the branch of U,ahim-iiUNisaa, 
and Mir Mas ml Alain Khan ac that of the branch of Zia-uI-Nissa, Each 
was granted a monthly pension of Its, 2,574-1-8 under certain conditions* 

2, Broach. 

Broach was conquered by the Mahrattas from the Muhammadans in 
1685, from which time the Rawabs of Broach con turned to hold their 
territories us subordinates of the Pesltwa, In consequence of certain 
claims against the Rinv&b of Broach, which were due by right of 
sovereignty to the Government of Sund, Bn- Bombay Government 
ordered, and subsequently Ipountermunder]* an expaditiwn against Broach* 
But the local authorities at Rtitttt persisted and sent a force in 1771 to 
enforce the demand. The expedition failed, and preparations were 
being c ade to renew if when the Hawaii came to Bombay * aiyl a Treaty 
(No, Till) was concluded with him on the 301 h November 1771. The 
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terms given to the No wall were not. so liberal as he expected, anri on hie 
return to Broach lie proceeded to treat with great disrespect the chief of 
the factory there, who was in oonsequeiice directed to withdraw to Surat, 
In the following year the expedition was carried out, arid Broach was 
taken on the I8lh November 1772. The right of the British Government 
to Broach was recognised by the Treaty of Burundi)ar * and subsequently 
by the Treaty of SalWi.t hut the town ami district were ceded* to 
Scindia in 1783, in consideration of his services in negotiating that 
treaty. 

In the Mahvattu war of 1803 Broach was again taken by a British 
fm-.-c and it was finally reded to the British Government by article 3 of 
the Treaty of Sarji A ijangium, The descendants of the last Natfab of 
Broach enjoy hereditary pensions from the British Government, 

3. Mandvi. 

The early history of this State furnishes a remarkable example of the 
manner in which the Wain-atlas dealt witii questions of succession to 
dependent Chiefships. Tf there is no instance in which the Peshwa 
withheld his sanction to succession by adoption, there is also none m 
which he permitted it without subjecting the State, to a heavy .fine, which 
was also not infrequently exacted in cases of direct succession. 

The State of Mandvi v as founded by a Bhil Chieftain whose successors 
gradually acquired sufficient power to raise themselves to the rank of 
petty sovereign'!. In 1730 the ruling Chief, Durjali Singly, was deprived 
of his possessions by Damaji Rao Gaekwar; but about twenty years after¬ 
wards he was restored by the Peshwa in return for military services 
rendered against, the Portuguese at Basseiu. Durjan Singh died in 1771, 
a&d was succeeded by his cousin, Blmgwun Singh, who was required to 
pay a nhaumna of Ea. 1,00,000 to the Pesinva. W» distant relative. 
Gum an Singh, who succeeded to the State in 177G. was subjected to a 
payment of Its. 1 $0,000; and in 1786, mi the deal 1 1 of Guuiau Singh 
without issue, and on the succession of Nall nr Singh, also called Durjan 
Singh, a nazarana of Its. 00,000 was levied by the Peshwa. 

By the Treaty of BnMrinl the State of Mapdvi, erroneously called 
Nundary, came under tin- British Government and mm .subjected to a 
tribute, of Bs. 05,000. For seven years, however, the Baja evaded pay¬ 
ment of the tribute; and in 1809‘the British Government were on the 
point of reducing their demand to It*. 25,000, when an insurrection 
broke out in the country. This vising was headed by a fanatical Nfusal- 
nian named Ahdur Rahman, who seized the fort, of Mondvi from which

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the Raja ttetl, murdered the Baja’s minister, and committed depreda¬ 
tions in the surrounding country, threatening to curry fire and sword 
into tlie British districts if the English officers did not embrace the 
Muhammadan faith. The ltaja threw himself on the protection of the 
British Government, to whom he engaged in January 1810 (So. X) to 
pay the expenses of military aid and six annas in every rupee of revenue 
annually. With the aid of a British force the Baja was reinstated; 
after which, in lieu of « share of the revenues, he agreed in March 1810 
(X<>. 1X1) to pay an annual tribute of 11s, 80,000. .In cun ft iteration of 
the exhausted stale of the country, the Raja was neither required to 
pay the cost of the expedition, amounting to Its, 20,000, nor his arrears 
of tribute, which had risen to upwards of Bs. 4,50,000, 

Durjan Singh died without male issue in 1814, and was succeeded by 
his cousin. Hamir Singh, from whom the British Government demanded 
no nazarana. Hamir Singh fell into the hands of evil advisers who 
instigated dim to hostilities with the British Government, their inten¬ 
tion being to put the country under the Peahwa, with whom the British 
Government were then at war. The overthrow of Baji Eao, however, 
and the approach of a Britj-h force to Mtmdvi with the view of annexing 
the country, brought the Baja to reason; and in Ma,y 1818 he signed an 
Agreement (Vo. XIIf) to dismiss his advisers and to make no change in 
the administration of his affairs without the knowledge and consent of 
the British Government. 

In 18154 Hamir Singh was succeeded by his son, Waje Singh, who 
was killed in 1838 by an explosion of fire-works. His posthumous son, 
whose succession was recognised, died in December 183$, and the direct 
line of succession became extinct. The nearest claimant was forty-two 
degrees removed from the common ancestor of the family and va| more¬ 
over imbecile. The State was therefore treated as an escheat and 
annexed to the British dominions. 

4. Satara. 

After Sahuji, the grandson of Shivaji, hud been released from cap¬ 
tivity and had recovered his rights’* as head of the Mabratta power, he 
left the control of his affairs entirely in the hands of his Miimiei 
Balaji Viswanath. Before his death he adopted Bam Baja, a grandson 
of his aunt Tara Bai of Kolhapur, a younger branch of Shmiji’s family, 
and gave the Peshwa it deed bestowing on him the entire control of the 
Mabratta confederacy on condition of his maintaining the dignity of the 
house of Shivaji in the person of Bam Rajfi and his descendants. >' nan 
that time the Kajas of Saturn remained cither puppets or prisoners of 
the fVshwa until the overthrow of the Pe.shwaG power in 181?. Alter 
the conclusion of the Treaty of lTfifi with the Peshwa ,* a commercial 

Treaty (Xo. V) was concluded in 1757 with Bam Baja. _

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At the commencemeii t of the war of 1817 Pratrip Singh waa ftajft of 
Satan>. Ho had Exceeded his father, the second Salmji. the adopted 
son and successor of Barn Raja. Pra tap Singh was kept a dose prisoner 
by the Peshva Baji Bam who had given orders that the Baja and his 
family should he put to death rather than allowed to fall into the hands 
of the British. In the procljvmutioii issued by Mr, Elpbmstorm on the 
11th February 1818,^ the intention was declared of planing the Baja 
of Ratara at the head of a separate State of such extent as might maintain 
him and Iits family hi com fort and dignity, Pratap Singh was rescued 
aftw the battle of Aslvti on the 20th February 1819; and on the 25th 
September n Treaty (No, XIV) wm concluded with him d-dining the 
limits of his State, and the conditions m which he was to hold it. TTndei 
the 8th articl# of the treaty the administration of the State wax retained 
by the Brit|sTb (joverinitaul till 1822, when it was made over to the 
Uaja: but he was bo mu] to aliend at all times to Hie advice which the 
British Government might give him for the good of hie State and the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 

In 1829 the 11aju ceded (No, XVII) lauds in the MalmbWfiw&r hills 
for the establishment of a sanitarium, together with an uninterrupted 
line of communication to the British territories, in exchange for the 
village of Elmodaia, which had been resumed by the British Govern¬ 
ment from Ruimlia, and which, being situated within the limits of the 
Satftra State, would have formed a portion of the territory made over 
to the Baja Imt for its having been held by Seinclia at the time when the 
Satan* State was created. 

In 1839 Prnlap Singh w m deposed. He bad committed many seri<rutf 
violations of his treaty engagements, more particularly of the 5th article 
of the Treaty of 1819 in having during a series of years held improper 
eoirnntmioaiious with the Ooa authorities; In having held clandestine 
intercourse with Aopa Sahib, the ex-Baja of Nagpur; and in having 
tampered with the -native officers of the 23rd regiment of Bombay Native 
Infantry- The British trovermnent, however, offered to forgive all bis 
past offences on his subscribing to certain eomlitbnst to be appended in

This lie refuaetl to do; and he was therefore i h amoved 
to Benares, where lxe was allowed a pension of Be*. 10,000 a month. He 
died at Benares in 1847 leaving no male is sue, but having, it m said, 
adopted his first cousin, Bala Sahib Senapati, a few years before his 
death, 

On the deposition of Pratap Singh in 1839 hi* brother, Shahoji or 
Appa Sahib, was placed in power, and a new Treaty (No. XVJII) was 
concluded with him. Soon after hm accession 8HahujI prohibited the 
practice of sad and abolished all transit duties in his State. He died 
on the 5th April 1848* after adopting a collateral relative, Yehhsaji Rajs, 
descended from Sliivajx* the founder of the MahratLa empire. But 
Government refused to recognise the adoption, and decided that the 
Satara territory Had, by failure of heir*, lapsed to the power that bestow¬ 
ed it. The Ranis remonstrated agatest the resumption of the State, 
and refused the provision offered to them; but eventually aCqtdesced in 
the arrangements made, receiving for themselves and their adopted son 
their lands and the private property left by the Raja, together with a 
liberal allowance from the British Government for life- Yenbuji 
died in 1364, and in the following year the eldest and the only surviving 
Rani was granted permission to adopt a son, Raja Ram, on the under- 
standing that he would only succeed to her private property, personal 
and real The Ram' died in 1.874, when half her pension, amoimtiug to

He was 
heavily involved, and no practicable scheme could fn* devisdS Cor a 
settlement of his debts. Gratuities to the amount of Rs. 3,615, and 
pension^ amounting to Rs. 12,322 a year, were granted to the depen¬ 
dants of the Rani, 

Raja Ram, who was a first class Sardar of the Deccan, died in 1904. 
His pension was continued to his two sons, Shivaji. alias Am a Sahib, 
and Pratab Singh, alias Bhau Sahib, for life qn certain conditions, one 
of whirii was that the settloinent of their debts should be left in the 
hands of the Agent for SaWlars, In 1910 they were given Ite, 40,000 
for the purpose of enabling them to build a suitable residence and with 
this money they repaired the Adalcfwada. Anna SaheK who succeeded 
to Raja Ram’s Sartlarship, died without issue in 1914, add was succeed¬ 
ed by his brother Pro tap Singh alias Blnui Sahib, who died on the 5th 
March 1935. Oil the 28th May 1925 his wither Tambai Sahib adopted, 
with the consent of Government, Ohandrascn, son of Sakharam Bhonsle, 
giving him the name of Shuhu altos Bala Sahib: and the Government 
of India sanctioned the continuance of the pension of Its. 2,500 a month 
to Prntab Singh’s family subject to good behaviour, During his 
minority* Sirdar Shalin Veriate is managed by a Trust, created under 
the Indian Trust Act, 1882, consisting of his adoptive mother TaraB&i 
Sahib the District Judge and two other members. He ia a first class 
Srirdar of the Deccan. 

5. Kolaba, 

The first An grin, Kimboji, was t\ servant of Shivaji, and gained a 
consider able principality under him and his descendant s. This territory 
was divided between his two sons, Sakhujt and Rambbaji, the latter 
holding Ravarndurg The family were notorious pirates, and one of the 
earliest engagements* which the British Government made with the 
Periiwa had for its object the suppression of the outrages which they 
committed at sea* On the ascendancy of the Peril wu, Tulaji the son 
of Sambhaji, was stripped of lits possessions and died in prison. 
Sakhoji died in 1733 without male issue, and Maria ji the eldest of 
Kankoji'a three illegitimate sons, acknowledged the supremacy of fhe 
Iteritwa, by whom Iris son, Raghuji. was invested in the year 17(16. On 
RaghujPs death in 1798 internal disturbances broke out, which led the 
Peril v a to occupy ibe whole territory. Rut in 1796 the State was re¬ 
stored to RaghujPs son, Manuji, who, however, was at the instigation of 
So India deposed in 1799 by the Peslxwa Raji Ruo in favour of 
Scfndia’e near relative Babu Rao. Babu Rao was succeeded

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by hie nephew Rambhaji; but the Peshwa again set aside this line and 
restored the old family in tlie person of Manaji. grandson of t,ho Chief of 
the same name who had been deposed in ,1799. Manaji died ’it 1817, 
and his son, JUghuji, had not been invested when hostilities broke 
out between the British Government and the Peshwa. The pern liar 
connection which had subsisted betw-vi the principality of Angria and 
the Peshwa rendered it necessary that a treaty should he concluded with 
Raghuji after the conclusion of the war, recognising the rights which 
he enjoyed, and cm bracing certain exchanges of territory to secure a 
well-defined boundary, The Treaty {.No. XVI) was ('[included in 18tf> 
It guaranteed the territory of Kolodm against external attack; prohibited 
the Chief from political Intel course with other States; bound him to 
suhordination to the British power; and defined generally his relations 
with the British Government, The exchanges provided for in article 3 
of the treaty were not effected till 1837. 

Itnghupi Anglia died in December 1838; hut in January 1839, 
however, a posthumous son was horn, whose succession, under the name 
of Kanlioji Angria, whs recognised. This boy died mi the 9th April 
1840, and with him the direct and legitimate line of claimants to the 
Chieftainship became extinct. The widows of llaghuji Angria wished 
to adopt a son, and the succession was also claimed by Saiubhaji Angria, 
grandson of Yesaji, the second illegitimate sou of the first Kanlioji - but, 
after full deliberation, both claims were rejected, and (he territory of 
Kolaba was annexed to the British dominions. Life pensions amounting 
to Its. 63,560 ware settled on the different members of the Angria family. 

In 13S4 it was ruled that Its. 7,200 out of the pension of IB. 10,000 
granted to Yesfioda Bai, widow of Iiaghuji Angria, should lie regarded 
as representing the hereditary private estates of the last Chief, and 
should ho continued in perpetuity to the rightful heirs. Accordingly on 
Vefdioda Bui's death in .1885 it paused to her adopted sou, Mauaji Rao; 
in IBS7 to his widow, Gujra Bai; apd on her dealt in 1902 to Mauaji 
Rao's minor daughter Jiji Bui. 


6. The Kipaxikar. 


This Chief was one of the Southern Mhhratta Jagirdars (.sec page 247). 
Sidoji Kao, witli whom the British Government made an Engagement 
(No. XV) in 1820 similar to that concluded with the other jagirdara, 
died without heirs, and his estate lapsed to Government, 
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No. I*

That they shall procure from their King, the Great Moghul, at their proper 
cost, bis grant and confirmation of all the Articles of Agreement under the great 
seal of his hand, and shall deliver the same unto us for our security and certainty 
and perpetual amity, commerce and dealing with them, within forty days after 
the sealing hereof. 

Article 3. 

That it shall bo lawful for the King of England to keep and continue his am¬ 
bassador at the Court of the Great Moghul during the time of the said peace and 
commerce there to compound and end all such peat and weighty questions as 
.may any wav tcrul to the breach of the said peace. 

Article 4.

That if all our men die here in these parts, between the times of the coming 
of our ships, that then, by some officer thereto appointed, just and true inven¬ 
tory, no lice, and knowledge be taken of all such monies, goods, jewels, provisions, 
apparel, and what rise to our nation bejongoth, and the same shall safely pre¬ 
serve and keep, and deliver to the General, Captain, or merchants of the first allies 
that shall after here arrive i and to receive a discharge from the General, Captain, 
or merchants, to whom such goods and monies shall be delivered. 

Article 10. 

That they secure our men and goods upon the land, redeeming all such, both 
goods and men, as shall happen to be taken upon the land by the Portugal; and 
shall deliver both men and goods again to m free of all charges,, or the value of 
our goods and men instantly. 

Article 11, 

That as in all kingdoms there are some rebels and disobedient subjects, so 
in our nation there may be some pirates and sea-robbers, which may happen to 
come into these parts, and here may rob and steal; if any such shall happen then 
will not we, by our trade and factory heie, be liable or answerable for such goods 
bo taken, but will aid them with our best means that are so grieved by justice 
to our king, for redress and restitution unto them.

That, all such provisions of vietunk as shall be spent during the time that our 
ships shall remain here in the Ehode of Surat and Swally, half free of custom, 
provided it do not amount unto above u thousand dollars in money.

That in all questions of wrongs and injury that shall be offered unto us and 
to our nations* that we do receive from the judges, and those that be in autho¬ 
rity, present and speedy justice according to she quality of our complaints and 
wrongfi be done us, and tii&t by delays we be not put ofi and wearied either by 
time or charges.

To the high and mighty Monarch the Great Moghul, King of the Oriental Indies 
of Chandahar, of Ohismor and Oorazon, etc., greeting, 

\Yc having notice of your great favour toward us and our subjects, by your 
great firman to all your Captains of rivers and officers of your customs, for the 
entertainment of our loving subjects the English nation with all kinds respect 
at what time soever they shall arrive at any of the ports within your dominions, 
and that they may have quiot trade and commerce without any kind of hind¬ 
rance or molestation, etc., as by the Articles concluded by Sue Sufi, Governor 
of the Guzerats, in your name, with our loving subject, Captain Thomas Best, 
appeareth, have thought it meet to send unto you our ambassador, which may 
more fully and at large handle and treat of such matters as arc fit to be const 
dered of, concerning that good and friendly correspondence which is bo lately 
begun between us, and which will without doubt redound to tbo honour and uti¬ 
lity of both nations, In which consideration, and for the furthering of such laud¬ 
able commerce, we have made choice of Sir Thomas Roe, Knight, one of the prin¬ 
cipal gentlemen of our Court, to whom we have given commission, under our 
groat Seal of England, together with directions and instructions, further to treat 
of such matters as may be for the continuance and increase of the utility and 
profit of each other's subjects, to whom we pray you to give favour and credit 
in whatsoever he shall move or propound toward the establishing ana enlarg¬ 
ing of the same. And for confirmation of our good inclination, and well wish¬ 
ing toward you, we pray you to accept in good part the present which our said 
ambassador will deliver unto you. And so do commit you to the merciful pro¬ 
tection of Almighty God.

Unto a King rightly descended from his ancestors, bred in military affairs, 
and clothed with honour and justice. 

A Commander worthy of all command, strong and constant in religion which 
the great Prophet Christ did teach. King James, whose love hath bred such im¬ 
pression in my thoughts as ahull never be forgotten, but as the smell of amber, 
or as a garden of fragrant flowers whose beauty and odour is still increasing, so, 
be assured, my love shall grow and increase with yours. 

Your letter Which you sent me In the behalf of your merchants I have received, 
whereby I rest satisfied in your tender love towards mo and desire you not to 
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l^ke it ill for not haying writ unto yon heretofore; for this my present letter I 
send to renew our loves, and herewith do certify you that T have sent forth my 
firmans through all my countries to this effect* that if any English ships or mer¬ 
chants shall arrive in any of my ports, my people shall permit and suffer them 
to do what they will freely in their merchandising causes, aiding and assisting 
them in &!! occasion a of in juries that shad be offered them, and that the least 
cause of discourtesy; be not clone unto them ; a* also that they be as free and freer 
than my own people. And as now and formerly I have received from you divers 
tokens of your love, so I desire your mindfulness of me by some noveltius from 
your country as an argument of friendship between ub, for such is the custom 
of "Princes here. 

As for your merchants, l ha% r e given express order through all my country 
to puffer them to fecit, buy, transport* aiiif Surry away at their pleasure, without 
the let or hindrance of any person whatsoever, all such goods fetid merchandize, 
or other things as they shall desire to buy, and let tills my letter aa fullv satisfy 
y-u in the desired peace and love as if my own non had befell the messenger to 
ratify the same. And if any in my country not fearing God, nor obeying their 
king* or any other void of religion ah on hi endeavour, or be an instrument to break 
this league of friendship, l would send my aon Sultan CoronuG, a soldier approved 
in the wars, to out him Off, that no obstacle may hinder the continuance and in¬ 
creasing of our a flections.

Be it known to the Governor, Prefects, and Officers of Affair? of the Port of 
Surat, present and to come confiding in our Royal favour, that at this present 
time, joined to happiness* certain notice is come to our ears, that whereas formerly 
the rate for customs of goods belonging to the merchants of the Dutch nation 
was on every hundred rupees three and a half rupees, and afterwards* having 
an eye to the profitable condition of the said people, two Rupee? was only ordered ; 
and whereas the merchants of the English nation have made their request that 
the rates for the anatoms of their goods m?,y be confirmed ^cording to the Dutch 
constitution* and that a firman may pass from our Excellent and Noble Court 
that the goods and merchandizes which the said merchants, having bought in 
Bengal, and in the Royal Seat of our Kingdom, Akburabad, and other countries 
and great cities, do transport by the waij of Burhanpoor and Ahmedabad, to 
sell them in the Bund or of Surat, may not be stopped by any person in their pas¬ 
sage on pretence of taking Itahadaries or other duties, or on any prohibition what¬ 
soever * and in case any of the goods belonging to the aforesaid persons be robbed 
in the way, that the officers and the guards of the said place do, in the recovery 
ol the said goods, make all dffigant search ; and whereas a petition wa 3 directed 
to our exalted throne, upon the night of a letter which ■ Ihyas-ood-deen Khan 
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Governor of Surat, hath written unto the trusty protector of our rictus the re¬ 
pose and glory of our kingdom, the pillar of out councillors, emblems of honour, 
the flower of our Princes, high in dignity* the provident disposer of our kingdoms 
and estates, the open way to riches and plenty, worthy of all grace* a rewarder 
of all degrees of mew, a lord of pity, the mark of felicity, Chancellor of our king' 
doms, and sole manager of our affairs, Jafer Khan, to this effect, that in ease any 
favour be shown to the English nation (who ate well wisher* to the riches of our 
Court, by their services which they have performed to our benefit, have so ap¬ 
proved themselves formerly and hitherto in an obliging manner), it will be well 
deserved by them ; arid whereas the instant desire of our mind, known in truth,

ries, Guards of Passes and the highways of the provinces and great cities afore¬ 
said, shall not give any molestation or opposition to the aforesaid merchants 
on pretence o£ Ralindunea or other demand:; whatsoever, which ate prohibited 
in our Court and High Palace ; and in case in any place the least part of their 
goods or inercbaadke bo stolen, that in the recovery of them all strict search 
and enquiry be made, and the thieves, together with the goods stolen, being ap¬ 
prehended, the goods may be delivered to the owners and the thieves to punish- 
meU, In this affair let them observe ail extraordinary diligence towards our 
Court, and be very circumspect and cautious to abstain from the breachhereof.

to the inhabitants, and have procured an entire currency to Your Majesty V orders 
in the place | and Your Majesty's authority, by all ways in our power, will be 
preserved in the place as it used to bo* fitnd you will consider the English as de¬ 
sirous of receiving vour orders* such being the intention of the Governor of Bombay 
and myself, whose whole power will be used to maintain the castle that we luvo 
possessed ourselves of for Your Majesty, and to preserve the bar and sea open

At the present, pleasant season T 
have been mad© fully acquainted, by tho verbal communication of the Chief's 
Agent, with your proposition regarding the fixing of my fifth share, and as to the 
minute details and ramifications of the transaction, and your wishes on the subject 
with reference to the past, present and firiure. ! duly comprehend the whole; 
and considering, ns I do, that Your Excellency's views arc intended for my well- 
being and happiness, and that without empty ceremonies this fact has been ex¬ 
emplified by actual occurrences, J have in this affair given my assent and concur¬ 
rence to the settlement fixed upon by Your Excellency ; and % have now the pleasure 
to intimate that iu lieu of the said fifth share, the sum of Rupees fifty thousand in 
money has linen definitively agreed upon to be at all times paid out of the Honour¬ 
able Company’s treasury to mo, my family and representatives, without any ex¬ 
amination ou account of batta defalcations, or the trouble of examining books, 
whilst all the former engagements between mo and the Honourable Company 
arc confirmed and ratified on their former footing by this measure.

That 
1 shall on no account keep them in future, cither publicly or privately, into any 
confidence and management of my affairs I further engage that I shall never 
retain in my service or give iny confidence to any person or persons who may be 
found to be enemies and tad wishers to the Sircar of the Honourable Company 
Bahadoor. 

Article 2. 

No change in the administration that may be formed for the affairs of Mam 
davoo shall be made or effected, and no mini Bier, etc., shall be displaced or replaced 
without the consent and approbation of the Honourable Company^ Sircar, Pro¬ 
vided in all these cases (if there shall to necessity for any change) an acquiescence 
or approbation of the Honourable Company's Sircar shall in the first instance be 
obtained, to carry such measures* into immediate execution. Provided also that 
I shall not-in any wm act without the full consent and acquiescence of the Honour 
able Company’s Sircar.

Treaty of Perputca l Friendship and Alliance between the Honourable 
East India Company and His Highness Maharajah Feetaub Sheeaw. 
Im heirs and successors, concluded at Sataea, the 25th September 1310, by 
Captain James Guant, Political Agent* on the part of the Honourable 
East India Company, and Vmm Punt FimNAVEES bn the part of the Rajah, 
by virtue of full powers from their respective governments,—-1819, 

Whereas the British Government having determined, in consideration of the 
JUOttiquity of the house of His Highness the E&Jfth of Satara, to invest him with 
a sovereignty sufficient for the maintenance of his family in comfort and dignity, 
the following Article have been agreed to between the said government and Bis 
Highness 

Article L 

The British Government agrees to cede in perpetual sovereignty to the Rajah 
of Safotra, his heirs and successors, the districts specified in the annexed Schedule. 

Article 2. 

The Rajah, for Imueelf and for his heirs and successors. engage# to hold the 
territory in subordinate eo-opeiation with the British Government, and to be 
guided in nil matters by the advice of the British Agent at Hia Highness* Court, 

Article 3, 

The British Government, charges itself with the defence of the Raj ah’s terri¬ 
tories and engages to protect His Highness from all injury and aggression. The 
Rajah, for himself and for his heirs and successors, engages to afford every facility 
to the purchase of supplies for such troops as may be stationed in his country, or 
may pass through it, and the pasture lauds now appropriated for the use of the 
troops are to he permanently given up to them The Raj alt likewise, for himself 
and for his heirs and successors, engages to afford all the assistance in his power 
to the British Government in all wars anti military operations in which it, may be 
engaged. 

Article 4, 

His Highness, for himself and for hia heirs and successors, engages at no time 
to increase or dimmish the military force without the previous knowledge :md 
consent of the British Government. - 

Article 5. 

The Rajah, for himself and for bis heirs and successors, engages to forbear 
from all intercourse with foreign powers, and with all sirdars, jaghiredars, chiefs 
and ministers, and all persons of whatever description who are not by the above 
Articles rendered subject to His Highness’ authority ; with all the above persons 
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Tfi, HiglmftM, for himsrif and for l>ts heirs imd successors, engage* to have no con¬ 
nection or correspondence, Vny affairs that may srise; witli them relating to ilia 
Highness are to he oxe]naively conducted by the British Government. Lf (for 
the purpose n{ forming matrimonial connexions for Ilia Highness’ family, or for 
any similar purpose) His Highness has occasion to communicate with persons not 
rendered subject to his authority by this agreement, such communication is to be 
made entirely through the Political Agent. 

This Article is a fundamental condition of the present Agreement, and any 
departure from it on the Ksjab's .part sha.ll subject him to the loss of all the ad¬ 
vantages he may gain by the said Agreement, 

Article ft. 

The Rajah shall ultimately have the entire management of the country nov- 
ruded to him ; but as it is necessary, on aeonv.nt of the recent conquest of the 
country, that it should at lirsfc .be governed with particular care and prudence, 
the administration will for the present remain in the hands of the British Political 
Agent, That officer will, however, conduct the Government iu the .Rajah’s name . 
and in consultation with His Tlighne.w, and in proportion as His Highness and his 
officers shall acquire experience and evince their ability to govern the country, 
the British Government will gradually transfer the whole administration into their 
hands. He will, however, aft all times attend, as above agreed, to the advice which 
the British Political Agent shall offer him for the good of bis State, and for the 
maintenance of general tranquillity. 

Auticlk 7. 

The possessions of the jagliircdars within His Highness’ territory are to be 
under the guarantee of the British Government, which, on the other hand, engages 
to secure their performing the service which they owe to Hi? Highaoss according 
to established custom. 

AuTir;LE 8, 

All persons guilty of murder, treason, robbery, or other groat, offences, who 
may fly from the territories of the (Ampuny into those of the Rajah, are to bo 
given up to the British Government. In like manner-all criminals, as above 
described, who may fly into the territories of the British Government, Mb to be 
given up to the Rajah. For the better execution of justice and prevention of 
orimos, (ho Rajah consents that the officers of the British Government may pursue 
criminals and apprehend them in his territory. 

Article 9, 

The g haute are to be the general boundary of the Ivajairie territory towards 
the Concan. "Where m specific exception is made, those inmintmira are to be 
included within His Iltgknesa* territory, 
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A survey U to be undertaken as soon as convenient to fix tlie frontier whore 
the mountains run into the plain. The British Gov eminent reserve? to itself 
the right of retaining such portions of the mountains so situated as titm> be neces¬ 
sary to make a clear frontier, or for other purposes. 

The British Government also reserves to itself the right of cutting timber or 
the western aides of the ghuuts, The customs in the line of ghauts are to be levied 
by the Company, and an equivalent allowed to the Rajah, 

Article ID. 

The Honourable Company and the Rajah agree to enter* as soon as may he 
convenient, on a commercial Treaty, and in the meantime the Rajah, lor himself 
and for his heirs arid successors, engages to adopt the same system with regard to 
customs as that which may be adopted by tbs British Government in its adjoining 

territories. 

Article 11 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, being this day settled and concluded 
at Satara by Captain James Grant and Vitfcul Punt Fnmavees, Captain Grant has 
delivered to His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw a copy of the sauic in English, 
Mahratta, and Persian, under the sea! and signature of the said Captain James 
Grant, and His Highness Maharajah Pertaub Sheeaw has delivered to the said 
Captain James Grant another copy, also in English, Mahrabfca, and Persian, bearing 
His Highness' seat and signature ; and the aforesaid Captain James Grant has 
engaged to procure and deliver to His Highness, without delay, a copy of the same 
duly ratified by His Excellency the Most Noble Francis, Marquis of Hastings, K,G,, 
one of His Britannic Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council, Governor- 
General in Council, appointed by the Honourable Company to direct and control 
all their affairs in the East Indies, Commanderm-Chicf of His Majesty’* and 
the Honourable Company's forces, etc,, on the receipt of which by His said High 
ness, this Treaty shall he deemed complete and binding on the Honourable East 
India Company and on His Highness Rajah Pertaub Sheeaw, and the copy now 
delivered to His said Highness shall be returned.

The possesions of the Rajah of Akulkote, the Fuut Suclieo, the Punt Pro 
thee Nicthee, ihe jaghire of the Dufias in the pergunnah of Jut, the mghire of Jan 
Rao N&ik Nirahalkur in the pergmmak of Phultau, and the jagbire of Shaikh Mira 
Waeektuv 

Such villages or umuls m belong to the Putwurdhun$ within the boundaries 
of any of th® abovemeutioned pergmmah.s are to be continued to be possessed by 
them, subject to such exchanges as the British Government may see fit, and in 
like manner meh villages and umuls as belong to the Rajah, which may be situated 
within the pergutmahs or turmfs belonging to the British Government or the 
Put-ward hum will be liable to such exchanges as the British Government may 
deem proper for the general convenience of the parties concerned. 

The Rajah shall have power to make such exchanges with the Rajah of Akulkote 
the Pout Sudheo, and the jaghimlars subject to his authority as may be desirable 
to th* parties concerned* for the purposes of consolidating their respective posses- 
pious, provided that such exchanges be undertaken with the immediate concur¬ 
rence of the Agent of the British Govern meat. 

This Schedule was substituted in 1826 for the original Schedule attached to the 
Treaty. 


No. XV. 

Terms granted by the Howouraulr East India Company to Sidojke P^ao Naik 
XiMBALfpm^ regarding the land4 which he held from the Government of 
Ills Highness the Peibkwa for the Payment of his Contingent, of his 
Personai. Allowance, etc,* which arc now comprised with the rest of the 
country in the Territories of the British Government, and are graciously 
granted to him, bearing date A,X>. 1820. 

Article L 

There was formerly a jaghire in your possession for contingent, etc. The 
tndooks ot CJiiokodeo and Manowalee have been given to others by the British 
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Government ; these have been deducted. The grants in the old jag hire, and in 
Men of the moka&m and other itmv* of revenue in the Nawab’s country, with the 
jaghiro now fixed to ho grant d by the British Government altogether for personal 
allowance and establishment, amount to .Rupees 50,000 ; Kapses 12,000 is allowed 
in addition to support the dignity of Sir Lushkur, in lm\ of what hm hmn discon¬ 
tinued under this heath With the exception of this sum of Rupees 62*000 tlv 
rest of jaghire is held for the support of a contingent of horse. In. the Tyn&t 
Zabifca the contingent required is of the three lands ; the maintenance of t-hesa 
would be more than you could perform. The s« nie 1 ? of the British Government 
ift throughout the whole year* without excuse. The horses are required to h# good 
and effective, The amount of contingent at the rate of Rupps 300 per harm is 
1*107 ; three-fourths of these wore, relinquished, and a fourth of tlv contingent was 
fixed* amounting to 277 horse. You have requested to have 27 horse further 
reduced. and hive agreed to furnish 250; this is accordingly granted m you wish* 

Aktiolr 2. 

Your broopH shall he mustered whenever bailed on . the horses and men shult 
be good and elective, and eball serve the whole year. Should the number upon 
muster prove deficient, the amount of such deficiency shall be repaid to Govern- 
moot at the rate of Rupees 300. If a detachment ol from 15 to 20 home is required 
to be sent from the army on your affairs, you must first mention it to the officer 
in command on the part of the Government, and they will in that case be included 
in the muster. When your troops arc not required, they will be permitted to 
return to your own station for mouse on quarter for four months during the rainy 
reason, but if they are required, they mmb remain. 

Amichti 3, 

You shall serve in such manner m the government may otder ; you will not in 
general be required to serve beyond the Godavery and the Tumbadra * but if at 
any time you should be required to do so, you must go without objecting. On 
such occasions you will be furnished by government wiih money for the payment 
or your troops at the established rat- of pay., which money is to be repaid to govern¬ 
ment in your country. 

Aimer.*: 4. 

lu the event of either men or horses being killed or wounded in action you will 
receive no compensation from government. All expemes are to be provided for 
out of the allowance granted. This is to be observed according to former puvticc ; 
but if any great man should be wounded or killed in action, a reward will be given 
to him by the government if wounded, or a pension to his family if he be killed in 
action. 

Amiclb 5. 

In addition to your contingent vqu will maintain at your own expense such 
establishments for the preservation of order within your limits as may be neces- 
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Bury: ami in the evCB$ of disturbances in your neighbourhood you will furnish 
assistance with such troops as may he in your lauds. 


Article 0. 


Ab long as you continue to servo the British Government with fidelity and 
attachment, your jaghire shall remain undisturbed in your possession and that of 
the Sirdars of yaur family, and a Surmud shall be procured to the name effect from 
His Excellency the Most Noble the Governor-General hereafter. When new 
Suanuds are required for the descendants of each respectively, it is to be repre¬ 
sented to the government, which will graciously confer a new Sunnu# and continue 
the jaghire without exacting any mizzur. 


Article ?, 


Any villages, lands, or other possessions belonging po your surmjum or enain 
situated within the lands of government, shall be continued, without obstruction 
as they have heretofore been continued, You will continue all rights within 
your jaghire, whether belonging to the State or individuals ; all doomalleo, »um- 
jam, and nrum villages and lands, all wuishasuns (or annual pensions), dhurma- 
daoe (or charitable allowances), dewashthaus (or religious estallislimeiits), roxeenah 
(daily stipend), khyrats (alms to Mahomedans), nejanooks (or assignments on 
the revenue), etc., iu conformity to the list contained iu the front of your surin- 
jam; and if in any particular instance any interruption shall have been offered 
to a grant not annulled by government, such grant shall likewise be made good 
Without hindrance to the proprietor. No complaints on this head are to be suffered 
to reach the government. If any should .act improperly, or be without heirs, 
you shall report to the British, which has authority to punish and .resume. If 
any ttomindar should be guilty of rebellion or treason,, or should resist your author¬ 
ity, or die without heirs, you are at liberty tt> resume his lands ns a punishment, 
ou satisfying yourself of his guilt, at .he same time reporting the matter to govern¬ 
ment and vectiving its orders regarding if, which shall be executed accordingly. 


AjiTjole 8. 


Vou will attend to the prosperity of the note of your jaghire, to the strict 
administration of justice, and the effectual suppression of robberies, murders, 
tullee, arsons, and other crimes. Should that not be done, and the Government 
gives orders regarding any complaint made in year jaghire, you will act accord¬ 
ingly in the settlement of the matter. Any decision of government regarding the 
administration of justice winch may be made on investigation must bo duly exe¬ 
cuted. If any obstruction should be offered, or should the country fall into great 
disorder, and robberies and other offences begin to be committed, the government 
will in like such arrangements for the sariajaniee lands as it may deem proper. 
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Article 9. 

Yon shall on no account entertain troops for the purpose of engaging in a contest 
with any person whatever. In the event, of any cause of dispute arifliiig, you 
must not resort yourself to extreme measures, hut must refer the question to 
government for consideration ; it will then he impartially adjusted, and you must 
abide by the decision, 

Aa-ricta lb. 

You shall hold uo connexion nor correspondence with Bftjcc Kao or olhet 
dowlutdars or suwasthons, as proclaimed by govermtomb, and shall afford aid 
to njo disaffected person. T his condition is hereby engaged ior, and if infringed, 
die jngbire will not lie continued. 

Article 11. 

If any offenders from your jag hi re lands shall come into those of the Govern- 
ment, you will represcut the affair, and they shall on enquiry be delivered up to 
you; and should any offeSdoC against the Government or criminal belonging to 
its territories, seek refuge in your country, he shall be apprehended and delivered 
up, and if pursued by thu Government oibcers, you will afford every assistance in 
delivering up such offender. 

Article 12, 

The British Government will maintain your rank and dignity as it was main¬ 
tained under Ilia Highness the i’eishwa in former times. It will attend to any 
of your representations and will decide equitably upon them. 

The above 12 Articles are agreed to this Wtli Juu 1820, Ramssan 5th Jesfcmae. 


No. XVI, 

Treat* with Racihojek Anuria of Oouama. June 1822. 

Whereas, by the conquest of the territories of Bajee ftao, the late l’ejafiwa, 
arid the complete extinct ion of his power, the rights possessed by hia government 
arc now transferred to that of the Honourable Hast India Company ; andwhereas 
it is de-i ruble to fix with precision the future relations between the said Company 
and Raghojee Angria, the following Articles have been agreed upon : 

Article 1- 

The friendly relations which have long subsisted between the Honourable 
East India Company and the Cola ini State are hereby confirmed, and the British 
Government agrees to afford its protection to the Chieftain of Col&ba against the 
attacks of any ether State.

Article 2. 

Raghojev- Aogna, in consideration of such protection, engages, on hi* part 
not to employ in hip service any foreigner of any description whatever, whether 
European or American, not to allow such foreigner to reside within his dominions 
without the permission of the CJritish Government-; and in the event of any such 
pen on arriving within hi* dominions, to report the appearance of such person to 
the British Government; neither will lie enter into any treaty of alliance or com- 
fierce with any of the Native States, but place his sole reliance on the protection 
and support of the British Government hi the enjoyment of hia rights. And for 
securing the objects of this stipulation, it is furrier agreed that no communication 
or corrcapondmu e shall be hoklen by the State of Colaba with my other Potentate 
or State without the previous knowledge and sanction of the Honourable Company 1 a 
government hut the Oplaba State will cent in tie tire usual correspondence with the 
Khan of Jtinjeera. Sucheo Punt, and other umuldars on the border of the Colaba 
districts, respecting disputes which arist in the mehals and dependencies. 

Article 3- 

The territories of the Colaba State being intermixed with those of the British 
Government, and it being desirable that the pen odious of each should be concern 
trafced by exchanges to be made on fair ami just principles, it is hereby agreed that 
such exchanges as may be necessary, with a view to the attainment of that object, 
shall be adjusted by Commissioners to be nominated for the purpose of settling 
the boundaries of the British Government and those of the principality of Colaba, 
And tin. British Government, relying upon the fidelity of Jtaghojee Angria. and 
on the sincerity of his acknowledgment of the supremacy of the Honourable Com¬ 
pany, hereby guarantees to him, and to hi* heir* and successors, on the conditions 
hereafter specified, the integrity of Ms dominions, the boundaries of which will 
be defined hy Commissioners to hn appointed in pursuances of the foregoing pro¬ 
vision. 

Article 4. 

The British Gove mine ut relinquishes in favour of Raghojee Angria, his heirs 
and successors, jmmw iiimumia, m received or claimed by the late Feishwa and 
his successors, but reserves to itself entire supremacy over the Colaba State and 
the right of conforiilh, investiture on the Chief of Colaba on any vacancy of the 
musmid. And itv said Raghojee Angria hereby engages, in behalf, of himself* 
hm heirs and successors to act generally in subordinate co operation to the 
British Government. 

Article 5* 

The British courts of justice, laws and regulations, thall not be introduced into 
the principality of Colaba against the will of Raghojee Angria, his heirs and succes¬ 
sors ; but the British Government hereby requires and provides, and the Chieftain 
aforesaid in behalf of himself, Ms heirs and successor#, hereby engage,- for the 
continuance in possession of all person* actually holding enam and surmjam lands 
up to the present tune, under the Sunnuds of the Peisliwa or the Rajah of fiatara. 
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Article fl; 

And whereas the said Raghojee Angria ha a solicited (vide A) that the Honour¬ 
able Company would guarantee to Venaik Kao Rureram Dcwanjee and hii asso- 
cistes certain villages and lands, of the value of Rupees 35,001, as per annexed list 
(vide R), the whole have been assigned to him m a reward for his past services, 
together with a debt due by the State of Colaba to the *aid Venaik Rao Pursram 
Dewanjee (vuU 0, D, E), not exceeding Rupees 2,28,287-3-18f, and that the said 
Dewanjee shall not unjustly be molested by the Colab a otate. Whereas the 
Honourable Company’s government have undertaken the aforesaid guarantee to 
the said Venaik Iteo Fursram Dewanjee, and to his hens and successors, together 
with certain other persons therein named, Raghojee Angria hereby engages, in 
behalf of himself, hie heirs and successors, to make due provision for the payment 
of such amount as may appear on investigation to be justly clue to the said Venaik 
R m Pttrsram Dewanjee; and in failure thereof, he further agrees that the Com¬ 
pany shall bo at liberty to interfere, when occasion renders it necessary, with a 
view to compel the said Raghojee Angria to place the said debt in a train of 
liquidation, by allotting specific funds for that purpose ; but it is to be understood 
that on the discharge <4 the said debts, any funds which might be allotted to the 
paj^nent thereof will revert to the said Raghojee Angria, Me heirs and successors, 
on their former footing. With respect to the aforementioned debt, such amount 
m may be ascertained to be justly due shall be paid* In case of any item in the 
account being objected to by either of the parties, as to its being of a greater or 
less amount, in the event of their not being able to come to an amicable private 
settlement between themselves* the Honourable Compsny’a government will, on 
investigation, decide on any such disputed point* and order the party whose claim 
may appear just to receive credit for such ascertained amount. And whereas 
certain rights, immunities, and indulgences as to fields, salt, bat.ty-fields, pal, etc,, 
now held by the Bewaiyee aiul his associates as mentioned m the annexed memo¬ 
randum (vide F), may be affected by the exchange of territories the said Company 
engages to continue them to the said Dewanj.ee and his associates, to be enjoyed 
on the same footing under the British Government, as before under that of the 
Colaba State, 

Article 7. 

All balances shall be adjusted within a reasonable time, and engagement 
shall be taken to that effect from all persons in arrear, In default of payment the 
parties shall be given up. 

Article 8. 

All guns, stores, and other moveable property n the forts and places to be 
mutually exchanged, are to be removed by the parties relinquishing the same. 

Article 9* 

Raghojee Angria hereby agrees, on behalf of himself, his heirs and successors 
that in no case whatever shall any asylum be afforded within the limits of his 
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possessions to any pablic offenders, or to any persons desirous of escaping from the 
jurisdiction of the Company's court of justice, or from the authority of the- revenue 
officers, or of any other branch of the authority of the Honourable Company ; 
and be further agrees to deliver up all such persons without delay, on application 
from such officer or officers as the Governor in Council of Bombay shall appoint 
for the purpose. 

Article (fh 

Raghojae Angria doth hereby engage on hh own part and on the part of bis 
heirs and successors, to prohibit the import and export, as well aa the transit oi 
opium, witfiin my part of the territories of the Colaba State* 

Article 1L 

And whereas the British Government hath bound itself to protect Raghojee 
Angria. his heirs and suceesaors, against the Attacks of any other State and to 
secure to him the quiet possession of the territories dependent upon Colaba ; and 
wbere&s it is incumbent upon Raghojee Angria and his successors to make per¬ 
manent provision for the support oi Manajee Angria, now reaidiog on the island 
of Bombay, on a stipend of Rupees 250 per mensem, allowed to him hy the State 
of Colaba, the said Bagbojee Angria hereby engage* on behalf of himself, his 
heirs and successors, to continue payment of tin said stipend of Rupees 250 per 
month to the British Government, as heretofore for the purpose above stated 
whilst the said Manajee Angria shall conduct himself in a suitable manner towards 
the government of Colulm, as now established; if any circumstance* shall here¬ 
after give xir*G to complaint® again at the said Maria jee Angria hy the Colaba ad¬ 
ministration for the time being, the British Government reserves to itself the 
exclusive right Of deciding upon the conduct of the said Manajec Angria, whilst 
he continues (o reside within the British dominions, and also as to the propriety, 
or otherwise, of the ooutiirannoe oi his said stipend of Rupees 250 > 

Article 12* 

Beyond the boundaries oi the Colaba State, as to he fixed by the exchange 
of territory, there are several villages, mmik lands, wuttuas, and places belonging 
to it, both above the ghats and below them, in tumif Nagota, tulooka SoodhaguL 
Tho^e, whatever on enquiry they may appear to be, will after due deliberation, be 
continued as heretofore, a detailed Schedule of them being hereafter made out 
and annexed to this Treaty*

Any claims possessed by him against 
t he State are also to be adjusted by the accounts, and he is to be duly protected by 
it, whenever occasion in ay render such protect? on necessary, i request that the 
Honourable Oompany’s government will satisfy him on this point.

I beg to state that this government having concluded a settlement of the con* 
eerns of Venaick Purarain Dewanjee, addressed a letter to the Honourable 
dountsfcuart Elphimtone at Poonah, bearing date the 27th Jemmadee-ool-Awd, 
for the satisfaction of the said Dewr±njce 3 and a copy of the reply, dated the 14th 
Jenmadee-oobAkhir (the 11th of April 1819), is transmitted to Your Excellency. 
Itm therein suggested that I should not only make known to Your Excellency the 
amount of the debt, but also (my intention) that the Dewanjee should he secured 
against molestation from the State of Cokba, on which Your Excellency would 
set his mind at rest; mid I have accordingly to request that the Honourable Com- 
patty's government will give him that afcsur&uce, both in regard to the amoimi of 
his debt, for which a Memorandum has been granted under my seal (mortab),

Article 1. 

The Honourable CompanyGovernment considering it an object of great 
importance to establish a Convalescent Repot at Malcolm Peth, situated on the 
hills contiguous to, and south of, the village of Maliableshwur in the District of 
Jaolee; and it being necessary that a tract of ground should he ceded for that 
purpose, both in reference to the expense ■which must bo incurred by the British 
(Sovemment in forming such an establishment, as well ns to induce others fco make 
such outlays on account of buildings ns will render the advantages arising from 
the climate generally accessible to all who may be desirous of availing themselves 
thereof; and also for the more effectual control and government of the settlement, 
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Hk Highness the Rajah of Safcmra hereby makes over, in full sovereignty and in 
perpetuity to the Honourable Company, the lands adjoining the said i'etH or mart 
called iC Malcolm Peth,” which are contained within the red line in the map or 
plan, and the measurement and bearings of which are partdculamed in the 
Schedule,* both of which doou nents are annexed to this agreement, and the latter 
of which is denominated a " Statement of measurement of the boundary of the 
tract attached to Malcolm Path and the Convalescent Station on the Mahablesh- 
wur Hills ”, the whole tract comprising a space of about 3 square miles, 10 square

The Honourable Company engages to levy no duties on the sale or transit of

APPENDIX No. I- 

Order o? the Political Agent, Fasfk , 

Upon consideration of the various questions raised in the memorial of the 
Bkadarkar Branch of the Dashmukh family, and of the general condition of the 
Surggma State, Undersigned is of opinion that the following arrangements will 
be advantageous to all concerned — 

(1) That the opening balance of the year 1907-08 (less deports) should beset 
apart in the State treasury to meet unforeseen emergencies or the coat of adminis¬ 
trative improvements. It should be called the Reserve Fund, ami should bo drawn 
upon only for purposes approved by the Political Agent, 

(2) At the end of the year 1907-08 and every subsequent year, the closing 
balance should be credited in the accounts as follows:— 

8 aimas to the Baserve Fund* 

5 annas to the ruling Deshnuikh, 

3 annas to the head of the Rlmdarkar family, 

(3) The two members of the family* will have to provide for the expenses of 
marriages, etc., from their share of the yearly balance and will not be given grant 
for this purpose from the Reserve Fund, If the Political Agent sanctions a loan 
for any such purpose from th Reserve Fund, it will be repaid out of the Family 
share of the balance as defined in paragraph 2 above, 

(4) The sum of Rs. 6,000 ordered to be paid to Bvramji Pesfconji will be treated 
as a loan without interest from the Reserve Fund to the Xtajthuiukh, and will be 
recouped by crediting to the Reserve Fund the Deshmukh^s share of future annual 
balances until the amount ie paid off* 

(5) The Assistant Political Agent should endeavour to effect a settlement of the 
debt* of the Bhadarkat family, for which purpose money may be advanced from 
the Reserve Fund, and recouped from the Bhadarkar's share of the balance.. 

(6) During the minority of Anandrao Khandcrao. no money should be expended 
out of the Bhadarkar's share of the balance without the sanction of the Political 
Agent- 

(7) The monthly allowance of the Bhad&rkar family should be increased to 
Rs. 150, provided Anandrao is sent to Nasik to be educated as befits his 
position, but not otherwise* 

(8) The Bhariarkars should be informed in answer to their petition that joint 
management of the State by the two branches of the family is out of the question 
and that it will be impossible for them to obtain employment in th© State until 
they qualify themselves therefor by education ; that there is no present mismanage- 
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musnt or irregularity in the keeping of accounts or in the payment of their ajlow 
ance ; that. Bar bar presents at the Dfisara are regularly Credited to the State : 
that the Politico) Agent can nee no injustice in the levy of assessment in IJhorina! 
or in the fixing of a separate allowance for Visvasrao ; and that their comp!aint 
as to moveable property cannot be considered unless specific instances are given. 
They should be furnished with a copy of tfdfl memorandum, and should be sent 
every month a copy oi the statement of accounts that is forwarded by the Diwan 
to the Political Agent.
